Some  Reminiscences  of  Old  Times. 

I JOINED  the  staff  of  Messrs.  John  Bell  &  Co.,  at  338 
Oxford  Street,  London,  with  all  a  youth's  hopes  of 
life.  And  what  a  life  seemed  before  me  !  To  a  young 
fellow  launched  on  London  in  a  year  brilliant  as  the 
Exhibition  year  was;  entering  an  historical  house  (prac- 
tically the  first  chemists'  of  the  day),  what  chances  were 
presented  to  me !  Alas  those  bright  hopes,  those  fair 
promises,  how  they  have  faded  and  died. 

First  in  order  comes  Mr.  Thomas  Hyde  Hills,  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  establishment,  in  appearance  a  fine  portly 
gentleman.  How  well  I  remember  my  first  interview  with 
him.  I  know  I  always  found  him  everything  good  and 
kind,  though  irritable  at  times  with  others  (by  whom  his 
favourite  "  dammee  "  will  be  remembered).  1  do  not  re- 
collect receiving  a  cross  word  from  him.  Here  are  a  few 
of  the  names  of  the  employes  who  were  there  in  my  time, 
and  all  then  or  afterwards  well  known  to  the  chemist 
world.  Messrs.  F.  Middleton,  J.  Barnard,  S.  Gale, 
Baden  Benger,  Charles  Umney,  Charles  Ekin,  Harry 
Wigg,  Standen  Payne,  S.  Hardy,  E.  Argles,  J.  Fletcher, 
A.  Peel,  J.  Reid,  J.  Swinden,  A.  Hinton,  J.  Spearing,  and 
Moss  Miller,  cvm  multis  aliis.  Where  can  you  name  a 
chemist's  establishment  with  such  an  array  of  talented 
men,  most  of  them  Honours  men?  Mr.  Charles  L^mney 
was  to  become  one  of  the  best-known  chemists,  as  such 
and  as  a  business  man,  in  the  world. 

I  could  relate  anecdotes  of  many  of  them.  They  were  a 
peculiarly  happy  family,  as  could  have  often  been  seen  at 
the  monthly  wine-parties,  when  the  greatest  boii  camaradie 
prevailed. 

Harry  Wigg  was  the  Beau  Brummell  of  the  house  and  a 
dear  friend  of  my  own,  though  much  older.  Dear  Harry, 
he,  too,  has  joined  the  great  majority.  Archie  Hinton  : 
how  he  used  to  amuse  us  with  his  songs  and  his  imitation 
of  the  great  Unsworth.  Old  Bellite^  will  remember 
Archie's  "For  all  the  High  as  well  as  the  Low,  love, 
pleasure,  and  relaxation,"  etc.  Poor  Mackay's  "  Mary  of 
Argyle"  brings  sad  thoughts  of  one  who  was  such  a  nice 
fellow  in  those  dear  old  days.  Of  course  we  all  remember 
L'mney,  Fletcher,  etc.,  in  "Glorious  Apollo,  from  on 
high  behold  us." 

Do  you  remember  the  "  01.  Jec."  nights,  and  the  sprat 
suppers,  and  the  boxing  and  hurdle-racing?  Bob  Argle 
was  a  champion  hurdle-racer.  "  The  Bounding  Goat"  and 
myself  used  to  divide  honours  in  boxing.  I  was  chatting 
only  a  short  time  ago  with  Dr.  Frank  Argles  (then  a 
student  at  "King's")  about  the  old  nights.  Does  anyone 
forget  Moss  Miller's  experiment  in  analysing  cayenne 
pepper,  and  its  result  of  clearing  the  shop  of  customers, 
and  his  chase  and  punishment?  Of  course  all  remember 
the  old  porter  in  his  paper  cap  who  was  present  at  the 
coronation  of  George  III.,  and  was  never  so  happy  as 
when  telling  anecdotes  of  those  days. 

Old  Bellites  will  remember  with  me  the  familiar  faces 
of  many  of  Mr.  T.  H.  Hill's  friends.  And  what  a  remem- 
brance !  To  mention  only  a  few  :  Thackeray,  Charles 
Dickens,  Wilkie  Collins,  Sir  Henry  Thompson,  Dr. 
Quain,  Du  Chaillu,  William  Frith,  R.A.,  Professors 
Redwood  and  Bentley,  and  the  great  Sir  Edwin  Landseer, 
also  his  brother  Thomas  Landseer.  Many  an  hour  I  have 
spent  at  Sir  Edwin's  house  in  St.  John's  Wood,  sent  there 
by  Mr.  Hills.  One  little  picture  used  to  fascinate  me.  It 
was  a  Russian  skating  scene  on  the  Neva,  given  by  the 
Czar  to  Sir  Edwin.  It  was  so  lifelike,  so  vivid,  I  used  to 
be  often  caught  by  Sir  Edwin  with  my  gaze  fixed  on  it. 

Do  any  of  the  Bellites  remember  Signor  Ferrari — that 
enormous  man  with  such  a  sonorous  voice  and  such  a  fund 
of  anecdotes  about  operatic  stars?  Dear  Professor 
Bentley,  the  most  lovable  of  men  and  the  most  beloved  of 
his  pupils;  "Bogie,"  Mr.  Middleton's  sobriquet,  to  every- 
one a  kind  friend,  and  but  a  vei-y  harmless  bogie;  kind- 
hearted  Jolmnie  Barnard  too,  who  was  at  that  time  editor 
of  the  "  Phaniiaceutical  Journal":  and  Mr.  Samuel  Gale, 
the  head  of  the  laboratory  :  where  could  you  find  such  men 
but  in  33S?  Docs  Sam  Hardy,  I  wonder,  remember  his 
welcome  back  from  his  holidays  when  the  boys  lined  the 
shop  and  sang  "  The  Hardy  Norseman's  house  of  yore  "  ? 


I  have  said  nothing  about  the  business  side,  but  the  shop 
when  busy  was  well  worth  seeing.  Its  assistants  in  white 
aprons  as  busy  as  bees,  one  constant  stream  of  customers, 
the  laboratory,  where  everything  wii.s  made,  so  steady 
going  and  orderly  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Gale,  assisted  by 
the  clever  Charles  Umney — then  fresh  from  his  "Square" 
honours. 

There  are  not  many  old  Bellites  of  my  youth  left— indeed, 
I  might  say  in  the  words  of  an  old  song — 

"  Where  are  the  friends  of  my  youth. 
Say  where  are  those  loved  ones  gone  ?  " 

Farewell,  "338"  :  I  love  your  memory.  Smike.

The  students  of  the  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy, 
accompanied  by  the  principal  (Mr.  W.  \v atson-Will)  and 
demonstrators,  paid  a  visit  to  the  manufacturing  premises  of 
Messrs.  Davy  riiU  &  Co.,  in  Park  Street,  Southwurk,  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  afternoons,  October  27  and  28.

L^MNEY,  J.  C.  LTmney,  and  E.  A.  Weed  have  been  selected  as 
witnesses  in  the  Spirit  Incjuiry  (p.  761). 

Mr.  Simmons  insists  that  the  refractive  index  is  not  so  good 
a  test  for  otto  of  rose  as  is  iodine-absorption,  and  he  replies 
to  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  on  the  subject  (p.  768). 

Mr.  Beoadhead,  of  Batley,  has  carried  Bradford  chemists 
with  him  in  the  view  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
take  a  test-case  on  titles  against  some  company  (p.  752). 

A  Series  of  laboratoi-y  notes  by  Mr.  S.  Judd  Lewis  is  com- 
menced in  this  issue.  Those  printed  on  p.  778  deal  with  lin. 
saponis,  ext.  cinchonae  liq.,  spt.  ammon.  arom.,  and  copaiba. 

The  Natal  Imports  of  druggists'  goods  from  Germany,  tlie 
United  States,  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  conveniently 
shown  in  a  note  on  p.  776.  We  have  over  80  per  cent,  of  the 
trade. 

Pharmacy  appears  to  be  in  a  bad  way  in  Germany,  competi- 
tion by  druggists  being  keen  and  profits  small.  Now  the 
druggists  want  representation  in  the  Prussian  Government 
(p.  760). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  has  s'scceedod  in 
its  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  Sligo  Magistrates  that 
the  printed  register  is  not  sufficient  evidence  for  legal 
purposes  (p.  762). 

Mr.  Lord  Gifford  has  returned  to  the  charge  in  regard  to 
an  organising  secretary  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  but 
is  again  defeated,  though  the  Council  agrees  to  consider  if 
organisation  can  be  improved  (p.  750). 

The  new  pharmaceutical  examiners  for  Great  Britain  are 
Professor  W.  P.  Wynne,  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck,  Mr.  Harold 
Wilson  (England  and  Wales),  and  Mr.  Peter  Boa  (Scotland). 
The  appointments  were  agreed  to  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  on  Wednesday  (p.  749). 

The  C.O.D.  Proposal  has  been  dropped  by  the  Postmaster- 
General,  upon  whom  a  deputation  waited  on  Monday.  Mr. 
C.  J.  G.  Bunker  was  the  spokesman  for  chemists.  We  report 
the  speeches  on  p.  775.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  petition 
has  since  been  presented.  The  text  of  it  will  be  found  on 
p.  749. 

Nemesis  I  On  Thursday  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  appeared 
as  counsel  for  the  defence  in  a  S.  F.  &  D.  Acts  case  before 
Mr.  Mead,  the  Magistrate  who  fined  him  under  the  Acts  a 
few  years  ago.  The  prosecuting  solicitor  was  the  one  who 
had  proceeded  against  ilr.  Glyn-Jones,  who  won  this  time 
(p.  762). 

Although  business  is  quiet,  there  is  a  firm  undertone  in 
most  drugs  and  chemicals.  Carbolic  acid,  copper  sulphate, 
shellac,  and  sugar  are  all  dearer,  the  two  latter  articles  having 
provided  considerable  excitement  in  Mincing  Lane.  Quinine 
in  second-hands,  menthol,  peppermint  oil,  and  castor  oil  are 
tending  easier.    Saffron  is  lower  (p.  771). 

The  Suggestion  made  to  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  that  a  company  clause  with  one  qualified  director 
may  be  legalised  is  discussed  by  "Xrayser  "  (p.  757),  and  in 
a  note  on  p.  759  we  argue  that  the  Society's  true  policy  is  to 
submit  to  Parliament  such  amendments  of  the  law  as  wili 
restore  the  principle  which  Parliament  thought  it  had  com- 
pletely established  in  1867  (p.  769).

Analysts'  Reports. 

During  the  past  quarter  the  public  analyst  of  Lewisham 
examined  one  sample  of  lime-water  with  satisfac  tory  results. 

The  only  drugs  examined  by  the  public  analyst  of  Lam- 
beth during  the  past  three  months  were  one  sample  of  cream 
of  tartar  and  one  sample  of  milk  of  sulphur.  Both  were 
genuine. 

The  drugs  analysed  in  Hertfordshire  during  last  quarter 
included  seven  samples  of  camphorated  oil.  two  each  of 
Gregory's  powder,  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  and  compound 
liquorice  powder,  and  one  each  of  lime-water  and  magnesia. 
All  were  free  from  adulteration. 

The  public  analyst  of  Middlesex  County  Council  examined 
the  following  drug-samples  during  the  past  quarter  : 
Almond  oil,  1;  cream  of  tartar.  4;  Epsom  salts,  1;  ground 
ginger,  1;  lime-juice  cordial,  2;  liquorice  powder,  2;  pep- 
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sine,  5;  powdered  rhubarb,  1;  beei'-and  malt  wine,  3; 
orange-wine,  3.  All  were  genuine,  with  the  exception  of 
one  sample  of  malt  and-beef  wine. 

No  Action. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  on 
October  29,  the  Hospitals  Committee  reported  that  they  had 
had  before  them  a  letter  from  the  Public  Dispensers'  Asso- 
ciation, forwarding  copy  of  a  letter  which  they  had 
addressed  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  urging  them  to 
consider  the  desirability  of  recjuiring  that  future  dispensing 
appointments  made  under  their  sanction  should  be  held  by 
persons  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  and  of  granting 
the  title  of  "  dispensing  chemist"  to  those  in  the  Poor-law 
service  who  were  so  registered.  After  consideration  they 
did  not  advise  that  any  action  should  be  taken  in  the 
matter.    The  report  was  approved. 

A  First  Offender. 
At  the  Mansion  House,  before  Alderman  Sir  Alfred 
James  Newton,  Bart.,  on  Tuesday,  November  1,  William 
Cowie  (27),  47  Norlington  Road,  Leytonstone,  a  com- 
mercial traveller  in  the  service  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.,  Ill  Queen  Victoria  Street,  was  charged  with  em- 
bezzling money  received  on  behalf  of  his  employers. 
Detective-inspector  Ottaway  deposed  that  accused  was 
given  into  his  custody  for  stealing  and  embezzling  three 
sums— namely,  21..  IJ.  16s.  4f/.,  and  1?.  2?.  5d.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Holloway,  the  firm's  accountant,  said  the  defalcations 
amounted  in  all  to  IW.  Accused  pleaded  guilty.  Another 
representative  of  the  firm  said  they  had  no  desire  to  press 
the  charge,  and  the  Alderman  ascertained  that  he  could  not 
be  reinstated  as  it  would  not  be  right  to  the  other  em- 
ployes. The  Alderman  said  he  could  not  consistently  deal 
with  the  case  under  the  First  Offenders  Act,  as  it  was  not 
a  case  of  a  single  act.  He  accordingly  sent  the  accused  to 
prison  for  fourteen  days  in  the  second  division. 

Bovril  at  Barnsley. 

The  chemists  of-  Barnsley  are  just  now  making  a  special 
line  of  bovril,  and  letting  the  public  know  through  the 
public  Press.  Mr.  Bellamy,  Public  Hall  Pharmacy,  Eldon 
Street,  advertises  "  Now's  the  time  to  buy  bovril. 
Bellamy's  prices,  bd.,  lOrf.,  Is.  6d.,  and  2s.  8c/.  per  bottle." 
Mr.  Billington,  Sheffield  Road,  puts  it  this  way  :  "I  defy 
competition  on  bovril,  "  and  then  gives  his  prices  as  S^rf., 
10(Z.,  Is.  b^d..  2s.  8;2(/.  Mr.  Oglesby  makes  his  announce- 
ment read  "  Happy  as  a  king,  selling  bovril  5c/.,  10c/., 
Is.  6c/.,  2s.  8c/.  Your  grocer  charges  more."  Mr.  Nash, 
2  Queen  Street,  seems  to  hit  the  key  of  the  situation  as 
follows:  "I  am  selling  bovril  at  cost-price.  Just  note 
these  prices  :  5c/..  lOr/.,  Is.  6c/.,  and  2s.  8c/.  You  cannot 
beat  them." 

Forged  Stamps  on  Measiu-es. 
At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  October  29,  Patrick 
Graham  (49),  engraver,  of  Elim  Street,  Bermondsey.  was 
charged  on  remand  before  Mr.  Hopkins  with  selling, 
uttering,  and  disposing  to  one  John  Brown  seven  glass 
measures  having  thereon  the  counterfeit  of  a  stamp  used  by 
the  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  for  the  City  of 
London.  In  July  last  Mr.  A.  J.  Street,  chief  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures  for  the  City,  took  out  summonses 
against  a  man  named  Weaver  and  the  prisoner  for  selling 
to  chemists  trading  in  the  South  of  London  measures 
bearing  forged  stamps  counterfeiting  the  City  stamp. 
Weaver  answered  the  summonses  against  him  and  was  dealt 
with  at  the  time,  but  the  prisoner,  who  was  then  said  to 
be  the  principal  in  the  matter,  failed  to  appear,  and  a 
warrant  was  issued  for  his  arrest.  It  was  not,  however, 
until  last  week  that  Warrant-Officer  Levell  succeeded  in 
■  arresting  him.  The  prisoner  now  pleaded  guilty,  and  con- 
sequently no  evidence  was  called.  Mr.  Vickery.  Assistant 
City  Solicitor,  who  prosecuted,  said  the  seriousness  of  the 
case  was  increased  by  the  fact  that  the  glass  measures  were 
sold  to  chemists.  They  not  only  bore  forged  marks,  but 
were  inaccurate  in  their  measurements,  and  the  result  of 
their  use  might  be  very  serious.  There  seemed  to  have  been 
a  very  considerable  traffic  in  such  glasses,  for  over  thirty 
had  been  seized  in  the  South  of  London.  Mr.  Hopkins 
ordered  the  prisoner  to  pay  fines  and  costs  amounting  to 
33/.  3s.,  or,  in  default  of  distress,  to  go  to  prison  for  two 
months. 


Birmingham  Notes. 
The  Council  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Associatiorc 
have  arranged  the  programme  for  the  ensuing  session.  A 
report  of  the  delegates  to  the  Conference  and  Federatiork 
meetings  was  received  and  approved  at  the  meeting  last 
week.

A  serious  accident  happened  on  Saturday  last  at  Messrs. 

A  carboy  of  oil  oS 
vitriol  broke  and  went  over  some  men,  one  of  whom  was. 
very  severely  burnt  and,  after  preliminary  treatment,  was-  ■ 
removed  to  the  West  Bromwich  District  Hospital.

Springvale,  has  met  with  an  accident  which  resulted  inj 
rather  serious  injury  to  one  of  his  legs.

The  Sphinx  Club. 

The  November  meeting  of  this  new  organisation  of  adver--- 
tising  experts  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Cecil  on  Wednesday- 
evening.  Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards,  the  President,, 
occupied  the  chair  at  the  dinner,  having  on  his  right  Mr. 
Gillam,  advertising  manager  of  the  "  New  York  Herald,"" 
and  Mr.  Harry  Furniss.  On  his  left  were  Mr.  T.  B.  RBSsell 
and  Mr.  C.  Arthur  Pearson.  The  Chairman  of  the  prin- 
cipal spur  table  was  Mr.  Bakh,  the  head  of  Messrs.  Scott  & 
Bowne's  advertising  department.  Among  others  in  the- 
company  were  Mr.  S.  Britton  (Abbey's  salt),  Mr.  F.  M,. 
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Fisk  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  Mr.  Nelson  Richards,  Mr.  F.  W.  I 
Goodheugh  (Iron  Ox),  Mr.  John.son  (Fassett  &  Johnson), 
and  Mr.  John  Spottiswoode.  The  tables  were  artistically 
decorated,  and  the  sphinx,  supported  by  two  obelisks,  was  ; 
placed  in  the  foreground.  After  filets  de  sole  C'leopatre,  the 
Chairman  gave  the  toast  of  "  The  King."  following  it  shortly  ] 
after  witli  "The  Sphinx,"  which  her  Highness  acknow- 
ledged with  gleaming  green  eyes.  At  the  end  of  the  dinner 
Mr.  Gillam's  health  was  feasted,  he  being  President  of  the 
New  York  Sphynx  Club,  and  he  gave  a  racy  speech  in  reply. 
Thereafter  the  Chairman,  in  a  brief  reminis(ent  speech,  in- 
troduced the  topic  of  the  evening — viz.,  "Under  present 
conditions  in  advertising  (including  (he  whole  cpiestion  of 
commission),  what  constitutes  a  legitimate  advertising 
agency  ?  "  Mr.  Balch  followed  with  a  clever  paper,  and 
others  spoke  alter  him,  but  the  subject  got  "  no  forrarder." 
and  the  Chairman  intimated  that  another  evening  wculd  be 
given  to  this  or  a  correlated  topic. 

An  Effective  Worm-cake. 
In  the  Lambeth  Coroner's  Court  on  November  2.  Mr. 
John  Troutbeck  held  an  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of 
Ethel  iMabel  Maud  Smith,  aged  six  years.  The  mother 
stated  that  the  child  had  suffered  from  worms  fcr  two  or 
three  years,  and  she  had  several  times  given  her  "worm- 
cakes  "  purchased  at  a  chemist's.  She  gave  her  cne  on 
Sunday  week,,  and  another  on  Wednesday.  After  taking 
the  latter  she  became  very  ill,  and  gradually  got  worse 
till  her  death,  which  occurred  on  the  Saturday  evening. 
The  cakes  were  flavoured  with  chocolate,  and  she  bought 
them  at  Messrs.  Lewis  &  Burrows's  (Ltd.),  Wandsworth 
iRoad.  Witness  added  that  she  had  not  consulted  a  doctor 
because  she  understood  that  parents  were  in  the  habit  of 
treating  worms.  The  Coroner  (examining  a  chocolate  cake)  : 
It  seems  to  me  to  be  a  sort  of  a  kind  of  patent  medicine 
without  a  patent-medicine  stamp.  It  is  labelled,  "A 
pleasant  confection."  Dr.  Symes  attributed  death  to  the 
action  of  some  irritant.  Dr.  Freyberger,  who  made  an 
autopsy,  said  the  chocolate  cake  tasted  like  santonin, 
which  was  often  legitimately  used  for  such  a  purpose,  but 
which  should  never  be  given  to  a  child  except  under  ir.edi- 
•cal  advice.  The  cau.'e  of  death  was  peritonitis  set  up  by 
a  large  dead  worm  getting  impacted  in  the  vermiform 
appendix,  so. that  the  only  connection  the  cake  had  with 
-the  death  was  that  it  killed  th*  worm.  The  Coroner  said 
the  case  was  a  clirious  one,  but  he  thought  it  was  very 
hard  on  the  poor  that  they  should  have  thrust  upon  them 
such  dangerous  drugs.  It  v/as  not  very  creditable  to  the 
people  who  sold  the  drugs.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 
Four  of  the  seven  deaths  by  poisons  that  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  week  were  due  to  misadventure.  In  the 
Swansea  Valley  a  widow,  named  Jones,  gave  a  man  named 
Flowers  a  quantity  of  spirit  of  salt  in  mistake  for  whisky, 
and'drank  some  herself.  Both  died;  and  it  transpired  at 
the' inquest  "that  the  spirit  of  salt — or  "flux"  as  it  is 
termed  locally — was  procured  for  scldering-purposes.  and 
was  stored  in  the  same  cupboard  as  the  whisky. — Morphine 
in  overdose,  taken  inadvertently,  caused  the  deaths  of 
Muriel  Vivienne  Day.  a  Walsall  nurse,  and  Evan  Joseph 
Cameron,  a  licensed  victualler,  of  Glenbuck.  Ayrshire,  who 
was  found  unconscious  in  the  Scotch  express  at  King's  Cross 
last  week  and  who  died  in  the  Royal  Free  Hospital.— -Price 
Pritcliard.  belonging  to  Treharris,  Wales,  poisoned  hini.self 
with  oxalic  acid  in  Liverpool. — An  artist  at  Wealdstone, 
named  I!asil  Bradley,  committed  suicide  by  drinking  car-  • 
bolic  ai  id.  —  A  Coventry  woman  took  nitric  acid  as  a  n.eans 
of  suicide.— At  an  inquest  held  at  Mortlake  on  the  body  of 
a  man  recovered  from  the  Thames,  the  medical  evidence 
showed  that  death  was  due  to  syncope  following  poisoning 
.  by  a  cyanide  compound,  but  the  Coroner  said  no  one  could 
positively  .say  that  the  syncope  was  due  to  cyanide-poison- 
ing :  it  might  be  immersion.  The  jury  returned  a,  verdict 
of  found  drowned.— At  an  adjourned  inquiry  into  the  death 
of  Florence  Challoner  (19),  of  Ikiry,  medical  evicknte  was 
'given  that  death  was  caused  by  an  irritant  poison.  A  ' 
'post-7nortr?n  examination  revealed  only  traces  of  Epsom 
salts  in  the  stomach.  Under  certain  circumstances  (the 
girl  was  pregnant)  Epsom  salts  would  be  poisonous.  None' 
■  of  the  witnesses  could  throw  any  light  on  the  circum- 
stances under  which  the  salts  were  taken,  and  a  verdict  of 


death  from  an  irritant  poison  was  returned. — Johann  Burck. 
a  fireman  on  the  German  steamship  I'arano.  lying  at  Cardiff, 
died  last  week  as  a  result,  it  was  thought,  of  drinking  a 
poisonous  lotion.  The  medical  evidence  at  (he  inquest, 
however,  was  that  the  man  died  from  heart  failure,  fol- 
lowing diphtheria,  and  a  verdict  in  accordance  was  returned.

A  Soldier's  Drink. 
Some  twentj'-eight  soldiers  are  in  hospital  at  Holywood 
Barracks,  close  to  Belfast,  as  a  result  of  taking  an  effer- 
vescing drink  purchased  from  an  old  w^oman  who  is  in  the 
habit  of  catering  for  the  men.  Samples  of  the  powder  used 
by  the  woman  in  the  preparation  of  the  drink  have  been 
sent  to  Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  public  analyst  of  Belfast,  for 
analysis.  The  powders  are  said  to  have  been  purchased 
from  a  Holywood  chemist.  Mr.  Barklie  states  that  one 
of  the  powders  submitted  to  him  was  ordinary  tartaric  acid, 
but  as  to  the  other  he  could  not  yet  submit  the  full  result 
of  his  analysis.  It  is  suggested  that,  instead  of  cream  of 
tartar,  tartared  antimony  has  been  used  in  making  up  the 
powders. 

Analyst's  Dispute. 
A  dispute  has  arisen  between  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co., 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  Belfast,  and  the  Belfast  Board 
of  Guardians  regarding  the  analyst's  unfavourable  report 
on  aether  purificatus  and  acid,  sulphuric,  dil.  supplied  to 
the  infirmary  (see  <L-  D.,  October  15,  page  637).  The 
firm  state  that  the  aether  purificatus  is  required  to  be  made 
from  methyl  alcohol  and  cannot  therefore  be  B.P.  As  for 
the  acid,  sulph.  dil.  the  stock  from  which  the  sample  was 
taken  has  been  tested  and  found  to  be  correct.  The.analyst 
(Mr.  Robert  Barklie)  states  that  Messrs.  Clarke 

have  displayed  ignorance  of  what  is  meant  by  "  setherls 
purificatus,  prepared  from  niethylic  (methylated)  alcohol," 
its  preparation  or  its  properties.  Ethylic  alcohol,  contain- 
ing 10  per  cent,  of  wood  spirit,  constitutes  "  methylated 
spirit,"  a  spirit  issued  duty  free  for  industrial  and  manu- 
facturing purposes,  but  unsuited  for  human  consumption. 
In  the  process  of  manufacture  of  purified  ether  from  thi.t 
mixture  a  crude  product  is  first  obtained,  containing  n^.ethyl 
oxide,  alcohols,  water,  etc.  According  to  mv  analysis  and 
the  admission  of  Messrs.  J.  Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  this  com- 
mon "  methylated  ether  "  is  the  article  which  was  supplied 
to  you.  It  IS  adapted  for  common  purposes,  ice-machines, 
etc.,  but  is  totally  unfitted  for  medicinal  ute.  When  the 
impurities  have  been  removed  by  washing,  redistillation, 
etc.,  it  has  a  specific  gravity  of  .720,  is  identical  in  com- 
pos tion  with  "  setheris  purificatus"  of  the  B.P.,  complies 
with  the  same  standard,  and  stands  the  same  tes(s.  This 
is  the  "  setheris  purificatus  prepared  from  mothylic  (methy- 
lated) alcohol"  of  the  Loc'al  Government  Board's  I  st  — the 
pi'oparation  contracted  for  by  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co., 
but  which  they  have  failed  to  supply. 

The  analyst  suggests  that,  instead  of  wasting  their  time 
in  "  again  pointing  out  for  the  information  of  the  analyst." 
the  firm  would  be  better  employed  in  an  earnest  endeavour 
to  understand  something  of  the  medicines  which  they  have 
undertaken  to  supply.  The  dispute  will  be  settled  by  the 
Local  Government  Board.

The  Funeral  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Fumouze,  whose  c'eath  was 
announced  last  week,  took  place  on  Saturday  morning, 
October  29,  at  the  Church  cf  St.  Augustin,  Paris.  There 
was  a  large  attendance,  and  it  included  a  number  of  the 
deceased  pharmacist's  distinguished  friends  in  the  world 
of  science  and  business.  A  delegation  from  the  Syndical 
Chamber  of  Pharmacists  of  the  Seine,  of  which  Dr.  Fumouze 
was  Hon.  President,  was  also  present.  The  interment 
took  place  at  the  Montmartre  Cemetery.  Owing  to  the 
deceased's  position  as  an  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honour, 
the  funeral  was  attended  by  a  military  escort,  and  a  volley 
was  fired  over  the  grave. 

The  Saixt-Clar  PotsoxiNG-CASE. — This  sensational  case 
terminated  on  Saturday,  October  29.  Rachel  Galtie,  the 
young  woman  who  was  on  her  trial  on  the  accusation  of 
arson,  of  theft,  and  of  having  wilfully  caused  the  death  of 
her  husband,  her  grandmother  and  her  brother  (a  pharma- 
cist), was  sentenced  to  twenty  years'  penal  servitude.  The 
jury  acquitted  her  on  the 
charge  ot  arson,  but  gave  a  ver- 
dict ot  guilty  for  the  theft  and 
the  more  serious  charge  of 
poisoning  her  three  relatives 
with  arsenic.  According  to  one 
medical  expert,  the  prisoner 
was  accounted  as  mentally  un- 
balanced and  her  proper  abode 
in  an  insane  asylum,  while 
another  considers  her  fully 
responsiole  for  her  actions. 
The  Public  Prosecutor,  how- 
ever, discarded  the  scientific 
evidence  as  conflicting,  and 
maintained  that  Rachel  Galtie 

had  been  led  to  commit  the  crimes  by  her  ambition  and 
avarice.  The  last  hearing  of  the  trial  commenced  amid  a 
scene  of  extraordinary  tumult  which  the  usher  of  the 
court  had  great  difficulty  in  suppressing.  The  prisoner 
alone  seemed  calm  and  self-possessed.  In  their  evidence 
the  experts  testified  to  finding  arsenic  in  the  bodies  of  the 
throe  decease:!  persons.  In  the  case  of  the  prisoner's 
brother.  Gaston  Dupcnt,  the  pharmacist,  it  was  suggested 
that  he  several  times  e.xpressed  the  intention  of  com- 
mitting suicide  ;  but  it  was  his  death  that  finally  aroused 
the  grave  suspicions  regarding  the  two  previous  victims,  and 
that  he  was  poisoned  by  arsenic  is  more  than  sufficiently 
proved.    The  annexed  sketch  is  his  portrait. 

The  Cancer  "  Cure." — The  keen  interest  in  Dr,  Doyen's 
cancer-cnre  has  somewhat  abated  since  last  week,  pending 
the  result  of  the  inquiries  by  the  experts  who  r.re  to 
examine  and  test  the  cure.  These  gentlemen  will  consist 
of  eminent  bacteriologists  connected  with  the  Pasteur 
Institute,  also  the  President  of  the  Society  of  Surgery 
and  the  President  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  Paris. 
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On  Thursday,  October  20,  about  a  hundred  physicians  and 
surgeons  were  Dr.  Doyen's  guests  at  his  private  hospital 
in  the  rue  Piccini.  With  them  were  Dr.  Metchnikoff  and 
Dr.  Borel,  of  the  Pasteur  Institute.  Numerous  cancer 
patients  treated  by  the  new  method  were  examined  and 
questioned.  Many  appeared  to  be  on  the  high  road  to 
lecovery.  and  the  various  cases  were  demonstrated  by  Dr. 
Doyen.

As  the  result  of  these  injections  he  was  covered  ■  with 
ulcers  and  sores,  and  unfit  for  human  society ;  so  his  wife 
has  got  a  divorce  from  him. 

Sale  of  Poisons.— At  the  .September  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
macy Board,  in  reply  to  a  letter  from  the  Government,  it 
was  agreed  to  suggest  that  wholesale  poison-licences  should 
be  granted  to  the  Pastures  Protection  Board  or  their 
nominees  on  payment  of  the  usual  fees.  It  was  decided 
to  oppose  any  efforts  to  grant  to  the  Pastures  Protection 
]5oard  ths  right  to  sell  poisons  without  a  licence.  This 
they  want,  and  an  amendment  of  the  Poisons  Act  for  the 
j)urpose. 

Pha-kmaceutical  Preliminary  Examination. — The  New 
South  Wales  Pharm^^cy  Board  has  adopted  the  suggestion 
of  the  University  authorities  that  the  IJniversity  Matricu- 
lation should  be  taken  as  the  only  pharmaceutical 
Preliminary,  the  reason  being'  that  the  professors  and 
teachers  of  the  classes  attended  by  the  pharmacy  students 
found  that  too  much  time  was  taken  up  in  teaching  elemen- 
tary" work.  In  case  w-eak  students  should  go  over  to 
Western  Australia  and  pass  the  Final  there,  it  was  sug- 
gested that  reciprocity  should  not  be  granted,  until  the 
Western  Australian  Council  secure  an  amendment  of  their 
Act  that  only  those  who  have  been  apprenticed  in  the 
State  should  be  examined  there. 

New  Zealand. 

How  it  Works  in  Practice.-  The  report  of  the  Fecre- 
tary  of  the  Department  of  Labour,  dealing  with  the  Shops 
and  Factories  Act,  says  : 

It  presses  not  only  as  a  hardship  but  as  a  grave  injustice 
that  certain  shops  .shinuld  be  compulsorily  closed  by  the 
present  Acton  a  half-holiday;  while  others  selling  the  same' 
jTonds  may  remain  open:  I  may  instar.ce  the  closing  of 
shops  selling  photographic  materials  or  fancy  goods,  while 
chemists  are  allowed  to  remain  open  and  sell  such 
,  materials.  ...  I  am  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  no 
exemption  for  any  shop  except  those  of  chemists,  and  those 
only  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  medicines  necessary  for  the 
pi-csorvat'.oii  of  health. 

Reciprocity. — The  Central  Pharmax  eutiial  Asscciatich 
of 'New  Zealand  at  its  September  meeting  devoted  most  of 
the"  time  to  a  discussion  on  the  proposed  referendum;  and 
the  iiiatter  also  came  before  the  Pharmacy  Board  at  its 
September  meeting,  on  a  communication  from  the  Queens- 
land Board.    The  referendum  will  be  taken  early  next  year. 


New  Zealand  Tariff-decisions. — The  following  were 
gazetted  in  September  :

as  druggists'  sundries  ii.o.e.,  15  per  cent. 

Chrome  mordant,  substitute  for  bichromate  of  potash  in 
tanning;  as  a.  and  m.s.,  free. 

Denti.sts'  burnishing  or  polishing  lathes  and  lathe- 
chucks ;  //Tf  as  metal-workers'  machine-tools. 

"  Owliiie,"  a  gum  powder,  substitute  for  dextrine;  as 
chemicals  n.o.e.,  15  per  cent. 

Soy,  in  bulk,  4s.  the  licjuid  gal. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs.— A  Bill  to  make  better  pro- 
vision for  the  sale  of  food  and  drugs  in  a  pure  state,  which 
repeals  three  previous  Adulteration  Acts  of  1880,  1885, 
and  1895,  and  the  Tea  Examination  Act  of  1882,  has  been 
introduced  by  the  Hon.  Sir  J.  G.  Ward,  Colonial  Secre- 
tary and  Minister  of  Industries  and  Commerce  and  of 
Public  Health.  The  most  novel  feature  of  the  Bill  is  the 
provision  for  standards ;  thus  vinegar  must  contain  at  least 
3  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid  ;  and  the  Governor  is  given  power 
to  prescribe  the  standard  strength,  weight,  quality,  or 
quantity  of  any  article  of  food  or  drug  below  which  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  sell  any  such  article. 


The  New  Sunday-closing  Act  is  the  talk  of  the  town  in 
Madrid  at  present.  In  principle  all  factories,  workshops, 
and  places  of  business  are  to  be  closed  all  day  Sunday.  But 
there  are  numerous  exceptions,  including  "  pharmacies  and 
surgical  bazaars"  (the  latter  are  shops,  numerous  and  conr 
spicuous,  where  surgical  instrun>ents,  bandages,  etc.,  are 
sold).  But  retail  "  droguerias "  (the  shops  where  crude 
drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  are  on  sale)  are  only  allowed  to  remain 
open  till  11  A.M.,  "to  prevent  grave  prejudice  to  publiq 
interest."  The  "  Institute  of  Social  Beforms,"  which  is  the 
body  authorised  to  grant  special  exceptions,  etc.,  is  besieged 
by  applications  for  leave  to  keep  open. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Congress  Jield  at  Saragossa  on 
October  6  to  14  seems  to  have  been  >vell  attended  and  suffi- 
ciently lively  at  times.  Don  Jose  Rodriguez  Carracido, 
biological  chemistry  professor  at  the  Madrid  Faculty  of 
Pharmacy,  took  part  in  the  discussion  of  pharmaceutical 
education;  and  morning  and  afternon  sessions  were  decided 
on  to  get  through  the  items  of  the  agenda.  Most  subjects  of 
course  were  of  purely,  Spanish  interest.  The  necessity  for 
combating  the  competition  of  the  "droguerias"  was  recog- 
nised ;  and  Sefior  Bone  proposed  that  each  Colegio  Provincial 
(County  Pharmacists'  Association,  of  which  membership  is 
compulsory)  should  open  a  store  and  buy  drugs  wholesale  for 
distribution  among  its  members  at  cost-price.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  study  this  question  of  the  "  droguerias." 
Senor  Jimenez  raised  the  point  as  to  whether  the  co-operativo 
workmen's  pharmacy  at  Madrid  was  formed  on  a  legal  basis, 
as  no  name  of  qualified  pharmacist  appeared,  and  it  wa.^i 
agreed  this  should  be  looked  into.  A  somewhat  animated 
debate  followed  of  a  discursive  character. 

"  Commencement"  is  a  yearly  fete,  held  in  the  month  of 
October  at  Madrid  University.  The  vast  hall  or  "  Para- 
ninfo  "  is  thronged  with  a  fashionable  crowd,  and  the  Rector 
of  the  University  is  supported  by  the  Deans  of  all  the 
Faculties,  pharmacy  being  represented  by  Don  Gabriel  de  la 
Puerta,  Professor  of  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Pharmacy.  This  year  the  chief  item  was  an 
historical  essay  on  "  The  Greatness  of  i^pain  in  the  Sixteenth 
Ceiitury "  by  Senor  Brieva  (History  Professor  to  King 
Alphonso).  "Omitting  the  "Preparatory  Year"  profe.sson.s 
(four  in  number),  who  hold  their  classes  at  the  Faculty  of 
Sciences,  and  the  "  Hygiene"  lecturer  (who  belongs  to  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine)',  the  Madrid  Faculty  of  Pharmacy 
boasts  ten  Professors.  Dr.  D.  J.  Olmedilla  lectures  on 
practical  pharmacy  and  legislation  and  Dr.  D.  Julian  Casaha 
on  the  history  of  pharmacy.  These  specially  occupy  them- 
selves with  the  advanced  pupils  who  are  qualifying  for  the 
degree  of  "doctor  in  pharmacy."  Most  of  the  professors 
put  a  text-book  published  liy  themselves  in  the  hands  of  their 
pupils,  the  exceptions  being  the  use  of  Sadaba's  "  Farmacia 
Practica,"  Arnould's  and  Rubner's  works  on  hygiene,  and 
Besson's  work  on  "  Microbiological  Technicology." 
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COUNCIL  MEETING. 

A LENGTHY  agenda  was  before  a  full  Council  on  Wed- 
nesday, and  it  was  not  till  after  a  sitting  of  two 
and  a  half  hours  that  the  public  part  of  the  business  was 
•disposed  of.  The  committee  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
made  grants  amounting  to  128/.,  and  announced  the  receipt 
of  100/.  from  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Elias  Brem- 
ridge  and  15/.  from  the  B.P.C.  Local  Committee  at 
Sheffield.  Mr.  Carteighe  made  a  statement  about  the 
"  Compendium,"  in  which  he  mentioned  that  it  is  proposed 
to  circulate  a  list  of  unofficial  remedies  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  opinions  as  to  their  insertion  in  the  volume. 
The  same  committee  have  also  invented  a  word  for 
millilitre  or  cubic  centimetre — mil.  The  Standards  Depart- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Trade  are  prepared  to  verify  the 
n«w  measures.  Some  discussion  again  took  place  as  to  the 
scope- of  the  "Compendium,"  and  whether  the  work  will 
clash  with  that  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee.  Three 
new  examiners — Professor  Wynne,  Mr.  E.  S.  Peck,  and 
Mr.  H.  Wilson — were  appointed  in  place  of  Professor 
Grossley.  Mr.  W.  M.  Holmes,  and  Mr.  White.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  nominate  the  experts  which  the 
^Society  are  to  choose  for  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee. 
The  memorial  to  the  Postmaster-General  against  the 
C.'.Q.D.  proposals  was  ordered  to  be  sealed  with  the  seal 
of  the  Society.  Mr.  Gifford  again  brought  forward  his 
idea  for  an  organising  secretary,  and  eventually  it  was 
agreed  that  the  General  Purposes  Connnittee  shall  look 
into  the  matter  of  organisation.  The  suggestion  for  dis- 
ciplinary powers  which  was  sent  by  the  North  British 
Branch  was  referred  to  the  Parliamentary  Conmiittee  for 
discussion  and  report. 


All  the  members  of  the  Council  were  present  at  the 
meeting  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  November  2, 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  (the  President)  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  dis- 
posed of,  and  elections  and  restorations  of  members  having 
been  made,  the  report  of  the

Mr.  Harrington,  in  commenting  cn  the  report,  mentioned 
that  thirty-two  cheques  were  sent  out  to  the  annuitants, 
but  one  was  returned  owing  to  death.  It  was  also  noted 
that  a  subscriber  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  who  had  been 
in-  the  habit  of  sending  an  annual  subscription  for  a 
guinea  has  sent  a  donation  of  five  guineas.  The  conse- 
quence of  this  is  that  the  fund  only  benefits  to  the 
•extent  of  the  yearly  interest  on  the  five  guineas.  The 
Orphan  Fund  account  has  also  benefited  by  the  bequest  of 
100/.  from  the  late  Mr.  Elias  Bremridge. 
"Dr;""SYMES  said  there"  was  nothing  to  prevent  a  sub- 


scriber giving  his  five  guineas  as  a  subscription,  but  he 
should  make  it  clear  at  the  time. 

Benevolent  Fond. 
The  President  said  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
George  Squire,  Treasurer  of  the  Sheffield  Local  Committee 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  enclosing,  a 
cheque  for  15/.,  part  of  the  surplus  of  the  Local  Fund, 
to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  On  the  motion  of  the  President 
the  best  thanks  of  the  Council  were  accorded  to  the  donors, 
donors. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Connnittee  having 
been  taken  in  committee, 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
the  cases  before  the  committee  numbered  eleven,  and  nine 
grants,  amounting  to  128/.,  were. made.  One  of  the  cases 
was  particularly  striking — the  case  of  a  former  local  secre- 
tary, a  man  of  unimpeachable  character,  whom  it  was  a 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  help. 

Mr.  Gibson  having  seconded  the  motion,  it  was  put  and 
carried. 

The  Library,  etc.,  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  dealt  mainly  with  school  matters.  It  was  re- 
ported that  forty-eight  students  are  attending  the  school, 
and  Mr.  G.  Naylor,  last  session's  Manche-'.-ter  Scholar,  was 
appointed  a  demonstrator  in  tho  chemical  laboratories. 
"Chemical  Laboratory  Notes  for  Students"  is  the  title  of 
a  work  to  be  published  for  and  sold  only  to  the  schocl 
students.  Messrs.  Parkinson's  bill  of  213/.  5s.  Id.  was 
passed,  and  another  for  22/.  2s.  for  electric  lighting  ap- 
proved of. 

Mr.  Hills,  in  moving  the  adopticn  of  the  report,  referred 
to  some  of  the  items  mentioned  above,  and 

Dr.  Symes  said  he  was  satisfied  to  find  the  school  now  has 
fifty  students.  He  mentioned  this  particularly  becau.se  in 
acknowledging  the  generosity  of  a  firm  in  founding  a 
scholarship  there  had  been  made  rather  a  reflection  on  the 
pharmaceutical  endowments  of  this  country.  He  would 
like  to  point  out  that  every  student  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy is  endowed  to  the  full  extent  of  the  fees  he  paid.  It 
was  rather  more  to  be  correct,  but  it  might  be  taken  that 
an  amount  equal  to  the  30/.  paid  by  the  student  is  found 
by  the  Society,  so  that  pharmacy  is  not  so  badly  endowed 
in  this  country.*  The  Society  spends  a  lot  of  money  on 
education  and  rarely  gets  the  credit. 

A  report  from  the  "Journal"  Committee  was  moved  by 
Mr.  Carteiohe,  who  gave  a  rosy  view  of  "Journal"  mat- 
ters. 

The  "Compendium" 

next  came  up,  on  a  statement  by  the  chairman  of  the  Ccm- 
mittee,  Mr.  Carteighe.  According  to  this  report,  it  is 
proposed  to  circulate  a  list  of  unoificial  remedies,  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  a  consensus  of  opinion  as  to  which  are  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant  inclusion  in  the  book. 
The  question  of  stating  doses  in  terms  of  the  metric  system 
has  been  consic'ered,  and  it  was  agreed  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  secure  official  recognition  of  convenient  short 
names  for  the  millilitre,  or  cubic  centimetre,  and  its  decimal 
subdivisions.  The  word  "  mil,"  was  adopted  as  a  suitable 
abbreviation  for  the  millilitre  or  cubic  centinietre,  "  decimil  " 
for  the  tenth  part  of  a  "  mil,"  and  "  centimil  "  for  the  hun- 
dredth part  of  a  "  mil."  It  was  considered  that  the  "decimil  " 
would  be  found  particularly  useful  as  a  measure  of  capacity 
for  dispensing-purposes,  inasmuch  as  it  would  be  the  equi- 
valent of  1.7  minim,  or  about  two  average  drops  of  liquid. 
The  views  of  the  sub-committee  on  this, subject  have  been 
unofficially  submitted  to  the  .Standards  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  where  the  necessity  of. adopting  new  metric 
standards  for  small  measures  of  capacity  was  readily  recog- 
uised  and  acknowledged.  .  .  The.  Compendium.,  Committee 
has  decided  to  communicate  officially-  with  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Standards,  DepartmeJit,, and  reconur.ends  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  request  Mr.  Walter 
Hills  to  advocate  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  new  terms, 
when  next  conferring  with  the  Pharmacopoeia  authorities. 
It  was  also  stated  that  the  Board  of  Trade  at  present 


*  Peccavi  !  But  our  thoughts  were  on  scholarships,  not  on 
the  Society's  well-appreciated  efforts  in  education. — Editok. 
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approves  of  the  use  of  dropping  pipettes  graduated  to  deliver 
as  small  a  quantity  as  ono-tenth  of  a  millilitre,  and  that 
such  measures,  bearing  the  official  mark  of  verification,  can 
be  obtained  from  the  York  Glass  Co. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  that  the  committee  see  their  way  to 
produce  a  satisfactory  volume  in  due  course,  but  this  point 
as  to  measures  needs  the  assistance  of  the  Council  in  their 
corporate  capacity.  He  also  asked  that  Mr.  Harrington  be 
added  to  the  conniiittee,  as  he  is  a  typical  pharmacist  viho 
knows  his  own  business  and  does  not  depend  on  the  manu- 
facturer for  his  preparations. 

Mr.  Hills,  while  acknowledging  the  debt  of  the  Council 
to  Mr.  Carteighe.  said  as  yet  the  Council  had  heard  very 
little  about  the  "  Compenclium  " — a  subject  in  which  they 
were  all  much  interested.  Fifteen  months  ago  the  keel 
was  laid,  and  the  launch  was  supposed  to  take  place  in  the 
following  January.  They  were  not  sure  whether  the  ship 
was  to  be  provided  with  old  muzzle-loaders  or  guns  of 
precision,  but  now  the  tendency  seems  in  the  direction  of 
guns  of  precision.  Mr.  Hills,  referring  to  the  "National 
Formulary  "  as  a  model  whic  h  the  committee  might  take, 
asked  whether  the  work  of  the  committee  refers  to  official 
preparations,  and  whether  tb.e  contents  will  be  published 
for  criticism  before  being  included  in  a  work  which  the 
Courts  may  regard  as  having  legal  authority. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  noted  that  although  15'Zl.  lis.  has  been 
spent  on  the  work  the  Council  have  only  had  one  report 
from  the  committee.  He  would  like  to  know  how  the 
Council  are  to  regard  "statements  by  the  Chairman,"  be- 
cause it  seemed  to  him  that  the  effect  of  adopting  the 
suggestions  would  be  the  same  as  if  a  report  was  presented. 

The  President  :  The  Committee  makes  one  reconmienda- 
tion,  but  the  report  of  the  Chairman  is  not  from  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  did  not  understand  why  this  method 
of  "statements  from  the  Chairman"  was  adopted.  It  was 
the  only  committee  which  proceeds  like  this.  The  state- 
ment has  gone  forth  that  no  one  but  the  Chairman  of  the 
committee  knows  what  is  to  be  in  the  "  Compendium,"  and 
the  way  the  report  is  received  lends  some  colour  to  this 
view.  The  members  of  the  coimriittee  seem  to  have  a 
growing  idea  of  what  they  are  going  to  produce,  and  he 
(the  speaker)  would  like  to  know  the  stage  the  develop- 
ment has  reached  before  the  Council  go  on  spending  money. 

The  President  :  The  Council  have  decided  to  produce  a 
"  Compendium,"  and  have  left  it  to  a  connnittee. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  in  the  course  of  further  remarks,  said 
that  nevertheless  there  is  danger  in  the  idea  of  the  same 
people  working  for  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  "Compen- 
dium," and  he  certainly  thought  that  re.search-work  should 
come  from  the  Society  and  not  from  the  Compendium  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.^  Wootton  said  that  when  the  matter  came  before 
the  Council  he  voted  against  the  proposal  to  compile  a 
"  Compendium,"  but  now  that  the  book  is  to  be  an  original 
work  he  desired  to  dissociate  himself  from  the  gentlemen 
with  whom  ho  voted.  He  hoped  the  book  would  be  a 
credit  to  the  .Society,  but  of  course  it  could  never  be  free 
from  criticism.  He  doubted  whether  the  originality  was 
not  going  a  little  too  far  in  regard  to  inventing  varieties 
of  the  metric  .system.  What  is  the  matter  with  the  minim  ? 
Not  even  Mr.  Carteighe  could  tell  the  dose  of  a  drug  in 
decimils  without  transposing  it  from  imperial  measures. 
He  (the  speaker)  was  convinced  of  the  convenience  of  the 
metric  .system,  but  he  sincerely  hoped  it  would  not  be 
introduced  in  his  time.  The  \vord  "mil,"  he  added,  is 
already  in  use  for  electric  measurements,  and  that  might 
be  an  objection  to  its  adoption. 

Dr.  Symes  said  he  also,  who  voted  in  the  minority  on  the 
occasion  of  the  division  about  the  "Compendium"  was 
being  turned  from  his  opposition  by  the  details  that  were 
being  supohed.  He  hoped  the  committee  would  publish 
their  formulae  for  approval  before  finally  adopting  them 

Mr.  Storrar  said  his  opposition  to  the  book  was  greatly 
removed,  and  he  thought  the  present  discussion  was 
merely  to  make  sure  that  the  committee  are  carrying  the 
Council  along  with  them.  He  proposed  that  Mr  Hills  be 
added  to  the  connnittee,  but 

Mr.  Hills  de<  lined,  as  he  said  he  could  not  serve  two 
masters. 

Mr.  Campkin  had  something  to  say  as  to  the  metric  system. 


as,  although  he  was  alive  to  the  utility  of  the  system  ii» 
the  higher  branches  of  pharmacy,  he  was  opposed  to  it* 
compulsory  adoption  on  account  of  the  revolution  it  would 
cause. 

Mr.  Carteigite  said  the  doses  will  be  given  in  both  im- 
perial and  metric  system,  as  he  understood  these  are  to  be 
in  the  new  Pharmacopoeia.  The  metric  system  is  to  supple- 
ment, not  to  supplant,  the  present  system.  The  tendency 
of  the  framers  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  to  reduce 
the  number  of  drugs  included  in  the  book,  but  the  trader 
of  the  chemist  did  not  correspondingly  shrink  :  the  old 
preparations  are  still  wanted.  He  (the  speaker)  did  not. 
propo.se  to  answer  i\Ir.  Hills  categorically,  not  because  he 
could  not,  but  because  he  ought  not  in  the  interests  of 
the  book. 

The  two  recommendations  contained  in  the  statement  were- 
embodied  as  resolutions,  and  adopted. 

New  E-xaminers. 
The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  recom- 
mended  the  appointment  of  Professor  Wynne,  Mr.  Harolcl 
Wilson,  and  Mr.  E.  S.  Peck  as  examiners  for  England  and 
Wales  in  place  of  Professor  Crossley.  i\lr.  Holmes,  and  Mr. 
White,  the  other  examiners  being  the  same  as  last  year. 
This  was  adopted  by  the  Council,  as  also  was  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  North  British  Branch  of  examiners  for 
Scotland,  Mr.  Peter  Boa  being  the  only  new  examiner. 

Ether  as  a  Poiso.v. 

The  Privy  Council  wrote  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Councif 
in  reference  to  the  scheduling  of  ether  as  a  poison.  The 
Corporation  of  Glasgow  were  urging  the  Privy  Council 
that  ether  be  scheduled,  to  stop  its  use  for  drinking- 
purpcses.  The  General  Purposes  Committee  reported  that, 
there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  public  grounds  for  including 
ether  on  the  schedule  of  poisons  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

The  President  said  he  did  not  think  the  practice  of  ether- 
drinking  was  largely  spread  :  it  was  only  local. 

Mr.  Currie  :  It  is  not  confined  to  Glasgow. 

The  President  :  The  Glasgow  Corporation  call  attention 
to  it. 

Committee  of  Experts. 
The  same  committee  suggested  the  appointment   of  a 
committee  consisting  of  the    President,  Vice-President, 
Treasurer.  Mr.  Carteighe.  and  Mr.  Harrington  to  nominate 
suitable  persons  for  the  Pharmacopoeia  Experts  Committee. 

Chemist-Opticians. 

An  application  from  the  Council  of  the  Soc  iety  of  Chemist- 
Opticians  for  the  use  of  the  lecture-hall  for  two  evening 
meetings  was  acceded  to. 

The  President  remarking  that  all  the  members  of  the 
Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  were  chemi.sts,  and  most  of 
them  n'.embers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  list  of  divisional  secretaries  for  the  year  was  laid 
before  the  C'ouncil. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  also  wrote  about  a  building  which 
is  being  erected  next  to  the  Society's  premi.ses  in  Edinburgh. 
The  Society's  interests  are  being  safeguarded. 

The  report  as  a  whole  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  Ma.jor  in  Scotland. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  it  is 
necessary  to  hold  the  Major  examination  .so  often  in  Scotland, 
seeing  that  so  few  candidates  offer  them.selves.  Would  it 
not  be  cheaper  to  pay  the  candidates"  fares  to  London  ? 

The  President  said  the  difficulty  was  that  both  Boards 
wished  to  give  equal  facilities  for  examination,  but  the 
suggestion  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

TheC.O.D.  Sy.stem. 
Leave  to  seal  the  memorial  to  the  Postmaster-General  was 
obtained,  the  President  explaining  that  although  the 
P.M.G.  has  decided  not  to  press  the  system  for  the  present, 
it  is  as  well  that  the  Society's  views  should  be  before  him. 
The  following  is  the  petition,  which,  the  President  said,, 
had  been  carefully  drafted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary Committee  : 

1.  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Sr>cicty  of  fireat  Britain  i.» 
iric;)rpoiatctl  by  Royal  charter  and  wa.s  founded  in  1841. 
The  first  statutory  powers  of  the  Society  were  conferred,  in 
the  public  interest,  by  the  Pharmacy  .Act,  1852,  and  werfr 
couliinied  a:id  amplified  hv  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  1868  to 
1898. 
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2  That  the  Society,  which  is  thus  the  corporate  and 
statutory  representative  of  qualified  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  practising  throughout 
'Great  Britain,  is  governed  by  a  Council  of  twenty-one 
members,  elected  by  the  votes  of  the  general  body  of 
members.  .,,11 

3.  That  at  a  full  meeting  of  the  Council,  held  on 
October  5,  1904,  it  was  cordially  and  unanimously  resolved 
■to  memorialise  your  Lordship  on  the  subject  ui  the  "  cash- 
on-delivery  "  proposals,  which,  it  appears  from  the  fiftieth 
report  of  the  Post  Office,  are  under  consideration,  and  to 
■submit  an  urgent  protest  against  the  introduction  of  the 
'suggested  innovation. 

I.  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  has 
unceasingly  encleavoured  to  give  practical  effect  to  the 
objects  contemplated  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts  by  providing  a 
body  of  technically  educated  men  competent  and  qualified 
to  fulfil,  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain,  the  important  and 
responsible  duties  which  fall  upon  pharmacists.  It  has 
succeeded  in  this  endeavour,  to  the  very  considerable 
advantage  of  the  general  community. 

5.  That  the  Council  is  of  opinion  that  the  suggested  pro- 
posals would  immensely  emphasise  the  decadence  of  the 
rural  districts  of  Great  Britain  by  promoting  the  habit  of 
■obtaining  all  possible  supplies  from  large  wholesale  esta- 
blishments in  great  cities;  and  it  is  felt  that  retailers  in 
■country  towns  who  in  former  days  took  an  active  and  useful 
part  in  municipal  affairs,  and  to  a  less  extent  are  able  to  do 
so  now,  would  find  it  increasingly  diflicult  to  maintain  a 
position  of  respectability.  The  Council  cannot  think  tliat  a 
responsible  Minister  of  his  Majesty's  Government  would 
willingly  give  countenance  to  proposals  calculated  to  bring 
about  the  virtual  extinction  of  the  individual  tradesman 
class — a  class  of  considerable  value  to  the  country  politic- 
ally— more  especially  in  face  of  the  circumstance  that  no 
evidence  is  adduced  of  any  real  popular  demand  for  such 
proposals. 

6.  That  the  Council  views  with  considerable  misgiving  the 
probable  effect  of  the  proposals  of  the  Department  on  the 
;growing  evil  of  self-prescribing  and  self-drugging.  An 
enormous  impetus  would,  it  is  felt,  be  given  to  the  trade  in 
elegantly  packed  quackeries  of  foreign  origin,  which,  even 
now,  as  medical  testimony  exists  to  demonstrate,  constitutes 
a  grave  scandal  and  a  serious  menace  to  the  health  of  the 
community.  Ignorant  and  unscrupulous  advertisers  of 
secret  remedies — which,  in  most  cases,  are  potent  and  dan- 
gerous preparations — would  find  their  field  of  enterprise 
vastly  enlarged  and  made  financially  sounder  if  they  could 
have  the  privilege  of  securing  the  aid  of  a  Government 
Department  in  their  business  operations. 

7.  That  the  system  set  forth  in  the  Post  Office  report 
aforesaid  would  involve  certain  serious  complications  in 
connection  with  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons 
(especially  m  regard  to  arsenical  preparations),  and  would 
in  practice  render  inoperative  some  of  the  most  important 
Prj)t^ective  provisions  of  the  Arsenic  Act  and  the  Pharmacy 

On  general  as  well  as  on  special  grounds— on  behalf  of 
public  weal  as  well  as  in  the  interest  of  pharmacists— the 
■Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  respectfully  but  most 
earnestly  urges  your  Lordship  to  give  due  weight  and  con- 
sideration to  the  protest  which  the  chemists  of  Great  Britain 
make  through  the  medium  of  this  memorial  of  the  Council 
ot  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  -in  Scotland  was 
received,  showing  that  of  the  two  candidates  examined  for 
the  Major  one  passed,  and  of  109  Minor  candidates  fortv- 
■seven  passed. 

An  Organising  Secretary. 
_  Mr.  GiFFORD  brought  forward  a  motion  "  that  it  be  an 
instruction  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  to  deal 
especially  with  organisation,  and  appoint  a  sub-committee 
and  organising  secretary."  The  Society,  he  argued  in  a 
■long  speech,  should  be  the  centre  of  focus  of  all  oroanisa- 
tion--work,  but  the  machine  must  have  a  brain  to  feed  it 
and  lead  it.  That  can  only  be  done  by  appointing  an 
organising  secretary.  The  organising  committee  could  find 
other  work  to  do  m  educating  the  public  and  members  of 
Parliament  to  a  better  appreciation  of  chemists'  circum- 
■stances.  _The  School  as  a  feeder  could  be  made  more  useful 
and  the  '  Journal  "  a  much  more  live  organ  for  instillin<T 
•enthusiasm  and  higher  ideals.  It  has  been  said  that  chemists 
•should  look  to  individual  excellence— a  sentiment  which  if 
not  fallacious  is  vicious.  As  only  3  per  cent,  of  boys  are 
clever  It  follows  that  only  3  per  cent,  of  men  are  clever 
.the  only  hope  of  the  97  per  cent,  being  in  organisation. 
Mr.  Cooper  seconded  the  motion. 


Mr.  Hills  said  the  mover  seemed  to  place  great  force  in 
the  word  "organisation"  until  it  became  like  the  blessed 
word  "Mesopotamia."  What  is  the  whole  history  of  the 
Society  but  one  of  organisation  ?  Mr.  Gifford  has  not 
given  the  Council  much  to  go  upon. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  the  organising  secretary  was  one  to  whom 
they  could  appeal  in  cases  of  difficulty  and  get  advice.  If 
the  Society  would  only  take  the  members  more  into  their 
confidence  it  would  be  better,  as  not  many  of  the  members 
had  an  idea  of  the  enormous  amount  of  work  got  through 
by  the  Society. 

Mr.  Atkins  said  a  similar  suggestion  was  made  some 
years  ago,  but  it  was  considered  that  the  present  organisation 
was  quit-e  effective.  When  he  was  President  the  previous 
year  he  found  out  how  very  effective  the  organisation  is. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  the  Society  have  an  organiser  in 
the  present  Secretary  :  all  secretaries  n.ust  be  organisers. 
If  the  members  would  suggest  to  the  Secretary  any  improve- 
ments, he  (the  speaker)  was  sure  they  would  be  carefully 
considered. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  the  question  of  organisation  is  per- 
ennial. He  thought  the  present  organisation  was  not  suffi- 
ciently appreciated.  He  did  not  see  how  a  visiting  officer 
could  overcome  the  inanition  and  apathy  that  existed  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  Mr.  Chater  has  the  whole 
organisation  at  his  fingers'  ends.  What  is  wanted  is  more 
local  effort.  The  membership  of  the  Society  has  increased 
by  leaps  and  bounds,  one  reason  being  the  increased  pub- 
licity given  to  the  Society's  proceedings  by  the  pharma- 
ceutical Press. 

The  President  reminded  the  Council  that  in  April  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  had  discussed  the  question 
and  found  that  it  was  not  expedient  to  appoint  a  special 
officer. 

Mr.  Newsholme  said  he  was  sometimes  disheartened  as 
to  the  membership,  a  case  in  point  being  the  slight  interest 
taken  in  the  election  of  Divisional  Secretaries — only  10  per 
cent,  of  the  voting-cards  being  returned.  Local  efforts  are 
wanted.    He  moved,  as  an  amendment — 

That  the  General  Purposes  Committee  be  instructed  to 

consider  if  the  organisation  can  be  improved,  and,  if  so,  to 

S'jbmit  a  report  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Cross  seconded  this  amendment,  as  he  said  the 
question  of  making  a  fresh  officer  was  not  one  to  be  lightly 
entered  into  at  the  present  moment. 

Mr.  Gifford,  speaking  against  the  amendment,  said  his 
proposal  was  not  revolutionary  :  it  only  involved  one  step 
further  in  the  path  the  Society  has  already  gone.  It  would 
put  life  into  Mr.  Newsholme's  dry  bones.  (Laughter.) 

The  amendment  was  put,  fourteen  voting  for  it,  and  one 
— Mr.  Gifford — against.  It  was  also  carried  as  a  substan- 
tive motion. 

The  By-laws. 
The  Vice-President  (Mr.  Young)  moved 

That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on 
the  advisability  of  amending  the  by-laws  of  the  Society, 
more  particularly  in  regard  to  the  acceptance  of  certificates 
in  preliminary  knowledge. 

There, are,  he  said,  several  by-laws  that  need  revising,  and 
a  small  committee  could  deal  with  the  whole  matter  at  the 
same  time. 

Mr.  Cross,  seconding,  said  he  was  not  in  favour  of  having 
cast-iron  regulations  in  regard  to  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tions. 

Mr.  Hagon  asked  as  to  the  new  scheme  of  Preliminary 
examinations,  and  was  informed  that  the  project  is  going 
forward. 

_  The  motion  was  carried,  and  a  committee  appointed  con-  ' 
sisting  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and 
Messrs.  Atkins,  Carteighe,  Glyn-Jones,  and  Newsholme.

Mr.  J.  E.  Matthew 
was  elected  President  for  the  year,  Messrs.  Bellamy  and 
Norwood  Vice-Presidents ;  Mr.  E.  Nash  was ,  re-e'lected 
Treasurer,  and  Mr.  W.  Rigby  h'ecretary.  '  ', 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  on  Tues- 
day evening,  November  1,  Mr.  Gregory  presiding,  a  paper 
was  read  by  Mr.  R.  Broadhead,  of  Batley,  on  "The 
Descriptive  Titles  Signifying  Registration  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act.  1868."  ]n  this  he  contended  that  the  House  of 
Lords'  judgment  in  the  Pliarmaceutical  Society  )•.  the 
London  and  W'estminster  Supply  Association  dealt  solely 
vyith  the  sale  of  poisons,  and '  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  take 

Action  aoaixst  Limited  CoMr.\NiES 
who  assume  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist "  or  its  equiva- 
lents. The  discussion  that  followed  was  joined  in  by 
Mr.  Silson.  Mr.  Beaeock  (Leeds),  Mr.  Arthur  Han.son, 
Mr,  Marshall,  Alderman  Dunn,  Mr.  Rimmino-ton  Mr 
Priestley,  and  Mr.  Metcalfe,  all  of  them  praising  Mr! 
Broadhead's  arguments  and,  with  the  exception  of  Alder- 
jnan  Dunn,  agreeing  that  a  test-ca.se  should  be  taken. 
Several  suggestions  were  put  forward  for  action  in  the 
matter,  and  it  was.  finally  agreed  to  correspond  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

ISlr.  Broadhead,  in  his  reply,  said  he  advocated  the 
taking  of  a  test-case  not  because  of  any  consideration  of 


pecuniary  gain,  but  because  of  the  great  principle  in- 
volved. If  the  winning  of  a  case  would  not  put  a  penny 
into  their  pockets  he  would  be  just  as  strongly  in  favour  of 
the  test-case.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  had  appeared  to  ex- 
press great  fear  at  Leeds  of  the  consequences  of  losing  a 
test-case,  but  the  fact  was  that  they  would  not  be  in  the 
slightest  degree  worse  off  than  they  were  at  present  if  they 

I  lost.  The  losing  of  a  case  would  simply  be  a  special 
justification  for  fresh  legislation,  and  answer  the  argument 

;  that  they  should  clear  the  ground  before  they  asked  for 
fresh  legislation.  He  felt  confident  that  they  would  win  a 
test-case,  and  if  they  did  so  the  greater  part  of  the  new 

I  B.'ll  which  was  now  being  pushed  would  be  unnecessary. 
Clause  7  and  all  the  clauses  referring  to  the  registration  of 
the  (jualified  men  would  be  unnecessary. 

Cheltenham  Chemists'  Associaton. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  October  27,  the 
Vice-President  (Mr.  Freshfields  Reynolds)  in  the  chair. 
The  other  members  present  were  Messrs.  F.  T.  Palmer 
(Treasurer),  M.  C.  Mawsbridge,  L.  L.  Stroud,  Wm.  J. 
Rutherford.  Arthur  Hill,  T.  T.  Dolman.  \N .  S.  Slatter, 
R.  J.  Jeffs,  Wm.  Palmer,  J.  T.  Webb,  H.  B.  Clark,  W.  H. 
Hill,  C.  H.  James,  W.  Church,  F.  W.  King,  and  J.  A. 
Thomas  (Secretary).  The  following  new  members  were 
elected  :  Messrs.  J.  H.  Horniblow  and  C.  W.  Turner  (Wor- 
cester), A.  Hoare  (Upton-on-Severn),  and  A.  Lingden 
(Cheltenham),  making  a  total  membership  of  sixty-one. 

A  paper,  entitled  "Notes  on  the  History  of  the  Progress 
of  Pharmacy  from  1841  to  1868,"  was  read  by  the  Secretary. 

A  discu.ssion  on  the  C.O.D.  postal  system  was  deferred 
until  the  next  meeting. 

The  question  of  adopting  a  uniform  method  of  coating 
pills  when  no  particular  instructions  are  given  by  the  pre- 
scriber,  and  other  questions  dealing  with  the  methods  of 
dispensing,  were  freely  discussed,  but  our  report  does  not 
say  if  any  decision  was  arrived  at. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street.  W.,  on 
October  28,  when  about  thirteen  members  attended.  After 
the  usual  routine  business,  the  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  G.  C. 
Paterson)  brought  forward  some  notes  on  and  specimens  of 
well-known  but  little-.seen  chemicals  and  artificially  grown 
crystals.  The  chemicals  were  alloxan,  a  comiilexion-beau- 
tifier  whii  h  produces  a  pink  tint  when  rubbed  on  the  cheek 
with  ammonia  solution ;  kelp,  from  which  iodine  is  ob- 
tained;  crystalline  and  re-sublimed  chloride  of  chromium, 
which  differ  greatly  in  appearance,  the  first  being  extremely 
deliquescent  and  the  second  perfectly  stable;  and  granii- 
latecl  cadmium  of  the  characteristic  leaf-like  form.  One  of 
the  most  interesting  of  the  crystals  was  a  fine  one  of  copper 
sulphate,  weighing  nearly  ^  lb.,  which  had  taken  two  years 
to  grow.  Others  were  layer  crystals  of  the  white  and 
manganese  alums,  12-oz.  crystals  of  manganese  sulphate 
(grown  in  five  months),  and  crystals  of  sodium  sulphanilate 
(grown  in  two  months),  which  change  colour  from  white  to 
yellow  or  red  under  the  influence  of  light.  Mr.  Paterscn 
concluded  his  remarks  with  a  few  hints  on  crystal -growin;;. 
and  suggested  that  it  is  a  sort  of  "side-line"  hobby  whicli 
anyone  might  usefully  take  up.  The  President  (Mr.  R.  E. 
Lownsbrough)  expres.sed  the  thanks  of  the  mem))ers  to  Mr. 
Paterson  for  his  interesting  remarks  and  specimens,  and 
mentioned  that  he  himself  had  brought  down  two  micro- 
scopes and  a  set  of  slides  of  human  tissues.  The  meeting 
then  broke  up  to  examine  the  specimens  and  slides.  The 
annual  reunion  will  be  held  at  the  Frascati  Restaurant  on 
November  10. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Pharmaceutical  Association. 

<  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  94  West 

Regent  Street,  Glasgow,  on  Thursday  evening,  October  27. 

Mr.  W'.  L.  Currie  (the  President)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a 
I  small  attendance  of  members.    The  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  P. 

Gilmour)  submitted  the 

Annual  REroRT.s. 

That  of  the  Council  narrated  the  principal  work  done  during 
j  the  past  year,  and  referred  to  the  losses  which  the  Associa- 
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tion  had  suffered  through  death,  these  including  the  Hon. 
President,  Mr.  John  McMillan,  and  three  other  meniber.s — 
Mr.  J.  Robb,  Mr.  J.  Currie,  and  Mr.  J.  Borland.  As  to  the 
immediate  future  of  the  Association,  the  Council  were 
strongly  in  favour  of  continuing  throughout  the  winter 
the  regular  monthly  meetings  as  a  means  of  attracting  new 
members  to  the  Association  and  sustaining  the  interest  of 
all  in  its  work  and  aims.  The  Treasurer's  statement  showed 
that  the  total  deficiency  on  the  year's  operations  was  only 
6s.,  as  against  21.  14.>'.  in  the  previous  year,  and  that  the 
funds  in  hand  amount  to  25/.

President's  Address. 

Mr.  Currie,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  reports,  con- 
gratulated the  members  upon  their  satisfactory  character.

He  was  sure  thit  young 
pharmacists  especially  would  get  many  valuable  hints  if  they 
attended  regularly.  He  attributed  some  of  the  apathy  to 
the  excessively  long  hours  which  many  chemists  in  Glasgow 
have  to  put  in.  and  thought  that  they  should  educate  the 
public  to  better  things  in  this  respect.  He  did  not  think 
it  right  that  people  should  pay  for  medicines  at  the  same 
rate  after  hours  as  during  shop-hours.  Mr.  Currie  then 
dealt  with  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  saying  the  special  object  in 
having  it  introduced  last  Session  was  simply  to  have  it 
upon  the  floor  of  the  House  in  order  that  should  the 
Government  introduce  a  Poisons  Bill  there  would  be  two 
Bills  on  the  same  subject  before  Parliament.  The  Pharmacy 
Bill  would  be  re-introduced  next  Session.  The  Poisons  Bill 
had  not  made  very  good  headway  so  far,  but  he  knew  there 
was  an  active  force  still  at  work  for  the  promotion  of  this 
Bill,  and  chemists  would  have  to  work  very  hard  all  over 
the  country  to  place  it  in  its  proper  light.  Having  made 
sympathetic  allusion  to  the  loss  to  Glasgow  pharmacy  by 
the  death  of  Mr.  John  Currie,  the  President  suggested  that 
the  Association  record  their  sense  of  his  loss  on  their  minute 
and  send  an  excerpt  of  the  minute  to  Mr.  Cmrie's  son,  a 
medical  man  in  the  city.  In  concluding  Mr.  Currie  said 
he  would  undertake  this  year  to  make  a  canvass  of  the  West- 
end  to  see  if  he  could  not  introduce  some  new  blood  to  their 
meetings.  It  was  the  least  individuals  could  do,  wheir  they 
put  office-bearers  into  position,  to  turn  out  and  support 
those  office-bearers. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
-  Election  of  Office-bearers.

Treasurer,  Mr.  Robert  Tocher. 
Secretary,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour. 

Monthly  Meetings. 
Mr.  Hart  moved  that  the  meetings  of  the  Association  be 
held  monthly  this  v/inter  again  as  last.    The  motion  was 
agreed  to,  and  it  was  remitted  to  the  Council  to  arrange  the 
programme  for  the  session. 

C.O.D.  System  and  Poisons. 

The  President  introduced  a  discussion  on  the  cash-on- 
delivery  system,  the  proposed  introduction  of  which  he 
vigorously  opposed  by  resolution. 

Mr.  Boyd  heartily  concurred,  and  pointed  out  the  danger 
of  transmitting  poisons  through  the  post.  No  record  of  the 
sale  can  be  kept.  The  spirit  of  the  Pharmacy  Ait  is  that  the 
sale  must  be  recorded. 

Mr.  Currie  :  Who  is  the  seller  in  this  case  ? 

Mr.  Boyd  :  It  will  be  the  postman.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Gilmour  :  Then  it  will  come  to  be  a  case  of  prosecuting 
a  Government  official.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Hart  :  The  thing  seems  to  be  so  ridiculous  that  one 
wonders  why  anybody  wanted  to  introduce  it  at  all.  It 
would  prove  a  very  serious  thing  to  country  towns,  parti- 
cularly market  towns. 

Mr.  Gilmour  maintained  that  the  proposal  emanated  from 
the  capitalists  in  the  interests  of  horticultural  and  agri- 
cultural business. 


After  further  discussion,  it  was  remitted  to  the  Secretary 
to  draft  and  forward  to  the  Postmaster-General  a  strong 
resolution  condemnatory  of  the  proposal,  special  mention 
being  made  in  the  resolution  of  the  danger  of  tran.smitting 
poisons  through  the  post,  involving  breach  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act. 

Possessive-case  Names. 
The  Secretary  (Mr.  Gilmour)  reported  that  he  had  had  a 
communication  from  the  Editor  of  The  Che:\iist  and 
Druggist  regarding  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue's  decision 
in  respect  to  possessive-case  names,  and  asking  the  Associa- 
tion's assistance  in  compiling  a  list  for  submitting  to  the 
Board.  Mr.  Gilmour  added  that  if  any  member  of  the 
Association  had  in  his  recipe-book  or  available  in  any  book 
;n  his  possession  formulse  of  articles  which  arc  denoted  hy  a 
name  in  the  possessive-case  or  a  title  including  a  name  in  the 
possessive-case,  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
would  be  obliged  if  they  sent  information  of  the.se  things  to 
him.  It  would  save  time  if  the  information  was  sent  to  the 
Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

Chemists'  Early  Closing. 

Mr.  Gilmour  at  a  late  stage  of  the  meeting  initiated  an 
interesting  discussion  upon  the  question  of  early  closing  for 
chemists,  in  view  of  the  coming  adoption  in  Glasgow  of  the 
new  Shop  (Early  Closing)  Act.  Chemists  woidd  have  to 
consider  it  in  some  way,  he  said,  because  the  Act  is  bound 
to  affect  them.  If,  for  instance,  all  photographic  dealers 
in  Glasgow  closed  at  eight  o'clock  all  chemists  in  the  city 
who  sold  photographic  goods  would  be  asked  to  drop  their 
sale  at  that  hour.  If  the  majority  of  chemists  in  Glasgow 
should  agree  to  comply,  a  minority  could  defy  them  because 
they  had  simply  to  say  "  The  Act  does  not  apply  to  us  at 
all ;  we  are  exempted  under  the  schedule."  He  believed  Mr. 
Glyn-,Iones  took  up  that  position,  but  Mr.  Gilmour  believed 
that  an  Act  of  that  kind  could  not  be  applied  equitably  all 
round.  There  was  no  one  more  anxious  for  early  closing 
than  he  was  ;  but  his  experience  was  that  the  greater  part  of 
his  business  was  done  late  in  the  evening.  He  arranged  for 
that  by  staying  on  duty  himself.  He  did  not  think  assist- 
ants should  be  kept  late,  and  he  always  endeavoured  to  let 
his  assistants  off  at  an  early  hour.  He  did  not  say  that  he 
would  not  co-operate  in  any  movement  of  this  kind,  but  he 
did  not  like  to  be  coerced  into  it.  In  the  West-end  most  of 
the  chemists'  business  was  done  during  the  day. 

Mr.  Hart  :  How  far  is  the  early-closmg  district  in  Glasgow 
likely  to  extend  ?  ■  _ 

Mr.  Gilmour  :  They  must  make  Glasgow  one  huge  district. 

Mr.  Hart  :  Then  it  will  not  do. 
,  Mr.  Mackay  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  bulk  of 
chemists  in  Glasgow  would  not  favour  early-closing. 

Mr.  Moir  dissented  from  that  view.  All  the  big  firms  in 
the  centre  of  the  city  would  go  in  for  it  readily,  and  they 
would  like  to  get  the  shops  in  the  suburbs  closed  as  early 
as  possible.  There  was  no  getting  away  from  the  fact  that 
the  larger  part  of  the  chemist's  business  in  the  suburbs  was 
done  after  the  usual  shop-hours.  In  the  suburbs  the  Act 
would  go  very  hard  with  many  shopkeepers,  who  did  the 
principal  part  of  their  business  in  the  late  part  of  the  day. 

Mr.  Currie  said  the  subject  was  a  most  important  one, 
and  could  not  be  thoroughly  discussed  at  that  late  hour  of 
the  night.  It  was  therefore  agreed  to  adjourn  discussion  of 
tha  question  of  early  closing  to  a  spc(  ial  meeting  to  be  called 
for  the  purpose. 


Halifax  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  November  1,  at 
the  Old  Cock  Hotel,  Halifax,  Mr.  Clement  Fielding  (the 
President)  being  in  the  chair.  . 

The  Secretary  produced  lengthy  correspondence  on 
various  matters — the  Shop-hours  Bill  and  the  C.O.D, 
system,among  other  items.  He  then  gave  an  outline  of  the 
programme  drawn  up  for  the  present  session,  which  in- 
cluded papers  to  be  given  by  the  President ;  by  Mr.  A. 
Hanson,  of  Bradford;  Mr.  R.  Broadhead,  of  Batley  ;  Mr. 
W.  R.  Fielding,  and  Mr.  H.  Hebden. 

Among  the  varioiw  subjects  brought  forward  at  the 
meeting  was  that  of  the  cutting  of  Parke.  Davis  &  Co.'s 
proprietaries,  and  this  led  to  an  animated  disciissinn  The 
meeting  strongly  deprecated  private-agreement  .schemes  as 
being  most  undesirable  and  unsatisfacttiry.- -  H-w;v -anani- 
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niously  agreed  that  private  agreements  from  various  causes 
resulted  in  failure,  and  that  the  only  trustworthy  method 
yet  put  forth  for  preventing  disappointment  was  that 
embodied  in  the  P.A.T.A. 

The  C'.O.D.  System 
was  down  on  the  agenda  for  discussion,  and  Mr.  S.  W. 
Bowness  was  the  introducer.  He  congratulated  his  hearers 
on  the  fact  that  Lord  Stanley  had  dropped  the  C.O.D.  pro- 
posals for  the  present.  He  understood  that  meant  the 
scheme  was  laid  for  an  indefinite  period,  and  he  hoped  it 
would  never  be  resuscitated.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  system 
was  not  required  in  this  country  at  all,  as  the  public  had  the 
benefit  of  ready  local  service,  and  e.xorbitant  profits  were 
checked  fiy  the  prevailing  competition. 

Clause  7. 

Mr.  H.  Hebden  then  proceeded,  as  the  Associations 
delegate  to  the  Leeds  Association's  annual  dinner,  to  give 
his  opinion  on  the  speecti  delivered  by  Mr.  Robinson,  Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  first  referred  to 
Alderman  Robinson's  remarks  on  the  Pharmacy  Act 
Amendment  Pill,  and  said  it  appeared  quite  evident  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  wei'e  inclined  to  drop  Clause  7. 
This  he  strongly  objected  to,  and  urged  that  a  test-case 
should  be  fought  on  the  titles  (juestion.  There  was  much 
discussion  on  this  subject,  and  finally  a  motion  asking  the 
Society  to  take  a  test-case  v/as  carried. 

On  the  subject  of  territorial  representation  the  Secretary 
pointed  out  that  Alderman  Robinson  seemed  very  unfavour- 
able to  it,  and  the  meeting  thereupon  expressed  their  fullest 
confidence  in  the  value  and  justice  of  this  scheme.  The 
question  as  to  local  Associations  becoming  branches  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  next  discussed,  but  was  left 
over  for  the  present.  Mr.  Hebden  referred  to  the  sale  of 
spirituous  liquors  by  uncjualified  persons. 


Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

On  October  28  a  general  meeting  of  the  members  was  held 
at  the  Nelson  Cafe,  33  Lower  Sackville  Street,  Dublin,  the 
Vice-President  (Mr.  L.  P.  Murphy)  in  the  chair.  The 
preparation  of  a  syllabus  for  the  ensuing  winter  was 
approved  of,  and  Mi\  H.  Clement  Thackeray,  L.P.S.I.,  of 
the  Medical  Hall,  Queen  Street,  promised  to  read  a  paper  of 
pharmaceutical  interest  at  the  next  meeting,  on  Novem- 
ber 4.  It  was  resolved  to  hold  the  meetings  weekly  on 
Fridays  at  8  p.m.  at  the  Association's  new  rooms,  and  to 
reserve  one  evening  each  month  for  the  transaction  of  general 
business. 

Some  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  advantages  of  the  Asso- 
ciation to  assistants  and  apprentices,  and  the  Chairman 
corrected  the  erroneous  idea  that  the  Association  are  opposed 
to  the  employers;  the  contrary  is  the  fact,  as  they  were 
most  desirous  of  having  the  employers  as  honorary  members, 
and  would  gladly  welcome  these  gentlemen  at  the  meetings. 


Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  this  Association  was  held 
last  week.  Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard  presided,  and  the  other 
members  in  attendance  were  Messrs.  A.  Southall,  A.  W. 
Southall,  Charles  Thompson,  F.  J.  Gibson  (Wolverhamp- 
ton), J.  Poole,  Fred  Barlow,  and  James  Radford 
(Secretary).  The  programme  of  the  winter  session  was 
ratified.  The  session  will  open  on  the  night  of  Wednesday, 
November  16,  with  a  gathering  at  the  Grand  Hotel, 
Birmingham,  at  which  Mr.  Robinson,  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  will  deliver  an  address.  Other 
meetings  will  be  held  at  the  ITniversity  as  usual,  but  on 
Tuesday  nights  instead  of  Thursday  as  heretofore.  A 
discussion  took  place  on 

The  C.O.D.  System, 
but  no  resolution  was  come  to,  as,  while  the  Council  were  in 
full  sympathy  with  the  action  taken  by  the  Federation,  it 
was  a  subject  which  ought  to  be  discussed  by  the  Society  as 
a  whole.  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  who  was  unable  to  be  present," 
sent  a  short  report  of  the  recent  Conference  of  Sheffield, 
which  he  attended  as  a  delegate. 


Poor-law  Dispensers'  Association. 

The  annual  iiiccting  was  held  at  Surrey  House.  Victoria- 
Embankment,  on  Friday,  October  28.  There  was  a  faiir 
attendance  of  members  from  the  various  metropolitan  dis- 
tricts, Mr.  Smith  being  in  the  chair. 

After  the  usual  routine  business  had  been  disposed  of, 
including  the  adoption  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer's  (Mr.  G.  B. 
Walker)  report  and  balance-sheet,  which  were  found  satis- 
factory, a  vote  of  sympathy  was  passed,  condoling  with 
Mr.  H.  I).  George,  the  Hen.  Secretary,  in  his  illness,  and 
consequent  inability  to  attend. 

It  was  decided  that  there  was  no  matter  of  sufficienS 
immediate  importance  to  the  Association  requiring  a  dele- 
gate to  attend  the  National  Poor-law  Officers'  AssociatioiT 
meeting  at  Cardiff,  for  which  an  invitation  had  beerj 
received.  A  communication  was  also  received  from  the 
London  and  District  Poor-law  Officers'  Association,  con- 
cerning the  operation  of  the  Metropolitan  Common  Poor 
Fund,  the  discussion  of  which  was  deferred.  The  pro- 
gramme for  the  ensuing  year  was  referred  to  a  committee. 

The  meeting  was  brought  to  a  close  by  the  presentation 
to  Mr.  H.  1).  Keif,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Norwood,  of' 
a  gold-mounted  "Swan"  pen,  which  the  Chairman  said 
might  be  acceptable  as  showing  their  appreciation  of  hisi 
valuable  services  as  past  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Association. 
Mr.  Trayner  and  Mr.  Horrell  also  expressed  appreciation, 
and  Mr.  Keif  replied. 


Reading-  Chemists'  Asscciation. 

The  fourth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Table  Dainties 
Restaurant,  Reading,  on  Thursday.  October  27,  at  8  p.m., 
the  President  (Mr.  E.  Cardwell)  in  the  chair. 

After  supper  business  was  entered  on,  and  the  Secretary 
reported  briefly  on  the  work  of  the  past  session.  Five 
general  meetings  and  one  social  evening  had  been  held. 
The  work  of  the  Association  had  been  almost  entirely  con- 
fined to  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  and  of  the  si.x  articles  on  which 
its  efforts  had  been  concentrated,  three  had  been  added  to 
the  list.  The  improved  attendance  at  the  meetings  seemed  li> 
show  that  the  chemists  in  the  district  took  a  greater  interest 
in  trade  topics  than  in  scientific  discussions. 

The  officers  and  committee  were  then  elected  as  follows  : 
President,  Mr.  B.  H.  Butler;  Treasurer.  Mr.  F.  Tunbridge; 
Secretary,  Mr.  F.  F.  A.  Tunbridge;  Committee,  Messrsv 
Cardwell,  Hunt,  Harrison,  Mays,  and  Vasey. 

A  letter  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  enclosing  re- 
prints of  an  article  on  the  possessive  case  in  connection 
with  the  recent  Inland  Revenue  stamp-regulations,  was  laid 
before  the  meeting. 

It  was  decided  to  send  a  letter  from  the  Asscciation  to 
the  Postmaster-General,  opposing  the  cash-on-delivery 
scheme,  embodying  the  views  set  forth  in  the  circular  of 
the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 

Although  there  was  insufficient  time  to  formulate  a  de- 
finite programme  for  the  work  of  the  Association  during 
the  coming  session,  it  was  decided  to  continue  working  on 
the  same  lines  as  last  session. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Nottingham  Sectio.n. 
The  opening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  on  October  26, 
at  University  College.  Nottingham,  Mr.  S.  F.  Burforcl 
{ Vice-Chairman)  presiding.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  J.  T. 
Wood)  read  a  paper  prepared  by  himself  and  Mr.  Trotman, 
entitled 

NOTES  ON  COLLIN, 

a  substance  wliii  h  Dr.  Gordon  Parker  and  Mr.  E.  E.  M. 
Payne  introduced  for  the  estimation  of  tannic  acid  ((-'.  <t-  IJ., 
June  11,  1904,  page  925).  The  authors,  while  admitting  the 
important  bearing  that  Dr.  Parker's  researches  had  orr 
the  constitution  of  gelatin,  yet  were  unable  to  regard  collin 
as  identical  with  collogen,  nor  did  it  appear  to  react  in 
definite  proportions.  It  was  a  step  in  acivance,  but  thi.s 
method  of  estimating  tannic  acid  was  not  yet  perfect. 

Mr.  Trotman  th^n  followed  with  a  paper  by  him.self 
and  Mr.  J.  E.  Hackford  on  a  suggested  method  for  the 
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ANALYSIS  OF  GLUE. 

The  authors  explained  1he  nature  of  some  physical  tests 
which,  though  they  might  detect  a  bad  glue,  would  net  tell 
one  why  it  was  so.  Chemical  tests  only  could  do  this.  The 
employment  of  sulphate  of  zinc  for  the  analysis  of  collin 
solution  as  explained  by  Mr.  Wood  in  the  previous  paper 
seemed  applicable  to  the  case  of  glues,  as  the  following 
table  shows  :

The  second  column  gives  the  physical  test.  The  number 
yielded  by  a  good  glue  is  called  100  and  taken  as  the 
standard.  The  third  column  is  the  total  nitrogen  as  ascc:-- 
tained  by  Kjeldahl's  or  a  similar  method.  The  nitrogen 
precipitated  by  zinc  sulphate,  shown  in  the  fourth  colun.n. 
seems  to  be  the  best  indication  of  the  value  of  the  glue. 

Dr.  F.  S.  Kipping,  F.R.S.,  opened  the  discussion  on  tho 
two  papers,  and  drew  a  comparison  between  the  changes  j 
undergone  by  gelatin  and  gluo  under  the  treatment  de- 
scribed and  those  of  starch  under  the  influence  of  acids. 
He  thought  Mr.  Trotman's  suggestion  for  the  analysis  of 
glue  a  very  good  one.  Had  Mr.  Trotman  applied  the  polari- 
meter  to  the  analysis  of  glues?  Mr.  Wood  had  referred 
to  the  possibility  of  using  som.e  pure  proteid  for  the  esti- 
mation of  tannin,  so  he  might  mention  the  recent  researches 
of  Emil  Fischer  on  the  amino  acids.  These  compounds 
might  serve  for  the  analysis,  but  he  could  not  say  how 
much  a  milligram  of  these  synthetical  products  would  cost. 

Mr.  Garry  pointed  out  that  the  practised  eye  .should  be 
able  to  tell  without  any  testing  the  difference  between  a 
pure  gelatin,  such  as  that  of  the  first  two  lines  in  the  table, 
and  the  bottom  line.    In  the  first  the  cleansing  of  the 
materials  had  been  thorough,  the  phosphate  Having  bcc  i 
taken  up  by  acid,  etc.,  whereas  the  last  item  was  evidenlly 
made  from  a  conglomeration  that  must  have  contained  eve  i 
blood.    The  amount  of  nitrogen  is  very  much  a  question  of  i 
the  material  from  which  the  glue  is  derived. 
.    Mr.  Trotman,  in  reply,  said  they  had  not  tried  the  pclari- 
-meter,  and  thanked  Dr.  Kipping  for  the  suggestion.    They  ' 
did  not  claim  any  originality  in  the  process  described, 
only  in  its  application  to  the  analysis  of  glue.    He  disagreed 
with  some  remarks  that  analysis  does  not  betray  the  origin 
of  a  glue — i.e.,  whether  it  is  from  bone  or  from  skin. 

The  Chairman  asked,  Would  not  the  amount  of  chcndrin 
present  be  a  guide  ? 

Mr.  Trotman  replied.  Yes.  Chondrin  would  be  present 
in  gelatin  or  glue  made  from  bone  but  entirely  absent  from 
one  derived  from  skin. 

Dr.  Gordon  Parker,  reverting  to  Mr.  Wood's  paper,  said 
he  did  not  wish  it  to  be  thought  that  he  regarded  ccliin  as 
identical  with  collogen,  only  that  it  acts  in  the  same 
manner.  He  might  mention  that  collin  was  fi.rst  made  Iiy 
his  colleague  Mr.  E.  E.  M.  Payne  as  a  vehicle  for  making 
solutions  of  morphine,  etc.,  for  hypodermic  injecticns.  Ho 
claimed  that  there  was  no  unaltered  gelatin  in  their  collin. 
and  only  in  one  case  had  he  been  able  to  get  a  precipitate 
with  zinc  sulphate.  Working  with  300  c.c.  instead, of 
with  50  c.c,  the  errors  by  their  method  were  much.ivjiui- 
mised  (as  compared  with  the  hide-powder  method).  "  An 
error  of  one-tenth,  or  at  most  one-fifth  of  1  per  cent,  in 
the  tannic-acid  contents  was  sufficiently  small  for  most 
technical  purposes.  A  skin  gelatin,  and  not  a  bone  gelatin, 
should  be  used,  and  the  directions  for  the  preparation  of 
the  collin  most  carefully  followed  ("  Jl. S.C.I. ,"  June  30. 
1904.  page  649).  This  re,igent  will  precipitate  gallotannic 
acid  but  not  gallic  acid. 

Mr.  Wood  said,  in  reply,  that  though  they  had  not 


found  the  action  of  the  reagent  absolutely  quantitative, 
yet  Dr.  Parker  and  Mr.  Payne  had  broken  ground  in  a 
direction  that  promised  much  for  the  accurate  analysis  of 
tannin. 

Yorkshire  Section. 
Professor  H.  R.  Procter  inaugurated  the  winter  session 
of  this  Section  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  Leeds,  on  October  31, 
when  he  delivered  an  address  cn  "The  Uni\e:sity  in 
Relation  to  Industry."  In  the  course  of  this  he  said  it 
's  no  part  of  the  work  of  a  University  to  teach  the  manual 
dexterities  of  a  trade  beyond  tho  point  which  is  necessary 
for  successful  study.  He  was  afraid  that  many  business 
men  and  manufacturers  consider  that  a  chemist  is  merely 
a  man  who  can  wash  bottles  and  make  an  analysis.  It 
is  doubtful,  he  said,  whether  we  can  succeed  in  attracting 
students  under  the  present  system  of  scholarships;  but  if 
the  scholarships  system  is  to  be  continued  he  would  like  to 
see  it  less  dependent  upon  mere  examination-results.  The 
importance  of  original  research  is  overlooked  ;  and  he  sug-  < 
gested  that  a  number  of  scholarships  or  junior  posts  as 
research  assistants  to  professors  might  be  created  to  enable 
proniising  young  students  to  complete  their  training  in . 
research,  such  posts  to  be  awarded  in  recognition  of  prac- 
tical work  done.  During  the  discussion  which  followect 
Professor  Smithells  associated  himself  most  fully  with 
these  views. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Branson  afterwards  showed  experiments  with 
radio-active  bodies,  including  polonium,  thorium,  uranium, 
and  radium.

Clause  Seven 

has  united  political  pharmacists  more  closely 
than  any  legislative  proposal  in  our  time,  but — amazing 
discovery— it  has  been  ascertained  that  Mr.  Boot,  Messrs. 
Hanxjds,  the  Army  and  Navy  Co-operative  Society,  and 
other  similar  concerns  and  their  Parliamentary  myrmidons 
do  not  approve  of  it.  Therefore— what  ?  We  must  press 
for  it  with  so  much  the  more  vigour  from  unbiassed  members 
of  Parliament  ?  Not  at  all.  According  to  the  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Leeds,  we  must  modify  it 
until  we  can  satisfy  those  difficult  statesmen  who  have 
objected.  So  far  as  I  remember,  it  is  only  legislators 
directly  interested  in  maintaining  the  claim  of  unqualified 
persons  to  pose  as  chemists — members  of  Parliament  who, 
as  one  of  them  naively  declared,  have  "a  great  deal  of 
money  invested  in  these  undertakings  " — who  have,  at  least 
publicly  and  formally,  opposed  the  Bill.  To  pacify  them 
it  will  be  necessary  to  reduce  our  demands  to  very  near  the 
vanishing-point,  and  to  acquiesce  in  their  unjust  annexation 
of  our  little  territory  ;  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  we  shall  get 
nothing  in  the  end  but  contempt  for  our  pitiful  surrender. 
It  is  probable  that  in  the  next  Parliament  there  may  be  some 
representatives  who  know  our  case  from  the  inside.  Can 
we  not  wait  until  they  have  the  opportunity  of  fighting  on 
our  behalf  ?  We  have  nursed  our  grievance  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  and  it  is  only  three  years  ago  that  we  waxed 
heroic  enough  to  submit  it  to  Parliament.  It  is  not  correct 
to  suggest  that  in  that  time  we  have  got  no  result.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  members  of  Parliament  have  expressed 
sympathy  with  our  aims,  and  in  a  division,  if  we  could  get 
to  one,  the  Bill  would  not  be  ignominiously  defeated.  More- 
over, in  two  important  Colonies  the  justice  of  the  claim  has 
been  partially  recognised.  Mr.  Robinson's  oiJinion  on  tactics 
is  no  doubt  of  great  weight ;  but  I  cannot  help  being  sorry 
that  the  suggestion  that  we  should  lower  our  Hag  before  the 
first  battle  should  come  from  our  official  leader. 

The  Fairchild  Scholarship 

is  a  pleasant  manifestation  of 
Anglo-American  pharmaceutical  friendliness.  It  may  be 
regarded  as  a  graceful  acknowledgment  on  the  part  of  this 
firm  of  their  general  reception  here,  and  it  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  assimie  that  it  indicates  further  a  desire  on 
their  part  to  maintain  and  extend  existing  relations.  The 
corresponding  advantages  which  British  chemists  have 
acquired  from  the  invasion  of  foreign  competitors  are 
sometimes  questioned,  and  it  may  be  admitted  that  the 
former  are  not  as  obvious  as  are  the  profits  which  their 
trade  here  yields  to  those  who  honoiir  us  with  their  com- 
pany. But  I  think  close  investigation  would  show  that 
the  benefit  is  in  fact  mutual.  England  owes  a  large  part 
of  her  commercial  success  in  past  centuries  to  the  foreign 
colonies  she  has  entertained,  and  no  one  can  deny  that  we 
have  learned  much  from  our  American  guests  in  the  direc- 
tion of  attracting  medical  and  public  attention  to  medicines 
which,  if  left  to  ourselves,  we  might  have  neglected. 
But,  it  is  answered,  these  have  pushed  out  other  and  more 
profitable  remedies.  Less  than  might  be  supposed,  per- 
haps. Imports  of  aloes  and  senna,  ipecac  and  cinchona,  go 
on  increasing  with  a  sublime  disregard  of  new  drugs.  The 
public  capacity  for  physic  has  not  yet  been  by  any  means 
fathomed.  This  was  the  lesson  which  we  needed  teaching. 
It  is  true  that  Messrs.  Fairchild's  bonus,  if  it  may  be  so 
called,  does  not  reach  the  people  who  have  deserved  it.

Gregory's  Powder 

as  formulated  in  the  C.  d'  D.  of  Noveiri- 
ber  6,  1897,  was  in  the  B.P.  proportions,  magnesia  6, 
rhubarb  2,  ginger  1.  Mr.  J.  H.  Mather,  of  Godalming, 
reminds  me  that  in  Proctor's  "  Pharmacy  "  it  is;  stated  that 
the  original  formula  was  ginger  1,  rhubarb  2,  magnesia  8. 
Mr.  Mather  adds  the  following  interesting  reminiscence. 
He  says  : 

The  old  prescription-books  at  11  Grey  Street,  Ncw- 
castle-ou-Tyne,  where  I  was  appreuticod,  contained  several 
of  Dr.  Gregory's  prescriptions  identical  with  the  one  men- 
tioned in  Proctor's  '  Pharmacy.'  There  may  have  been, 
others  of  his  which  were  different,  but  this  I  do  not  remem- 
ber. Mr.  B.  S.  Proctor  told  me  that  when  he  was  a 
youngster  his  father  had  a  customer  who  suffered  from 
some  digestive  trouble,  and  who  informed  Mr.  Proctor,, 
sen.,  that  he  was  going  to  consult  Dr.  Gregory.^  '  Yovs 
might  as  well  save  your  fare  and  your  fee,'  said  Mr. 
Proctor,  '  for  I  know  exactly  what  he  will  prescribe  for 
you.'  And  the  prediction  was  justified,  for  the  patient  camc- 
back  from  Edinburgh  with  the  familiar  prescription  fos 
rhubarb,  ginger,  and  magnesia." 

Magnesia 

is  the  most  interesting  pharmaceutical  word  whicZu 
occurs  in  the  new  part  of  the  Oxford  English  Dictionary 
(M  to  Mandragon).  The  history  of  this  now  familiar 
term  is  rather  confused.  Magnesia  was  the  name  of  a 
district  in  Thessaly  and  of  two  cities  in  Asia  Minor, 
The  Greek  "  Magnesia  lithos,"  magnesian  stone,  came  from 
one  of  these  places,  and  it  has  generally  been  applied  tc  • 
the  lodestone.  But  as  the  stone  was  described  as  white, 
shining  like  silverj  this  allusion  was  evidently  to  some- 
thing else — probably  talc,  according  to  Liddell  and  Scott. 
Magnesia,  which  may  have  meant  talc,  the  lodestone.  or 
manganese,  perhaps  sometimes  one  and  sometimes  another,, 
was  employed  in  alchemy.  The  O.E.D.  quotes  fromj 
"  Norton  Ord  Alch."  1477,  "Another  stone  you  must  hav& 
.  .  .  a  stone  glittering  with  perspicuitie  .  .  .  the  price 
of  an  ounce  conveniently  is  Twenty  Shillings.  Her  name- 
is  Magnetia.  Few  people  Her  knowe.''.  With  Paracelsus 
magnesia  means  an  amalgam.  He  writes  of  the  Magnesia 
of  Gold.  In  Pomet's  "History  of  Drugs,"  1712,  "mag- 
nesia "  means  manganese.  The  application  of  the  term  tct  ■ 
MgO  can  only  be  traced  to  Hoffmann,  1722,  and  according, 
to  the  O.E.D.  it  was  sugested  by  the  modern  Latin 
magnes  carneus,  flesh  magnet,  because  it  was  found  to 
adhere  strongly  to  the  lips,  and  was  therefore  supposed  to 
have  the  same  attraction  for  flesh  as  the  lodestone  has  fcs 


Several  Obsolete  Terms 

once  known  in  pharmacy  are  mer?- 
tiohed  in  this  part  of  the  Dictionary.  Magdaleon  v/as  the 
name  of  a  cylindrical  roll  of  plaster,  salve,  or  any  medi- 
cinal substance.  Rolls  of  sulphur  were  called  magdaleons. 
Malabathrum  was  an  aromatic  leaf  brought  from  the  East^ 
and  a  perfumed  ointment  made  from  it.  Malagneta  was- 
a  spice  believed  to  have  come  from  Java  Majooh  was  aro 
intoxicating  Araljic  confection  made  from  the  leaves  ol 
Indian  hemp,  poppy-seeds,  nux  vomica,  and  other  in- 
gredients. Mandragon  was  an  old  form  of  "  mandragora:''' 
Some  of  these  old  words  may  be  useful  to- harassed-hunters;. 
for  trade-marks.  The  Dictionary  gives  magma,  "the."! 
dregs  that  remain  from  a  semi-liquid  sub.stance  after  the' 
more  liquid  part  has  been  removed  by  pressure  or  evapo'fa- 
tion,"  as  obsolete,' which  is  incorrect,.  ..

Disciplinary  Powers. 

On-  one  occasion  a  candidate  for  the  Minor  examination 
presented  himself  for  it  in  an  inebriated  condition,  and 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  proposed 
to  reject  him.    They  paused  when  a  venerable  member  of 
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the  Board,  a  lifelong  abstainer  and  devoutly  religious 
man,  insisted  that  his  duty  was  to  examine  any  person  who 
presented  himself  in  his  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  if 
the  candidate  showed  competent  knowledge  the  examiner 
had  no  right  to  reject  him  owing  to  a  physical  or  moral 
defect.  VVe  commend  this  incident  to  Mr.  J.  P.  Gil- 
niour's  consideration,  partly  because  the  protesting  ex- 
aminer was  one  of  his  philosophic  countrymen,  but  chiefly 
because  it  strikes  the  root  of  his  advocacy  for  disciplinary 
powers  against  chemists  and  druggists  for  "indiscipline 
and  unprofessional  conduct."  In  his  letter,  printed  else- 
where in  this  issue,  Mr.  Gilmour  punctuates  all  that  he 
said  at  Edinburgh,  and  makes  it  clear  that  similar  regula- 
tions to  those  of  the  General  Medical  Council  are  what 
he  aims  at — in  short  his  disciplmary  measures  would  apply 
to  moral  as  well  as  criminal  offences.  We  endeavoured  last 
week  to  show  that  it  is  advisable  rather  to  maintain  the 
principle  of  the  twenty-sixth  section  of  the  1868  Act ; 
perhaps  we  erred  in  supposing  that  Mr.  Gilmour  and  his 
colleagues  realised  the  gravity  of  the  motion  which  they 
unanimously  agreed  to,  but,  whether  so  or  not,  the 
terms  of  their  resolution  are  sufficiently  serious  to  call  for 
pause.    They  resolved 

That  the  Executive    respectfully    recommend    to  the 
Council  the  expediency  of  inchiding  in  the  next  Pharmacy 
Bill  provisions  to  the  following  purport — viz.,  that  statutory 
authority  be  conferred  on  the  Council  to  exercise  disci- 
plinary powers  over  all  persons  on  the  register  of  chemists 
and  druggists  who  are  found  guilty  of  infamous  conduct 
in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  inflict  penalties,  ranging 
from  temporary  removal  of  the  offender's  name  from  the 
register,  with  concurrent  suspension  from  the  practice  of 
pharmacy,  to  permanent  erasure  from  the  register. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  this  resolution  has  been  come  to  in 
view  of  the  re-introduction  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the 
resolutionists  are  a  recognised  if  not  statutory  body.  The 
resolution  raises  in  connection  with  the  1868  Act  a  prin- 
ciple which  was  deliberately  excluded  from  it  by  recom- 
mendation of  a  Select    Committee    of    the    House  of 
Commons — viz.,  that  of  professional  qualification — and  it 
not  only  aims  to  take  away  from  chemists  and  druggists 
the  rights  conferred  upon  them  by  the  1868  Act,  but  also 
"  suspension   from  the  practice    of    pharmacy."  This 
definite  proposal  has  been  put  before  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  with  an  additional  one  to  meet  Mr.  Storrar's  ob- 
jection that  "it  is  rather  cool  to  ask  disciplinary  powers 
over  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  Society."  While 
we  perfectly  recognise  that  Mr.  Gilmour  and  his  colleagues 
are  honestly  moving  for  "the  honour  and  dignity  of  the 
craft,"  their  resolution  is  of  so  revolutionary  a  character 
that  it  must  be  viewed  with  alarm  if  incorporated  in  the 
next  Pharmacy  Bill.    Similar  suggestions  have  been  made 
before,  but  never  in  so  definite  a  stjde.    We  have  pre- 
ferred not  to  treat  the  Edinburgh  resolution  as  futile  and 
impracticable,  but  we  ask  those  who  are  sincere  in  suggest- 
ing that  chemists  and  druggists  should  be  adjudged  of 
infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  to  consider  the 
history  of  the  trade  and  its  legislation,  also  its  present 
position  and  environment.    They  will  find  how  vain  is  the 
hope  that  honour  and  dignity  will  come  by  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment.   The  Select  Committee  previously  referred  to  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  Major  examination  would 
suffice  to  supply  the  public  with  the  professional  element 
in  pharmacy  (i.e.,  the  dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions), 
and  it  was  for  that  reason  they  selected  the  assistants'  or 
Minor  examination  as  the  qualification  for  retailers  of 
poisons.    Events  and  years  have  worked  out  the  scheme 
otherwise,  the  Minor  examination  now  being  the  true 
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qualification  of  the  dispensing  chemist,  but  pharmaceutical 
politicians  should  not  overlook  the  primary  distinction. 


To  Bargain  or  Not. 

FB.1NKNKSS  is  an  admirable  virtue,  and  typical  of  the  British 
nature,  therefore  we  are  not  surprised  that  the  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  should  ex- 
hibit it  in  his  official  capacity,  just  as  he  did  when  he  was 
plain  Mr.  Robinson.  Before  his  accession  to  the  chair,  and 
when  in  his  capacity  as  Deputy- Chairman  of  the  London 
County  Council,  he  had  some  business  to  transact  with  the 
President  of  his  Majesty's  Council,  Mr.  Robinson  learned 
that  the  high  officers  of  State  are  not  averse  to  legislation 
on  company  pharmacy,  provided  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
does  not  insist  upon  the  whole  of  Clause  7  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  going  forward.  Whitehall  would  agree  to  one  qualified 
person  being  required  as  a  director  of  any  limited  company 
carrying  on  business  covered  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.  At  a 
time  when  little  definite  was  known  in  regard  to  the  Govern- 
ment intentions,  this  information  was  not  unwelcome,  but, 
as  we  stated  at  the  time,  anything  in  the  nature  of  nego- 
tiations on  this  basis  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
and  the  Privy  Council  would  be  a  betrayal  of  trade  interests. 
That  view  of  the  matter  was  generally  admitted,  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  stuck  to  its  guns  last  Session.  We 
are  not  disposed  to  think  that  it  will  act  differently  now 
when  reintroduction  of  the  Bill  has  to  be  considered,  but 
it  is  natural  that  what  the  President  has  been  told  should 
not  be  overlooked.  It  will  be  generally  agreed,  however, 
that  the  fii'st  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  that 
which  it  has  hitherto  pursued  in  its  proposed  amendment 
of  the  Act  as  regards  companies.  The  framers  of  the  law 
laid  down  the  principle  that  all  who  would  trade  as  chemists 
and  druggists  and  sell  poisons  should  be  qualified  according 
to  the  Act.  Through  an  oversight  it  has  been  found  that 
this  obligation  is  not  binding  upon  companies,  and  many 
unqualified  persons  have  ta'..'en  advantage  of  tlie  omission 
to  circumvent  the  law.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  to  bargain  with  such  persons  at  all,  far 
less  to  arrange  how  little  of  the  legal  qualification  will  be 
obligatory  upon  companies.  The  Council's  plain  duty  as 
the  expert  authority  in  pharmacy  law  is  to  submit  to  Par- 
liament such  amendments  of  it  as  will  fully  restore  the  prin- 
ciple which  Parliament  thought  it  had  completely  esta- 
blished in  1867.  This  can  only  be  done  by  Clause  7  in  toto. 
We  gather  from  the  President's  remarks  before  local  asso- 
ciations that  he  quite  recognises  the  responsibility  that 
lies  on  himself  and  his  colleagues  in  this  regard,  and  that 
the  time  for  bargaining  will  not  come  until  either  House  of 
Parliament  has  the  official  proposition  before  it,  with  some 
account  of  the  evils  which  the  1880  decision  brought  in  its 
wake,  and  what  large  companies  who  have  the  ear  of  a 
section  of  Parliament  submit  as  an  alternative  to  the  official 
proposal. 


West  African  Produce. 

It  is  a  satisfactory  sign  of  the  progress  now  being  made 
in  the  improvement  of  agriculture  in  our  West  African 
Colonies  that  the  experts  of  the  German  Colonial  Economic 
Committee  are  devoting  so  much  attention  to  "  Studien- 
reisen  "  in  these  districts.  At  present  Dr.  Gruner  is  making 
a  journey  of  inspection  in  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  with  the 
intention  of  investigating  the  native  methods  of  cultivating 
cacao  and  kola.  In  the  current  number  of  "  Der  Tropen- 
pflanzer  "  he  gives  some  interesting  information  regarding 
kola-cultivation,  but  he  has  evidently  found  the  Gold 
Coast  native  kola-planter  little  inclined  to  be  communica- 
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tive  regarding  his  business.    He  complains  that  the  native 
owners  would  not  understand  what  he  wanted,  and  con- 
tinually told  him  he  could  see  plenty  of  kola  growing  wild 
by  the  wayside,  while  some  even  went  the  length  of  deny- 
ing that  they  possessed  kola-gardens  at  all.    The  tree 
begins  to  bear  in  its  si.xth  or  seventh  year,  and  its  yield 
gradually  increases  to  an  average  of  forty  to  fifty  fruits  per 
annum.    In  some  districts  the  fruits  are  decorticated  by 
covering  them  with  leaves  for  about  twenty  days,  when  the 
white  rind  softens  and  can  be  removed  witl?  a  piece  of 
wood.    In  other  parts  of  the  country  the  rind  of  the  fruit 
is  softened  by  burying  the  fruits  in  the  earth  for  about 
seven  days,  when  it  becomes  so  soft  that  it  can  be  scraped 
off  with  the  fingers.    There  are  two  kola  seasons,  the  less 
important  in  the  July  rains  and  the  piincipal  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  dry  season  in  November.    The  largest  buyers 
of  the  nuts  are  Haussas,  who  purchase  them  from  the 
native  planter  for  salt,  and  in  turn  dispose  of  the  nuts  to 
the  Lagos  merchants.    The  price  in  the  producing-districts 
varies  from  3(/.  to  Is.  per  hundred  nuts.    The  export  from 
the  Gold  Coast  in  1900  was  valued  at  43,133?.,  and  in  1901 
at  35,024/.    Attention  is  also  being  devoted  to  kola  in  the 
Botanical  Gardens  at  Aburi,  where  l.OCO  young  plants  are 
at  present  being  reared.    While  Dr.  Gruner  is  travelling 
through  the  Gold  Coast,  his  colleague,  Herr  Bernegan,  is 
similarly  investigating  the  Yoruba  district  of  Lagos,  where, 
in  the  01oke-]Meji  experiment-station,  a  nursery  of  60,000 
kola-plants  is  at  present  maintained,  and  where  large  kola- 
plantations  are  being  formed.    Attention  is  also  being 
devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  various  trees  yielding  rubber, 
gums,  and  resins.    Castor-oil  plants  of  native  and  Indian 
origin  are  being  grown,  and  a  small  oil-press  has  been  in- 
stalled ts  express  castor  oil  for  use  on  the  railway,  which 
at  present  uses  shea  butter  as  a  lubricating-material.  Among 
other  plants  now  being  cultivated  are  annatto,  papaya,  and 
vanilla.    The  natives  seem  to  take  particularly  well  to  the 
cultivation  of  cacao,  but  they  fight  shy  of  undertaking 
cotton-growing.    The  German  experts  seem  on  the  whole  to 
have  been  impressed  with  the  progress  made,  much  of 
which  they  attribute  to  the  energy  and  skill  exhibited  in 
dealing  with  natives  shown  by  Mr.  Johnson  (the  Director 
of  the  Experimental  .Station  at  Aburi).  Mr.  Foster  (of  the 
Oloke-Meji  station),  and  the  members  of  the  Basle  Mission. 


Morphine  in  the  East. 

The  remarks  on  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Prepared 
Opium  Ordinance  in  our  last  issue  (page  722)  apply  to 
Hong-Kong,  where  the  Legislature  is  now  considering  the 
Ordinance  referred  to. 

Tahiti  Vanilla. 

It  is  well  known  that  vanilla  is  now  no  longer  a  lucrative 
production  in  Tahiti,  as  the  present  low  prices  scarcely 
pay  to  cultivate  the  vine.  This  depreciation  of  prices  is 
due  largely  to  the  bad  quality  of  the  exported  product,  and 
from  time  to  time  remedies  have  been  proposed  with  the 
idea  of  adopting  a  plan  of  inspection  and  grading  under 
seal  under  the  control  of  the  Government.  Now  we  learn 
that  the  Governor  of  the  French  establishments  in  Oceania 
has  issued  a  decree  stating  that  an  expert  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Administration  whose  duty  will  be  to 
examine  and  stamp  with  a  special  mark  all  vanilla  of 
"  good  merchantable  quality  at  the  expense  of  the  shipper. 
The  inspection  is  not  to  be  compulsory,  but  no  doubt  many 
of  the  exporters  will  avail  themselves  of  the  expert's  ser- 
vices as  it  will  be  a  guarantee  that  the  cases  and  tins 
containing  the  vanilla,  when  once  officially  sealed,  have  not 
been  tampered  with.  Hitherto  the  Chinaman  has  been  an 
adept  at  "faking"  the  beans,  his  method  being  to  select 
those  cast  away  by  others  as  unfit  for  the  market,  soak 


them  in  cocoanut  oil,  and  then  pad 
of  tins  containing  better  grades.

Pharmacy  in  Egypt. 

We  have  to  congratulate  the  pharmacists  of  Alexandria 
and  Cairo  on  the  success  which  so  far  has  attended  their 
protest  against  the  new  Pharmacy  Law.    In  Alexandria, 
under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  John  McGregor,  several 
meetings  were  held  last  month  and  arrangements  made  for 
conferring  with  Sir  Horace  Pinching.    The  result  was  told 
at  a  meeting  of  Cairo  pharmacists  held  on  October  25, 
Dr.  Kupper  (Vice-President  of  the  Cairo  Committee  of 
the  Associated  Pharmacists)   being  in  the  chair.  The 
Hon.    Secretary    (Mr.   Dirlik)    read  the  correspondence 
exchanged  between  the  committee  and  Sir  Horace  Pinching> 
the  communications  with  the  committee  of  the  Alexandria 
pharmacists,  and,  finally,  the  result  of  the  interview  with  Sir 
Horace.    The  delegates  begged  the  Director-General  to 
delay  the  application  of  the  new  Law  for  at  least  a  month. 
Sir  Horace  declared  his  readiness  to  safeguard  the  interests 
of  Cairo  pharmacists  as  far  as  possible,  and  stated  that 
he  proposed  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  Law  till  the 
end  of  the  year.    The  committee  reported  the  result  of 
the  interview  to  the  Alexandria  pharmacists,  and  asked 
for  co-operation.    The  meeting  was  then  asked  to  select 
a  Commission  of  six  members  at  whose  deliberations  ^Ir. 
Dinkier,  representing  the  Saiiitary  Department,  would  be 
present.    The  Commission  would  draw  up  a  report  on  the 
regulations  and  submit  the  same  to  a  general  meeting  for 
discussion.    The  following  gentlemen  were  elected  on  the 
Commission  :  Dr.  Kuppers,  Messrs.  Dirlik,  Adair,  Montini, 
Montobra,  and  Kaiser. 

C.O.D. 

It  is  not  seemly  to  dance  upon  the  grave  of  anything, 
even  that  of  the  postal  cash-on-delivery  system,  but  it  is 
not  possible  to  refrain  from  an  expression  of  satisfaction 
that  the  system  can  no  longer  be  counted  among  the  things 
that  are  alive.  Even  the  "Times"  indulges  in  congratula- 
tions, and  gives  Lord  Stanley  a  lecture  which  concludes 
thus  : 

The  proposal  of  which  the  Postraastor-General  is  so  much 
enamoured  is  simply  that  the  Post  Office  should  stop  in  to 
save  the  consumer  even  the  trouble  of  looking  at  a  price- 
list  and  sending  the  exact  sum.    To  do  this  it  lias  to  diarge  a 
commission  and  still  further  extend  an  organisation  already 
cumbrous,  and,  we  fear,  less  efficient  than  an  ordinary  com- 
mercial one  carried  on  for  profit.    Is  there  really  any  neces- 
sity for  the  Post  Office  to  dry-nurse  people  in  this  way? 
Until  the  new  business  became  very  considerable  the  o.\- 
tende'd  organisation  would  not  pay.  and  while  it  was  waiting 
for  the  paying-point  the  inevitable  tendency  would  bo  to 
squeeze  the  new  service  out  of  the  existing  organisation — in 
other  words,  to  make  the  public  at  largo  pay,  in  reduced 
officioncy  of  existing  service,  for  the  facilities  given  to  a 
limited  class  for  satisfying  its  less  essential  wants.  When 
all  was  done,  that  class  would  only  exchange  one  kind  of 
trouble  for  another.    Instead  of  sending  a  servant  for  a 
postal  note  in  the  first  instance,  it  would  have  to  give  orders 
to  servants,  and  supply  them  with  money  to  bo  handed  to 
the  postman.    Is  that  change  such  a  tremendous  boon,  or  i.s 
the  class  who  would  enjoy  and  grumble  at  it  of  such  conse- 
quence, that  a  Government  shtndd  for  its  saico  produce 
exaggerated  dissatisfaction  and  sense  of  ill-usage  through- 
out the  whole  body  of  retail  tradesmen  all  over  the  country  ? 
A  member  of  Tite  Citkmi.st  axd  Druggist  editorial  staff 
accompanied  the  deputation  to  Lord  Stanley  on  Monday, 
and  his  report  will  be  found  on  page  775.    Mr.  Bunker 
and  Mr.  Johnston,  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
appeared    io    be    the   only  representatives  of  pharmacy 
prefent,  and  Mr.  Bunker's  .speech  saved  the  situation  froiii 
the  chemists'  point  of  view.    The  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
petition  seems  the  weightest  document  presented. 

Pharmacy  in  Germany. 

The  formation  of  a  Prussian  Druggists'  Union,  which 
is  to  exist  side  by  side  with  tlie  German  Druggists' 
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Society,  is  now  contemplated.    The  programme  of  the  new 
Union  is,   in   fact,   directed  solely  against  pharmacists 
(apothchcr).     The  first  object  of  the  Union  is  to  be 
represented  at  the  Prussian  Government  in  the  same  way 
as  pharmacists,  who  have  a  referee  in  the  Ministry  whose 
duty  it  is  to  consider  and  revise  any  propositions  made 
by  the  Government  relating  to  pharmacy.     The  second 
point  of  the  programme  tends  to  take  away  from  phar- 
macists one  of  the  last  monopolies  left  to  them — viz.,  "  the 
sale  of  all  pharmaceutical  specialities  which  are  put  up 
ready  to  be  sold  to  the  public  by  manufacturers  and  which 
do  not  contain  poisons  or  powerful  drugs ;  and  also  the 
sale  of  harmless  chemicals,  herbs,  and  powders,  and  mix- 
tures of  the  same,  for  healing-purposes."    Stress  must  be 
laid  on  the  last  two  words,  as  druggists  are  allowed  by  law 
to  sell  many  drugs  used  for  technical  purposes,  but  if  the 
same  drug  is  sold  for  medicinal  purposes  the  druggist  is 
punishable,  and  a  glance  at  any  German  trade  journal 
shows  that  this  is  of  very  frequent  occurrence.    There  is 
at  present  a  very  bitter  feeling  in  druggist  circles  against 
the  apotheher,  as .  the  former  allege  that  many  of  their 
convictions  are  brought  about  by  pharmacists  reporting 
them  to  the  authorities.    To  this  must  be  added  the  un- 
certainty as  to  the  term  "  for  healing-purposes,"  which  is 
interpreted  by  different  Courts  in  several  ways,  thus  lead- 
ing to  constant  appeals.    On  the  other  hand,  the  most 
profitable  portion  of  the  pharmicists'  business,  the  dis- 
pensing of  prescriptions,   is  rapidly  declining,  brought 
about  by  an  increasing  saving  in  the  prescriptions  of  sick- 
club  patients,  and  the  larger  use  of  proprietary  medicines 
by  doctors.    A  recent  inquiry  made  in  Saxony  shows  that 
the  average  profit  of  a  pharmacy  is  now  15.65  per  cent,  of 
the  takings,  and  the  average  price  of  a  prescription  a 
shade  over  elevenpence. 

Radium  Progress. 
.:  Following  up  Sir  William  Ramsay's  research  which  proved 
that  helium  results  from  the  disintegration  of  radium, 
the  Hon.  R.  J.  Strutt  has  obtained  evidence  that  the 
polonium  found  in  radio-active 
minerals  is  a  product  of  the  con- 
tained radium.  Some  radium 
salt  of  quite  low  activity  that 
had  been  in  Mr.  Strutt's  posses- 
sion for  four  years  was  dissolved 
in  water  and  some  cupric  chloride 
added  to  give  a  manageable 
quantity  of  precipitate  with  sul- 
phuretted hydrogen.  The  sul- 
phide was  very  active.  It  was  dis- 
solved in  nitric  acid,  and  a  plate 
of  bismuth  immersed  in  the  solu- 
tion in  order  to  collect  polonium. 
This  plate  became  intensely 
active,  giving  a  rays  only,  the 
activity  being  suflacient  to  light 
up  a  blende  screen.  The  initial  penetrating  power  was 
exactly  the-  same  as  that  of  the  rays  of  the  polonium 
from  pitchblende.  Some  discussion  has  been  evoked 
in  the  daily  Press  about  the  radium  clock  which  Mr. 
Strutt  suggested  some  time  ago.  Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale, 
10  New  Cavendish  Street,  W.,  has  worked  the  idea  to  a 
practical  solution,  and  is  producing  the  clocks  in  two 
forms — for  the  lecture-table  and  for  lantern  demonstra- 
tion. As  will  be  seen,  the  apparatus  resembles  an 
electroscope,  the  aluminium  leaves  being  charged  and  dis 
charged  about  once  a  minute.  The  clock  can  be  arranged 
to  ring  a  bell  at  each  discharge.  So  far  it  is  merely  an 
interesting  demonstration  of  a  scientific  fact,  and  neither 
Mr-  Strutt  nor  Dr.  Martindale  contemplates  that  it  will 
reiplace  Waterbury. 


Z\K  Spirit  5nciuir\>. 


A MEETING  of  the  Joint  Committees  of  the  Chemical 
Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  of 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  appointed  to  consider  the 
subject  of  untaxed  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes  was  held 
at  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Tuesday, 
November  1,  among  those  present  being  Mr.  John  C. 
Umney  (Chairman),  Dr.  Squire.  Messrs.  Barrett  (Atkinson 
&  Co.),  David  Lloyd  Howard,  Thomas  Tyrer,  Charles 
Umney,  and  E.  A.  Webb.  The  meeting  was  held  primarily 
with  the  object  of  receiving  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  to  inquire  into  the  use  of  duty-free  spirit  for 
industrial  purposes,  which  invited  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  to  designate  four  or  five  gentlemen  repre- 
senting industries  to  give  evidence  before  the  Committee, 
and  mentioned  the  points  upon  which  the  evidence  of  the 
witnesses  should  be  based. 

The  Chairman  pointed  oat  that  the  request  for  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  "representing  industries"  was 
perhaps  not  quite  a  fortunate  expression,  for  in  some  cases 
they  had  to  declare  that  industries  had  not  even  been 
created  which  would  have  been  probably  flourishing  with- 
out the  difficulty  of  the  existing  fiscal  conditions.  Under 
the  circumstances  he  felt  that  the  best  representation  of 
such  interests  would  be  by  the  wholesale  druggist  engaged 
in  the  distribution,  in  Great  Britain,  the  Colonies,  India 
and  other  countries,  of  those  articles  in  the  preparation 
of  which  alcohol  is  a  necessity,  he  being  conversant 
with  the  volume  of  trade  in  such  goods,  their  area 
of  distribution,  etc.,  and  capable  of  showing  how 
impossible  would  be  the  fixing  at  this  period  of 
countervailing  duties  on  such  without  an  almost  un- 
workable system  of  export  drawbacks  or  allowances.  Mr. 
Umney  further  thought  the  chemical-manufacturer  is  in  a 
position  to  show  his  disabilities  by  actual  experimental 
record.  Perhaps  the  most  important  industry  of  all  would 
be  aniline-dye  manufacture,  with  its  immense  industrial 
ramifications,  but  no  other  evidence  is  needed,  he  said,  of 
the  importance  of  this  than  the  capital  employed  iu 
Germany  and  the  income  yielded  by  it.  He  did  not  think 
a  representative  necessary  for  the  motor-industry,  as  it  is 
already  excellently  represented  on  the  Committee  itself. 
He  suggested,  therefore,  that  the  representation  should  bp 
by  a  chemical-manufacturer,  manufacturing  pharmacist,  re- 
presentatives of  the  wholesale  distributing  interests,  and 
representatives  of  the  aniline-dye  and  explosives  industries. 

Mr.  Tyrer  explained  that  although  the  statement  upon 
which  evidence  is  to  be  received  from  witnesses  appeared 
somewhat  narrow,  it  would  be  quite  possible  to  receive 
evidence  on  other  points  relevant  to  the  inquiry. 

The  following  were  appointed  to  give  evidence  before  the 
Committee,  as  representative  of  the  various  interests  in- 
volved :  Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  for  manufacturing  phar- 
maceutical chemistry;  Mr.  David  Howard,  for  chemical- 
industry  ;  Dr.  A.  G.  Green,  for  aniline-dye  industry ;  Mr. 
W.  F.  Reid,  for  explosives ;  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  for 
manufacturing  pharmacists;  and  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb,  for  dis- 
tribution interests. 


Saccharin  in  Gkeece. — The  Board  of  Trade  have  re- 
ceived a  copy  of  a  despatch  from  H.M.  Minister  at  Athens, 
reporting  that,  by  a  Law  of  April  28,  the  importation  into 
Greece,  or  the  employment  in  that  country,  of  saccharin  or 
other  artificial  sweetening  substances  possessing  a  higher 
sweetening-power  than  cane  sugar,  without  its  nutritive 
qualities,  is  prohibited  except  for  pharmaceutical  pur- 
poses. A  subsequent  decree  specifies  dulcine,  sucrase  and 
suci'amine.  or  siicre  de  Lyon,  as  being  the  sweetening-sub- 
stances other  than  saccharin  the  importation  of  which  is 
prohibited.  It  provides,  however,  that  the  prohibited  sub- 
stances may  be  imported  by  chemists  or  phjfrmacists  on 
special  permission  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  but  only 
through  Custom-houses  of  the  first  or  second  class  and  in 
quantities  not  exceeding  50  dramia  (3,000  grains)  a  year. 
This  applies  equally  in  the  case  of  saccharin,  &c.,  desired 
to  be  introduced  by  parcel-post.  Importations  of  sac- 
charin, etc.,  as  "  samples  without  value  ''  are  not  permitted. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

Thk  >50Da-fountaix  Case. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  October  28,  before  Mr. 
Justice  ,Swinfen-Eady,  counsel  for  plaintiffs  stated  that 
the  motions  in  the  case  of  the  American  Soda-Fountain 
Co.,  Ltd.,  V.  Styles,  Ltd.,  and  in  another  case,  had  been 
settled.  His  Lordship  having  read  the  minutes,  which 
were  not  made  public,  said  they  could  take  the  order. 
Counsel  mentioned  that  one  of  the  defendants  had  not 
been  served,  and  against  him  they  asked  for  no  relief.  His 
Lordship  :  Very  well. 

Rchweppk's  Soda. 
Lords  Ju.stices  V.wghan  Williams,  Eomer,  and  Cozens- 
Hardy  on  Thursday,  November  3,  heard  the  plaintiffs' 
appeal,  in  the  action  of  Schweppes.  Ltd.,  r.  Gibbens.  against 
the  decision  of  Mr.  Justice  Warrington,  who  dismissed 
the  action  without  calling  on  the  defendant.  Mr.  Fletcher 
Moulton,  K.C.,  Mr.  Hy.^Terrell,  K.C..  and  Mr.  Sebastian 
appeared  for  appellants;  and  Mr.  Rowden,  K.C.,  and  Mr. 
Marby  for  the  respondent.  Mr.  Moulton  explained  that 
the  action  was  against  a  Plymouth  woman  for  passing  off 
the  soda-water  which  she  sold  having  a  label  like  Schweppe's 
(see  6'.  tt-  D.,  June  11,  page  934).  The  hearing  was  ad- 
journed. 

Jeyes  v.  Pearson's  Antiseptic  Co. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
Wednesday,  November  2,  counsel  for  the  defendants  in 
this  case  applied  to  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  (in  whose  list  the 
action  was  down  for  trial)  that  the  hearing  might  stand 
adjourned  until  the  Hilary  Sittings.  To  this,  he  said,  the 
plaintiffs  made  no  objection.  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  thereupon 
made  an  order  that,  upon  the  defendants  paying  any  costs 
thi'own  away  by  the  postponement  of  the  trial,  the  hearing 
would  be  adjourned  until  next  sittings. 

Typhoid  and  Milk. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Wednesday,  November  2, 
the  hearing  was  concluded,  before  Mr.  Justice  Grantham 
and  a  special  jury,  of  the  action  for  breach  of  warranty 
brought  by  Mr.  Ralph  Frost,  of  Wandsworth,  against  the 
Aylesbury  Dairy  Co.,  Ltd.  The  plaintiff's  case  was  that 
his  wife,  who  was  a  victim  of  the  tj'phoid  epidemic  in 
Ealing  last  summer,  had  the  fever  connnunicated  to  her  by 
the  milk  of  the  defendant  company. — The  defendants 
denied  any  warranty.  They  admitted  there  had  been  a 
case  of  typhoid  on  a  farm  from  which  they  obtained  some 
•of  their  milk,  but  evidence  was  called  to  show  that  this 
'had  taken  place  after  typhoid  had  appeared  in  Ealing. — 
A  large  number  of  expert  witnesses  were  called  on  each 
side,  and  it  was  explained  that  the  defendants  did  not 
use  preservatives  in  the  milk  in  question,  but  pasteurised 
it  in  order  to  preserve  it.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff,  damages  106/.  Judgment  was  entered 
accordingly. 


Society  from  the  decision  of  the  Sligo  Magistrates  (see 
r.  July  30,  page  208). 

Mr.  Gordon,  K.C.  iVl.P.,  and  Mr.  Day  (instructed  by 
Mr.  Fenton)  on  behalf  of  the  Society  asked  that  the  order 
of  the  Magistrates  dismissing  the  sununons  in  the  case  be 
quashed,  and  that  the  case  be  sent  back  for  re  hearing.  ]t 
was  explained  that  Sergeant  Barrett,  R.l.C,  prosecutecf 
Mr.  James  Henry,  Knockadoo,  co.  Sligo,  for  keeping 
poison  in  his  shop  for  retail,  contrary  to  the  Act,  he  not 
being  a  qualified  person.  When  the  case  came  before  th» 
Magistrates,  the  .solicitor  for  the  defence  objected  to  th<j- 
printed  Calendar  of  the  Society  being  taken  as  evidence 
that  the  defendant  was  not  registered,  and  submitted  that 
the  Registrar  should  attend  with  the  original  register.  The 
Magistrates  upheld  the  objection,  and  dismissed  the- 
summons. 

The  Court  held  the  decision  of  the  Magistrates  to  bo 
wrong,  and  sent  the  case  back  to  them  for  re-trial. 


Pharmacy  Act  i868. 

Two  Unqualified  Assistants  Fined. 
Ax  the  Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  on  Thursday.  November  3, 
a  complaint  was  heard,  at  the  instance  of  the  Registrar  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  against  an  Edinburgh 
chemist's  assistant,  that  he  had  contravened  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  he  not  being  registered,  bv  selling  carbolic  acid. 
Accused  pleaded  guilty.  He  said  there  were  two  qualified 
c  hemists  in  the  shop,  and  all  he  did  was  to  hand  over  the 
bottle.  Acc_used_  was  fined  lO.v.,  with  the  alternative  of 
seven  days'  imprisonment. 

A  similar  complaint  was  heard  against  another  assistant 
for  selling  oxalic  acid.  A  fine  of  1/.  was  imposed,  with 
the  alternative  of  seven  days'  iniprisomi.cnt. 


Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland) 

Proof  of  RKGisTH.vnox. 
In  Dciblin  King's  ]5ench  Court  No.  1.  on  October  17,  before 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Mr.  Justice  Gibson,  and  I\Ir.  Justice 
Madden,  the  case  of  Barrett  v.  Henry  came  on  for  hearing 
by  way  of  appeal  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 


Dentists  Act. 

The  Glasgow  Case. 
In  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court  on  Tuesday,  November  1,  Oscar 
Farkasch,  carrying  on  business  at  the  Hygienic  Institute, 
Elmbank  Street,  Glasgow,  was  before  Sheriff  Boyd  charged, 
at  the  instance  of  the  Registered  Dentists'  Protective  A.sso- 
ciation  of  Scotland,  Ltd.,  with  contravening  the  Dentists 
Act,  by  conducting  the  business  of  a  dentist,  he  not 
being  a  duly  registered  dentist  under  the  Act.  He  pleaded 
not  guilty. 

Samuel  Lewis,  private  detective,  stated  that  he  visited 
respondent's  establishment  on  September  3,  and  made  an 
inquiry  regarding  a  set  of  teeth.  He  was  told  that  th© 
price  would  be  21.  12.s.  6c/.,  with  10  per  cent,  off  for  cash. 

George  Taylor  Arbuckle,  Edinburgh,  stated  that  he  was 
formerly  an  a.ssistant  dentist  in  the  Hygienic  Institute, 
having  been  engaged  by  Oscar  Farkasch,  who,  he  said,  was 
the  only  partner  of  the  firm  he  knew.    The  work  carried 
on  by  the  Institute  was  solely  dentistry  practice,  and  it  was 
one  of  the  largest  in  the  kingdom.  '  When  he  was  there 
there  were  employed  by  the  firm  thirty-five  operators,  me- 
chanics, agents,  etc.    Respondent  was  not  an  operator.  The 
method  by  which  they  worked  was  by  issuing  what  they 
called  technically  a  lease.    In  one  week  they  drew  180/. 
No  registered  dentists  were  employed  while  he  was  there. 
Witness  had  lunched  with  I\Ir.  Farkasc  h  on  Wednesday  of 
last  week,  when  he  was  offered  16/.  not  to  say  anvthing  detri- 
mental to  the  Institute.    He  got  a  cheque  for  6/.  and  an 
I.O.U.  for  10/.    He  was  the  worse  for  liquor  at  the  time. 
His  agreement  with  the  institute  was  signed  by  Farkasch. 
In  cross-examination  witness  stated  that  Farkasch  never 
touched  teeth.    Mr.  Agnew  is  a  partner  of  the  firm.  Wit- 
ness could  say  nothing  against  Mr.  Farkasch's  character, 
nor  against  his  business.    In  reply  to  the  Sheriff,  witness 
said  regarding  the  lunching  incident  that  it  was  arranged 
that  witness  was  only  to  answer  the  question  that  he  knew 
that  Farkasch  was  a  partner,  but  he  was  to  avoid  any  other 
question. 

Oscar  Farkasch,  the  respondent,  having  been  sworn  in 
Jewish  fashion,   said  he  is  a  partner  of  the  Hygienic 
Institute,  his  partner  being  Mr.  Robert  Agnew.    '  He  is 
twenty-six  years  of  age.    A  peculiarity  of  his  business  i» 
that  they  accept  payment  by  instalments,  and  they  send  out 
commercial  travellers.      He  is  not  a  dentist  himself,  anc> 
never  claimed  to  be.    He  had  written  to  newspapers  saying 
so.    Vor  is  his  partner  a  dentist ;  he  attends  to  the  clerical 
work.    The  dental  work  is  done  by  dentists,  registered  and 
unregistered.    The  business  was  formed  eiglucen  months 
ago,  and  they  employ  150  hands.     Before  he"  started  this 
business  he  had  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Waterhouse, 
dentist,  one  of  the  direc  tors  of  the  complainers'  Association, 
which  fell  through.    At  present  he  has  eight  operators,  of 
whom  tvyo  are  registered.    The  others  do  the  work  undei* 
their  supervision.      Cross-examined,  witness  stated  with 
reference  to  the  allegation  of  l)ribery  made  by  Arljuckle, 
that  his  idea  in  offering  him  the  money  was  to  try  and  trap 
him.    When  he  got  back  to  Glasgow  he  wrote  to  the  bank 
stopping  the  cheque,  and  called  at  the  bank  next  morning  to 
make  sure  that  that  was  done. 

Several  of  respondent's  operators  were  also  examined. 
Oiie  of  them  saicl  he  had  a  salary  of  3/.  10>'.,  and  another 
stated  that  he  is  paid  6/.  a  week  for  supervising  the  work. 
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Mr.  McEwen,  the  prosecuting  agent,  said  the  relevancy 
of  the  charge  having  been  upheld  by  the  Court,  and  he 
having  proved  the  allegations  in  the  charge,  he  had  no 
hesitation  in  asking  the  Court  to  find  the  charge  proved. 

Mr.  Spens  claimed  that  respondent  is  entitled  to  get  off 
on  the  ground  that  he  had  always  denied  being  a  dentist, 
and  that  the  work  of  the  Institute  is  done  by  registered 
men  and  unregistered  men,  whom  the  registered  men  super- 
vise. 

The  Sheriff  reserved  judgment. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Reduced  Iron. 
At  Malmesbury  on  November  1,  Mr.  Henry  Norman 
Ratcliffe,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  was  summoned  for 
selling  reduced  iron  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and 
quality  demanded.  Mr.  Bevir  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the 
Wilts  County  Council,  and  Mr.  Cyril  Kirby,  of  London, 
defended  on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

Mr.  Bevir  explained  that  the  summons  was  taken  under 
Section  5,  the  sample  having  contained  7  grains  of  arsenic 
per  oz. 

Mr.  Sam.  Smith,  inspector  under  the  Acts,  proved  the 
purchase  on  September  12.  He  wanted  2  oz.  of  the  drug, 
but  could  only  get  I5  oz. — practically  all  that  defendant 
had.  He  knew  him  well,  and  that  he  is  a  thoroughly 
respectable  man. 

Dr.  Bernard  Dyer,  the  county  analyst,  gave  evidence  as 
to  his  analysis,  and  finding  arsenic  present  in  the  propor- 
tion of  7  grains  to  the  ounce.  He  e.xplained  how  reduced 
iron  is  made,  and  that  the  arsenic  is  introduced  in  the 
process.  In  cross-examination  witness  said  public  atten- 
tion had  not  been  called  to  this  impurity  until  the  Royal 
Commission.  No  doubt  arsenic  exists  in  ferric  oxide,  but 
not  necessarily  so.  He  had  heard  that  the  B.P.  com- 
mittee knew  of  the  presence  of  arsenic  in  reduced  iron 
when  compiling  the  1898  Pharmacopoeia.  It  is  difficult  to 
say  in  what  form  the  arsenic  is  present — whether  as 
arsenide  or  not.  He  could  not  admit  that  arsenide  would 
be  insoluble,  and  said  no  one  knows  what  the  result  of 
taking  arsenide  would  be;  it  is  all  conjecture. 

Mr.  Ratcliffe  stated  that  he  bought  4  oz.  of  reduced 
iron  in  1898,  and  the  sample  was  a  part  of  it.  He  could 
trace  about  1  oz.  used  in  pills  ordered  by  prescription 
which  he  had  dispensed  probably  five  or  six  times.  The 
prescription  was  for  thirty-six  pills,  each  containing  5  grains 
of  reduced  iron  and  ^  grain  of  ext.  belladon.  The  patient 
is  still  alive  and  doing  well.  Cross-e.xamined,  he  agreed 
that  such  a  preparation  as  this  ought  not  to  be  sold  as 
j-educed  iron.  The  pills  named  were  ordered  to  be  taken 
three  time;  a  day,  and  in  that  quantity  the  patient  would 
be  taking  about  ^  grain  of  arsenic. 

Mr.  Kirby,  for  the  defence,  said  he  did  not  wish  to 
justify  such  a  quantity  of  arsenic  as  7  grains  per  oz. 
The  wholesale  firm  were  not  defending  the  case,  hence  he 
could  not  produce  the  evidence  he  had  in  two  previous 
cases.  Mr.  Kirby  proceeded  to  explain  to  the  Magistrates 
how  knowledge  of  the  impurity  arose,  with  a  view  to  show- 
ing that  the  offence,  if  any,  was  committed  unwittingly, 
and  took  objection  to  the  certificate  as  not  being  in  order. 
The  analyst  (1)  did  not  state  whether  arsenic  is  a  foreign 
ingredient;  (2)  if  not,  he  had  not  stated  what  amount  was 
in  excess ;  and  (3)  he  had  not  stated  the  percentages  of 
foreign  ingredients. 

Mr.  Bevir  having  replied  to  the  legal  arguments,  the 
Magistrates  stated  that  an  offence  had  been  committed, 
and  imposed  a  fine  of  10s.  and  Zl.  3s.  costs.  They  con- 
sented to  state  a  case  on  the  legal  points  if  required  to 
do  so. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Worship  Street  Police  Court  on  Thursday,  Novem- 
ber 3,  before  Mr.  Mead,  Albert  G.  Gorton,  chemist  and 
druggist,  146  High  Street,  Aldgate,  E..  was  summoned  for 
selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  was  certified  by  the 
borough  analyst  to  be  70  per  cent,  deficient  in  nitrous  ether. 

Mr.  George  Hay  Young,  solicitor,  prosecuted  for  the 
Stepney  Borough  Council,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby),  appeared  for 
the  defence. 

Evidence  of  purchase  was  given  by  Frederick  Broad. 


and  by  Alfred  Cooke,  inspector  under  the  Acts.  In  cross- 
examination  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Broad  and  Cooke  both 
stated  that  the  label  on  the  bottle  supplied  to  Broad  con- 
tained a  label  "  Sweet  spirit  of  nitre."  The  original  bottle 
was  called  for  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  but  could  not  be  pro- 
duced, and  the  inspector  admitted  that  a  label  handed  up< 
by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  bearing  the  words  "Spirits  of  nitre" 
was  the  same  label  as  that  on  the  original  sample.  In> 
further  cross-examination  the  inspector  said  "sixpenny- 
worth  of  sweet  spirits  of  nitre"  was  asked  for,  and  3  oz. 
was  supplied. 

Albert  Edward  Parkes,  assistant  analyst  for  Stepney, 
deposed  to  making  the  analysis  and  finding  the  sampler 
70  per  cent,  deficient  of  minimum  B.P.  strength  (1.75  per 
cent.)  of  nitrous  ether.  Cross-examined,  witness  said  he- 
did  not  know  there  were  three  varieties  of  spirit  of  nitrou& 
ether.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  put  in  Morson"s  list  showing  three- 
kinds—"  B.P."  (sp.  gr.  0.838,),  sp.  gr.  0.850  and  sp.  gr. 
0.900.  He  did  not  know  that  the  third  variety  wa& 
supplied,  thinking  it  was  wanted  for  veterinary  purposes. 

Mr.  Mead  :  But  isn't  2  oz.  a  small  dose  for  a  horse  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  A  large  dose,  sir ;  3  drams  is  the  usuai 
dose. 

Mr.  Mead  :  Oh,  I  thought  they  took  it  in  quarts. 

In  further  cross-examination  witness  said  he  only 
estimated  the  sample  for  the  amount  of  nitrous  ether 
present,  and  assumed  that  the  rest  was  alcohol.  He  did 
not  test  for  the  "aldehydes  and  other  substances"  men- 
tioned in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  specific  gravity  was 
not  taken  at  all,  the  amount  sent  (|  oz.)  being  too  small 
for  gravity  estimation.  He  was  not  prepared  to  say 
whether  or  not  the  sample  had  ever  been  of  the  B.P. 
strength.  He  agreed  that  the  disappearance  of  nitrous 
ether  might  be  due  to  chemical  change  in  keeping.  The 
nitrous  ether  might  have  been  absorbed  to  form  aldehydes, 
etc.,  but  he  had  no  idea  in  what  proportion  that  absorption 
would  take  place.  He  had  heard  of  Martindale's  "  Extra* 
Pharmacopoeia,"  but  he  did  not  know  as  a  fact  that 
"  Paraldehyde  is  probably  the  principal  therapeutic  agent 
in  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,"  as  Martindale  states. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  for  the  defence,  contended  that  he  had 
no  case  to  answer.  They  were  charged,  under  Section  9- 
of  the  Act  of  1875,  "  with  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  from- 
which  70  per  cent,  of  nitrous  ether  had  been  abstracted." 

Mr.  Mead  :  If  the  summons  had  been  taken  out  undes? 
the  other  section  that  point  would  not  apply  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Quite  so ;  furthermore  Section  9  deals 
with  articles  of  food.  It  had  not  been  proved  that  nitrous- 
ether  had  ever  been  abstracted  or  that  the  original  article- 
ever  contained  the  B.P.  proportion  of  sweet  nitre. 

Mr.  Mead  :  Your  first  point  is  that  there  must  be  wilful 
abstraction  from  an  active  substance?  Why  did  you  take 
the  summons  out  under  this  section,  Mr.  Young? 

Mr.  Young  said  he  had  carefully  considered  the  matter, 
and  had  he  taken  the  summons  out  under  Section  6,  he 
might  have  been  met  with  the  plea  of  evaporation. 

Mr.  "Mead  thought  the  abstraction  must  be  wilful,  and 
negligence  could  not  be  construed  as  wilful  abstraction. 
The  prosecution  was  bound  to  fail  under  Section  9. 

Mr.  Young  quoted  cases  to  show  that  negligence  in  nob 
stirring  milk  had  been  held  to  be  abstraction. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  answer  to  that  was  that  the  cream  in- 
that  case  rose  to  the  top  and  was  ladled  out  with  the  first 
portions  of  milk.    This  was  actual  abstraction. 

Mr.  Mead  :  Quite  so ;  a  manual  act.  But,  Mr.  Young,, 
this  section  only  applies  to  food. 

After  some  discussion  the  definition  of  "  food  "  was  given 
as  stated  in  the  Act,  showing  that  it  is  something  "other 
than  drugs."  Mr.  Young  thereupon  argued  that  the^  magis- 
trate had  power  to  amend  the  summons,  but,  after  some 
discussion, 

Mr.  Mead  said  he  thought  it  was  a  case  in  which  he  could' 
not  exercise  his  powers  of  amendment.  Such  an  amend- 
ment would  be  substituting  practically  another  offence,  and' 
he  dismissed  the  summons.

One  is  a  bridge-box 
with' the  spaces  for  two  packets  of  cards  occupied  by  two 
cakes  of  "Oowana"  soap,  but  otherwise  the  box  is  com- 
plete for  bridge-players,  scorers  and  pencils  being  in  it. 
It  costs  the  chemi.st  10-V/.  and  retails  at  not  less  than 
l.s.  id.  The  second  novelty  is  a  lady's  brush-and-comb 
case  finished  in  dark  red  leather  and  silver  fastening  out- 
side, and  watered  silk  inside;  four  ordinary  cakes  and  two 
Jjaby. cakes  of  the  soap  completing  this  catching  novelty. 

Trommer  Malt  Products  are  now  manufactured  in 
England,  and  are  issued  from  the  headquarters,  44  Char- 
terhouse Street,  London.  E.C.  The  malt  extract  from  which 
the  combinations  are  made  is  of  high  diastasic  power,  and 
three  combinations  are  especially  suitable  for  winter  trade 
— viz.,  malt  with  cod-liver  oil,  the  same  with  the  addition 
>of  hypophosphites,  and  malt  with  petroleum  and  hypo- 
phosphites.  The  company  issue  a  pretty  showcard 
(10  inches  by  7  inches),  embossed  and  enamelled  in 
medallion  style,  and  they  ask  us  to  mention  that  they  not 
■only  protect  the  prices  of  their  goods,  but  are  willing  to 
■exchange  those  that  are  soiled  or  shop- worn. 

"  Fuo,"  as  we  have  previously  explained,  is  the  title 
given  to  Berniingen's  vade  mecum,  a  Swedish  preparation 
i'or  the  mouth  and  teeth  which  has  been  recently  intro- 
•duced  into  this  country  through  the  agency  of  Mr.  J.  T. 
Burden,  12  Little  Britain,  E.C.  It  is  a  powerful  anti- 
septic and  aromatic  fluid,  put  up  in  stoppered  bottles,  with 
-dropping-stoppers ;  and  we  find  that  five  drops  in  4  oz.  of 
water  makes  a  pleasant  and  refreshing  mouth-wash.  The 
composition  of  "Fuo"  is  such  that  the  liquid  can  also  be 
used  for  aborting  catarrhs,  and  generally  as  an  antiseptic 
and  carminative.  Owing  to  this  fact  and  its  recommenda- 
tion for  ailments  it  is  stamped,  retailing  at  2.>--.  Qd.  We 
■observe  that  it  is  being  advertised  to  the  public  in  an 
-effective  manner. 

Antiseptic  Pastilles. — Messrs.  Jules  Denoual  &  Co., 
of  New  Cross,  S.E.,  have  introduced  a  (lever  idea  in  anti- 
septic pastilles  for  chemists'  trade.  The  popularity  of 
tiiose  combinations  of  eucalyptus,  menthcl.  and  other  stimu- 


lants in  jujube-form  is  now  so  great,  because  so  effectual, 
that  chemists  have'  difficulty  in  securing  distinctiveness  in 
what  they  stock.  This  Messrs.  Denoual  meet  by  producing 
fourteen  distinct  kinds  of  antiseptic  pastilles — i.e.,  distinct 
as  to  composition,  shape,  colour,  and  outward  appearance. 
They  are  bright  and  crystallised  varieties  of  (1)  oval  ribbed, 
(2)  boat-shape,  (3)  small  round,  (4)  oval,  (5)  small  round 
red,  (6)  small  round  green,  and  (7)  small  oval  yellow.  The 
medicaments  are  as  varied,  but  of  these  we  need  only  note 
two — viz.,  (a)  terebene,  eucalyptus,  menthol,  and  cocaine, 
and  (b)  liquorice,  eucalyptus,  menthol,  pine  oil,  and  winter- 
green.  The  pastilles  are  nicely  made,  and  are  obtainable  in 
bulk  or  p.acked  in  boxes.  We  would  suggest  that  con- 
fectionery containing  cocaine  should  not  be  sold  except  on 
medical  prescription. 

The  Handsomest  Catalogue  which  has  come  to  us 
for  a  long  time  is  that  illustrated  in  the  annexed  photo- 
engraving. It  extends  to  610  pages,  exclusive  of  the  pre- 
fatory matter,  which  includes  a  description  and  illustra- 
tions of  the  company's 
headquarters  (Silver  Street, 
Falcon  Square,  E.C.)  and 
a  well-arranged  index  of 
Parts  I.  and  II.  of  the 
catalogue.  We  can  best 
indicate  the  contents  by  . 
referring  to  the  various 
sections.  Part  I.  (194  pp.) 
i,s  devoted  to  druggists' 
sundries,  each  article  bear- 
ing a  number,  and  those 
that  are  illustrated  are 
starred.  Part  I. a  (18  pp.) 
comprises  Lynch's  speciali- 
ties in  packed  goods,  per- 
fumes, household  remedies, 
and  so  on.  Part  II. 
(346  pp.)  is  the  largest  sec- 
tion in  the  catalogue  and  is 
devoted  solely  to  surgical 

instruments  and  surgical  appliances  for  man  and  animals, 
besides  scientific  instruments,  optical  goods,  hospital  furni- 
ture, and  the  like.  Part  ill.  is  a  list  of  Benbow  &  Son's 
soaps,  perfumes,  and  toilet-preparations;  Part  IV.  com- 
prises medicated  lozenges  and  confectionery,  and  Part  V. 
shop-fittings  of  a  varied  character.  The  catalogue  is 
adequately  illustrated  throughout,  and  the  arrangement 
and  print  are  calculated  to  save  the  business-man's  time. 

The  Peace  Pillow  is  at  present  a  prominent  object  in 
the  windows  of  pharmacies  in  London  and  leading  pro- 
vincial towns.  It  is  an  improvement  in  every  way  upon 
the  old  idea  of  a  hop-pillow,  being  handsomely  produced 
by  the  Peac'e  Pillow  Co.,  17  Manchester  Avenue,  London, 
E.G.,  in  two  styles  (to  retail  at  6.s.  and  a  guinea),  and  tiie 
mat-erial  with  which  it  is  packed  is  a  combination  of 
ordinai-y  pillow-packing,  with  hops  and  aromatic  sub- 
stances. It  is  quite  free  frcm  anything  of  a  narcotic 
nature,  which  might  induce  a  pernicious  habit,  and,  as 
far  as  we  can  judge,  appears  to  act  solely  through  the 
soothing  influence  of  the  aromatic  atmosphere  which  it 
creates.  The  Peace  Pillow  is  used  in  cases  of  insomnia 
due  to  breakdown  or  worry,  also  in  mental  cases,  and  a 
colonial  and  Indian  demand  has  sprung  up  for  it,  as  it 
has  proved  useful  in  overcoming  the  sleeplessness  of 
children,  as  well  as  grown-ups,  due  to  excessive  heat.  It 
has  also  been  found  to  keep  mosquitoes  and  other  irritating 
insects  away  from  sleepers.  For  export  the  pillows  are 
packed  each  in  a  bag  of  tinfoil,  so  that  they  cross  the  Line 
and  may  be  kept  in  stock  in  an  unimpaired  condition. 
They  yield  a  good  profit,  and  are  put  up  in  an  attractive 
style  with  plenty  of  literature  to  encourage  sales. 

The  "  Military  Pharmacies,"  selling  at  low  prices  not 
only  to  officers,  but  also  to  their  sisters  and  their  cousins 
anci  their  aunts,  seem  to  have  come  to  stay  in  Madrid  ;  and 
another  sign  of  the  times  is  the  conspicuous  advertisement, 
all  over  the  capital,  of  a  couple  of  pharmacies  which  "sell 
at  the  same  prices  as  the  military."  The  latter  are  botli 
situated  in  central  and  crowded  parts  of  the  city,  and  usually 
appear  to  do  good  business.

To  Australasian  Chemists. 

Sir. — The  return  to  my  firm  of  a  large  bundle  of  export 
lists  addressed  and  posted  from  here  direct  to  the  drug- 
trade  in  Australasia  and  refused  by  the  addressees  owing 
to  the  surtax  recently  imposed  by  the  Commonwealth  on 
printed  matter,  whether  in  the  form  of  price-lists  or  other- 
wise, serves  to  emphasise  what  1  think  may  be  found  of 
sufficient  importance  to  the  wholesale  trade  to  ensure 
insertion  in  your  columns.  While  it  is  naturally  not  to  be 
expected  that  chemists  in  Australasia  will  pay  a  charge 
of  some  pence  on  all  lists  over  a  certain  weight  received 
by  them,  I  venture  to  think  that  this  enactment  will  be 
found  quite  as  harmful  to  our  colonial  friends  as  it  is 
annoying  to  houses  on  this  side  to  have  their  lists  returned 
wholesale.  Personally  I  always  believe  a  good  deal  is  to 
be  learnt  from  studying  advertisements,  and  in  your  own 
excellent  journal  I  often  consider  the  announcements  con- 
tained in  it  as  not  the  least  interesting  reading.

Otto  of  Rose. 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  considerable  surprise  Mr.  Parry's 
letter  on  this  subject  in  your  issue  of  October  29.  He  is 
pleased  to  regard  the  figures  published  by  me  in  the  pre- 
ceding week  as  containing  no  fresh  information.  On  the 
contrary,  I  venture  to  suggest  that  they  prove  conclusively 
the  great  superiority,  in  the  examination  of  otto  of  rose,  of 
the  iodine-absorption  over  the  refraction-index  test,  even 
if  the  latter  has  any  value.  Taking  average  figures  for  the 
refractive  index  and  iodine-number  of  otto  of  rose  as 
1.4626  and  190  respectively,  and  those  of  palmarosa,  which 
has  always  been  the  favourite  adulterant  and  one  not  easy 
to  detect,  as  1.4745  and  300,  there  is  evidently  a  difference 
of  119  units  in  the  refractive  index  and  of  110  units  in 
the  iodine-number.  The  limits  of  the  refractive  index  for 
pure  otto  of  rose,  however,  vary  from  1.4592  to  1.4654,  or 
62  units,  while  the  range  for  the  iodine-number  cannot 
exceed  10  units,  so  that  the  variation  in  otto  samples 
among  themselves,  so  far  as  refractive  index,  is  more  than 
half  the  average  difference  between  the  two  kinds  of  oil ; 
the  greatest  variation  in  the  iodine-nimiber  of  pure  otto  of 
rose,  on  the  other  hand,  being  only  one-eleventh  of  the 
average  difference  in  this  figure  between  otto  of  rose  and 
palmarosa.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  while  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  palmarosa  can  be  added  to  an  otto  of 
rose  of  average  refractive  index  without  raising  this  figure 
beyond  the  limit,  an  addition  of  more  than  6  per  cent,  of 
palmarosa,  even  to  an  otto  with  the  minimum  iodine- 
number  of  187,  would  readily  be  detected  by  the  iodine- 
absorption  method ;  and  this  was  proved  by  'the  figures  I 
published  for  an  oil,  to  which  had  been  added  15  per  cent, 
of  palmarosa,  which  figures,  however,  Mr.  Parry  considers 
redundant,  evidently  overlooking  the  fact  that  this  oil 
satisfies    the    ordinary  requirements    not  only  for  the 


refractive  index,  but  for  the  four  other  principal  tests,  so> 
that  this  mixture  (which,  be  it  remembered,  contains  one 
of  the  most  common  adulterants)  bears  not  the  slightest, 
resemblance  to  the  hypothetical  and  utterly  impracticable 
adulteration  of  glycerin  with  alcohol  and  chloroform  sug- 
gested by  him.  The  veriest  tyro  in  analytical  chemistry,, 
of  course,  knows  that  a  mixture  can  be  readily  made  to 
satisfy  any  single  test,  but  my  point  is  that  while  it  is. 
easy  so  to  arrange  adulteration  as  to  pass  the  refractive 
index  as  well  as  the  sp.  gr.  and  other  common  tests,, 
this  is  not  the  case  with  the  iodine-nimiber,  and  that,  more- 
over, any  adulteration  sufficient  seriously  to  interfere  with, 
the  refractive  index  is  readily  revealed  by  other  methods. 
of  examination.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  suggested 
that  the  iodine-absorption  is  a  sufficient  test  in  itself,  but, 
that  in  conjunction  with  other  figures  it  gives  very  valu- 
able information,  though  I  quite  endorse  Mr.  Parry's  con- 
cluding remarks  with  regard  to  the  great  difficulty  in, 
arriving  at  a  positive  opinion  as  to  the  purity  of  a  sample 
by  chemical  means.

Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 
Sir, — In  justice  to  myself  I  crave  leave  to  explain  briefly 
the  reasons  that  induced  me  to  formulate  the  motion  pro- 
posing quarterly  meetings  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council, 
of  which  I  gave  notice  for  the  October  meeting  of  the 
Executive  of  the  N.B.  Branch  at  Edinburgh,  and  also  to. 
indicate  the  grounds  upon  which  I  withdrew  that  motion. 
According  to  my  view,  the  substitution  of  quarterly  for 
monthly  meetings  of  Council  would  be  attended  by  the 
following  advantages,  viz.  : 

1.  It  would  materially  reduce  the  outlay  for  Councillors.'' 
travelling-expenses.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the; 
present  Council  hail  from  the  provinces,  and  the 
bill  in  the  last  balance-sheet  of  the  Society  for  the  year's, 
travelling-expenses  of  Councillors  attending  Council  and 
committee  meetings  was  435^  19*.  Id.  Theoretically  there 
would  only  be  four-elevenths  of  this  expenditure  if  cjuarterly 
meetings  were  adopted. 

2.  It  would  economise  Councillors'  time — an  important 
consideration,  even  for  metropolitan  members. 

3.  As  a  corollary  from  2,  membership  of  the  Council 
would  become  accessible  to  a  type  of  pharmacist,  repre- 
senting the  rank-and-file  of  the  profession,  who  is  at  present 
practically  debarred  from  serving  on  that  body,  because  the 
exigencies  of  the  ordinary  chemist's  business  forbid  fre- 
quent absences. 

4.  The  business  of  the  Council  would  be  consolidated 
and  expedited,  since  the  history  of  all  public  administrative 
and  deliberative  assemblies  teaches  that  freciuent  sittings 
foster  routine  redundancies  and  desultory  or  superfluous 
discussion. 

For  the  transaction  of  interim  routine  w^ork,  and  for  emer- 
gency purposes,  I  suggest  extended  devolution  on  the  lines 
of  the  existing  departmental  committees,  with  such  reser- 
vation of  control  and  revision  by  the  Council  as  shall 
minimise  serious  risk  of  bureaucratic  usurpation  of  authority. 
In  order  to  ascertain  the  attitude  towards  the  proposal  of 
the  Councillors  now  in  office,  1  took  the  liberty  of  addressing; 
a  circular  letter  to  all  of  them  in  the  foregoing  terms.  I 
was  favoured  with  replies  from  twenty  out  of  the  twenty- 
one  members,  whom  I  sincerely  thank  for  their  courtesy 
and  considerateness.  The  whole  twenty  with  one  con.sent, 
although  for  reasons  as  diverse  as  the  colours  of  Joseph's 
coat,  dismiss  the  proposal  as  gratuitous,  premature,  or  im- 
practicable. A  few  condescend  upon  argument  to  the 
effect  that  the  new  order  would  be  as  costly  as,  and  not 
more  effective  than,  the  old,  but  with  the  majority  the 
hit-motif  is  that  the  business  to  be  done  by  the  Council — 
or  a  committee,  rather — is  swelling  so  rapidly  that  even 
with  monthly  meetings  it  can  hardly  be  overtaken.  All  of 
which  reminds  me  forcibly,  and  perhaps  profanely,  of  the 
refrain  of  the  once  popular  song,  "  We've  got  a  terrible^ 
terrible,  terrible  lot  of  work  to  do  to-day."  besides  sug- 
gesting the  alarming  contingency  that  if  the  tide  rolls  ixt 
much  longer  at  this  rate,  the  Council,  in  the  near  future,, 
may  have  to  remain  in  Session  continuously,  with  occa- 
sional all-night  sittings,  when  Councillors  with  double- 
barrelled  names  are  on  the  rampage.  If  that  consummation 
is  reached,  there  ought  to  be  no  more  addled  eggs  in  the 
form  of  Pharmacy  Bills  and  other  products  of  arrested' 
development,  now  alleged  to  be  due  to  the  enforced  absence 
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from  the  nest  of  the  incubating  bird,  which  is  obliged  tj 
catch  as  well  as  hatch.  Seriously,  however,  with  all  de- 
ference to  the  more  intimate  knowledge  and  experience  of 
the  Council's  affairs  enjoyed  by  its  members.  I  am  not 
convinced  that  the  work  need  be  so  formidable  as  Councillors 
appear  to  think.  It  is  notorious  that  the  members  of  a 
public  body  are  often  the  last  to  admit  that  its  mechanism 
is  capable  of  readjustment.  Constitutional  changes  of  any 
kind  are  generally  brought  about  by  external  pressure.  At 
the  same  time,  as  a  practical  politician.  1  realise  the  hope- 
lessness of  pressing  a  motion  which  is  foredoomed  to  rejec- 
tion by  the  self-same  authority  who  are  asked  to  apply 
it  to  their  own  case.  If  the  suggested  change  is  worth 
considering  or  agitating  for.  the  propaganda  on  its  behalf 
must  be  carried  on  through  the  electorate,  who,  if  they 
make  up  their  mind  for  it,  have  certain  short  and  easy 
methods  of  educating  even  the  most  ignorant  and  unwilling 
candidates..  Yours,  etc.,

Disciplinary  Powers. 
Sir, — I  am  somewhat  surprised  at  the  alarmist  tone  of 
the  article  entitled  "The  Parting  of  the  Ways"  in  the 
C.  tb  D.  of  October  29.  It  seems  to  me  that  your 
criticism  of  the  possible  developments  of  the  principle  of 
the  resolution  passed  by  the  Executive  of  the  N.B.  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  while  glancing  at  ulterior 
issues  which  have  still  to  rise  above  the  horizon  of  remote 
contingency,  significantly  fails  to  traverse  the  facts  and 
inferences  upon  which  1  rested  my  case.  In  presence  of 
the  growing  evils  of  indiscipline  and  unprofessional  con; 
duct  on  the  part  of  registered  chemists  and  druggists,  are 
the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who  have 
always  sought  to  maintain  and  advance  the  honour  and 
dignity  of  the  craft  to  remain  submissive  and  supine  lest, 
applying  for  power  to  redress  the  mischiefs  from  which 
they  suffer,  they  call  up  some  monster  from  the  vasty 
deep,  bearing  the  bogey-name  of  "independent  administra- 
tive pharmaceutical  body,"  which  will  devour  all  the  fat 
of  the  land  in  the  form  of  examination-fees  and  reduce 
Galen  Place  and  the  purlieus  thereof  to  a  howling  wilder- 
ness? I  apprehend  no  such  catastrophe.  The  order  of 
development  in  the  Colonies  has  been  entirely  different 
from  that  at  home.  The  Society's  diploma  is  the  only 
.symbol  of  its  authority  that  has  ever  been  recognised  in 
any  British  Colony;  and,  apart  from  imitation  of  British 
methods.  Colonial  pharmacy  law  has  been  evolved  do_  novo. 
Parliament  cannot  lightly  supersede  an  historic  institution 
.such  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  investiture  of 
the  Council  with  statutory  disciplinary  powers,  even  if  it 
involved  "the  addition  to  the  Council  of  one  or  two  Crown 
nominees  from  the  Privy  Council,  would  be  no  more 
anomalous,  or  subversive  of  the  independence  of  the 
Society  than  similar  regulations  are  for  the  General 
Medical  Council.  I  cannot  agree  with  you  that  "there  is 
every  reason  "  why  the  principle  should  be  rigidly  upheld 
that  the  Privy  Council  alone  should  have  power  to  erase  a 
person's  name  from  the  register,  and  then  only  for  offences 
against  the  Act.  On  the  contrary,  since  it  is  a  matter  of 
history  that  the  Privy  Council  has  never  once  exercised 
this  power,  and  that  in  any  case  it  is  not  applicable  to  the 
class  of  moral  and  criminal  offences  against  which  dis- 
ciplinary measures  would  be  directed,  it  is  time  that  the 
power  was  transferred  to  those  who  can  utilise  it  for 
the  common  good.  A  reference  to  your  own  report  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  will  show  that  Mr.  Storrar's  sug- 
gestion was  not  that  the  examination-fee  should  be  made 
to  cover  membership  of  the  Societv.  but  that  there  should 
be  a  compulsory  annual  charge  for  registration  carrying 
with  It  membership  of  the  Society.  I  said  that  I  had  no 
objection  to  embody  Mr.  Storrar's  suggestion  in  the  resolu- 
tion, but  that  it  would  not  give  the  Society  power  to 
remove  a  person's  name  from  the  register  or  in  any  way  to 
interfere  with  his  practising  pharmacy.  The  Society 
would  be  as  impotent  in  this  respect,  if  every  registered 
person  were  on  its  members'  roll,  as  it  is  to-day.  And  it  is 
precisely  this  incapacity  which  is  one  of  the  most  prolific 
sources  of  the  professional  backwardness  of  ])ritish 
pharmacy.

Xjetters  in  Brief. 

Casual  Customers'  Accounts.— J?.  .S'.  (31/10)  writes:  "The 
plan  adopted  for  many  years  at  a  well-known  seaside  town 
is  to  send  the  junior  round  one  day  a  week  with  tiiese  little 
accounts.  The  messenger  asks  to  see  the  individuals,  and 
waits  for  an  answer." 

Cardiff  and  the  C.O.D. — Mr.  B.  Mum  ford,  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  Cardiff  and  District  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
informs  us  that  the  letter  which  his  Association  decided  to 
scud  to  the  Postmaster-General,  as  printed  in  the  ('.  cO  V., 
referred  to  "  dangers  from  the  possible  distribution  of  patent 
medicines  through  the  post."  This  should  have  been  "  yutcnt 
medicines." 

Trade-marks  in  China. — Messrs.  II'.  P.  Thompsun  A  Co., 
Liverpool,  have  received  telegraphic  information  from  China 
that  the  new  regulations  for  registering  trade-marks  came 
into  force  this  week.  There  are  iifty-four  classes  into  wiiich 
goods  are  subdivided,  a  compilation  largely  from  the  Englisii 
and  German  classification,  but  a  decided  improvement  on 
both,  and  a  fresh  application  has  to  be  made  for  each  class. 

Christmas  iHoLiOAYS. — Mr.  J.  A.  Staccy,  Secretary  of  tho 
Early-closing  Association,  writes  to  say  that  this  year,  as  in 
1898,  Christmas  Day  falls  on  a  Sunday.  Tho  Association  is 
working  for  a  closing  from  Christmas  Eve  to  the  following 
Wednesday  morning,  as  in  1898.  The  City  wholesale  and 
manufacturing  houses  in  all  probability  will  in  numerous  cases 
close  on  Saturday  morning,  so  that  tlie  staffs  of  many  iiouscs 
may  look  forward  to  a  prospect  of  a  continuous  holiday  from 
Eriday  evening  to  Wednesday  morning. 

"Standardisation  of  Disinfectants." — Jci/cs'  Sanliari/ 
Compounds  Company,  Ltd..  send  us  a  long  letter  in  reply  to 
the  recent  circular  issued  by  jMr.  C.  T.  Kingzett,  Chairman  of 
the  Sanitas  Company,  Ltd.,  in  regard  to  standardisation  of 
disinfectants.  The  letter  consists  chiefly  of  an  extract  from  a 
letter  which  Jeyes'  Co.  addressed  to  tho  Sanitas  Co.  on 
October  6,  and  it  points  out  that  their  advocacy  of  chemical 
rather  than  physiological  methods  of  testing  (referred  fo  by 
Mr.  Kingzett)  was  contained  in  "  a  brochure  compiled  and 
printed  some  eleven  years  ago.  .  .  .  Sanitary  science  has 
moved  considerably  in  that  period." 

C.O.D.— iV/-.  A.  Bond  Hickisson.  75  Southgatc  Road,  N., 
writing  in  regard  to  tho  Postmaster-General's  decision,  says  : 
"  It  is  a  grand  victory,  and  shows  the  power  of  the  Britisli 
tradesmen.  But  their  interests  may  bo  again  assailed;  let 
them  watch  the  movement  closely,  and  let  tho  various  organi- 
sations be  put  into  such  order  tliat,  like  the  British  fleet,  it 
can  instantly  be  put  into  action,  and,  like  that,  prove  the 
formidable  power  it  undoubtedly  is.  This  time  it  has  taken 
too  long  thoroughly  to  arouse  the  trade,  and  even  when 
aroused  it  was  really  oidy  two  or  more  trades  that  wero 
conspicuous  in  tho  enthusiastic  manner  in  which  they  worked, 
not  forgetting  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade."

Labels  to  be  marked  "  Liable  "  or  "  Not  liable  "  to  medicine  stamp- 
duty  should  be  sent  to  the  Editor  in  duplicate  and  with  a  stamped 
and  addressed  envelope  for  return  of  the  marked  ones,  if  desired. 


19/31.  ir.  7'.  T. — Certainly  tlie  name  of  a  preparation 
may  make  it  liable  to  stamp-duty.  You  should  read  the 
article  in  our  Diary  for  this  year.  A  special  name  may 
make  a  preparation  liable,  even  although  the  number  of 
a  published  formula  is  attached  to  it.  I'or  example,  there 
is  no  formula  in  the  ('.  ct'  D.  Diary,  1904,  under  the  title 
printed  on  your  label.  We  daresay  you  use  a  salicylic- 
collodion  formula;  if  so,  the  intention  of  the  law  is  that 
you  should  say  so,  and  not  endeavour  to  secure  distinction 
by  a  fancy  name  without  paying  stamp-duty. 

21/24.  Exemp/ion. — There  is  no  doubt  of  tlie  fact  that 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  has  declared  extract  of  cas- 
cara  sagrada  to  be  an  entire  drug,  and  that  it  is  so ;  there- 
fore as  such  it  is  exempt  from  the  general  charge  of  duty, 
and  if  you  can  make  it  into  pills,  wiUiout  any  admixture 
wliaf.ioc i:cr,  you  may  ,sell  them  as  "Jones's  Strengthening- 
pills  "  and  recommend  them  as  you  please  without  stanji)- 
duty.

your  questions  are  entirely  problematical ;  and  it  is  impos- 
sible for  us  to  say  wliat  Parliament  may  or  may  not  do  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  professional  titles  by  companies. 
Registered  dentists,  like  chemists,  justly  consider  that 
their  title  should  not  be  used  by  companies,  and  they  have 
long,  through  the  British  Dental  Association,  urged  the 
need  for  legislation  on  the  point.  The  Legislature  in 
amending  or  enacting  any  law  is  usually  careful  of  the 
legitimate  rights  of  those  affected  by  it,  but  it  would  be 
stretching  a  point  to  say  that  John  Brown,  an  unqualified 
dentist,  can  have  such  a  right  to  the  title  "dentist"  by 
paying  a  few  pounds  for  registering  himself  and  six  figure- 
heads as  a  company.  If  you  register  your  business  as  a 
company,  it  must  be  done  in  Dublin.

Our  corre- 
spondent is  not  compelled  to  return  the  goods,  but  he  can 
compel  the  sender  to  remove  them  within  a  reasonable 
period,  and  may  require  payment  of  any  charges  incurred 
in  respect  to  them. 

— If  the  pharmacy  is  not  in  the  limited 
company  the  trading  name  must  not  contain  the  word 
"Limited,"  and  the  title  "chemist"  cannot  be  used  if 
the  person  using  it  is  not  registered.  . 

M.  P.  S. — You  are  quite  wrong  in  your  sur- 
mise that  we  attack  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  when  we 
point  out  that  the  Council  of  the  Society  :has  a  duty  to- 
wards chemists  and  druggists  on  the  register  whether  they 
are  members  of  the  Society  or  not.  We  think  that  the 
Council,  without  hazarding  the  interests  of  the  members 
of  the  Society,  might  in  public  make  more  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  an  examining  and  registering  body,  with  powers  in 
respect  to  administration  of  the  law  which  make  it  repre- 
sentative of  the  whole  craft.  Perhaps  it  is  because  the 
contrary  has  been  preached  so  long  that  the  statement 
strikes  you  as  peculiar.  Five  guineas  was  added  to  the 
Minor  examination- fee  a  few  years  ago  as  a  perpetual 
registration-fee.

Retail  Sale  of  Quinine  in  Java. 

The  Java  Government  have  charged  the  Director  of  Educa- 
tion and  Industry  to  prepare  a  plan  for  an  experimental 
Government  sale  of  ciuinine  to  the  public  at  practically  cost- 
price.  The  new  outlet  will,  according  to  the  Government, 
favourably  affect  the  cultivation  of  cinchona.  In  order  to 
bring  quinine  within  the  reach  of  the  general  public,  it  is 
contemplated  to  put  it  on  sale  in  the  post-offices,  opium-shops, 
Custom-houses,  and  pawnshops. 

Annatto. 

In  view  of  the  higher  prices  that  have  lately  been  paid  for 
annatto-seed  on  the  London  market,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  No.  12  of  the  "Agricultural  Ledger"  is  devoted  to  a 
review  of  existing  information  concerning  the  annatto-dye 
plant  (Bixa  orrllana)  by  Mr.  I.  H.  Burkill,  officiating 
Reporter  on  Economic  Products  to  the  Government  of  India. 
Annatto,  it  appears,  originally  grew  in  Brazil,  and  from  there 
its  cultivation  has  extended'  to  other  parts  of  the  world 
where  there  is  no  frost  and  where  the  soil  is  congenial.  In 
India  it  is  cultivated  in  Lower  Bengal,  Dacca,  Mymensingh, 
tliroughout  Assam,  the  hill  regions  of  Orissa,  the  Burmese 
Coast  and  North  Burma,  the  coast  south  of  Bombay,  and  the 
lower  hills  of  Southern  India.  ■  In  Ceylon  the  greater  part  of 
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the  island  is  suited  to  its  growth,  and  an  extensive  plantation 
under  European  supervision  exists  at  Matale  In  se^eial 
districts  of  India  the  quantity  produced  for  the  local  market 
IS  said  to  be  verv  trifling,  compared  with  what  it  was  twenty- 
live  to  thirty  vears  ago.  Middle-aged  men  in  Burma  remem- 
ber the  collecting  and  use  of  the  seeds  as  occurring  when  they 
were  children.  These  facts  point  to  the  decadence  of  annatto 
as  a  commercial  product.  Roll  and  cake  annatto  are  not 
known  in  the  country.  From  recent  inquiries  it  is  found  that 
the  seeds  cost  in  Sambalpur  about  6a.  per  seer,  in  Murshida- 
bad  R.  1.  and  in  Cawnpore  R.  1.8  per  seer.  At  these  rates, 
says  Mr.  Burkill.  annatto-seed  is  sold  in  London  cheaper  than 
jn  the  districts  of  India,  so  that  any  prospect  of  a  remunera- 
tive industry  is  practically  prohibited,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
any  great  influx  of  stuff  on  the  London  market  would  cause 
a  glut,  as  the  demand  here  is  very  limited. 

Trinidad  Products. 

In  his  annual  report  on  the  Botanical  Department  of 
Trinidad  for  1903,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hart,  F.L.S.,  superintendent, 
states  that  the  camphor-plot  planted  last  year  has  thriven 
exceedingly,  some  5  feet  in  growth  having  been  made.  This 
rapid  growth  is  considered  very  satisfactory,  and  strongly 
encourages  the  hope  that  the  cultivation  of  the  plant  for 
the  distillation  of  camphor  may  become  a  paying  industry. 
Older  trees,  planted  in  1898,  are  now  between  10  and  12  feet 
high,  and,  as  they  grow  in  bushy  form,  contain  a  large 
amount  of  wood.  Ic  is  proposed  to  arrange  for  a  test  of 
this  material  during  the  current  year.  The  section  devoted 
to  the  cultivation  of  vanilla  produced  a  small  cjuantity  of 
fruit  of  good  quality,  which  was  successfully  cured.  A  plot 
devoted  to  black  pepper  has  produced  a  fair  crop  of  berries 
of  excellent  ciuality.  It  thrives  well  under  the  conditions 
given  it,  but  so  far  it  has  not  proved  a  remunerative  cultiva- 
tion. A  considerable  amount  of  excellent  honey  has  been 
produced  from  the  boe-keening  section.

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Deputation  to  the  Postmaster-General,  who  Drops 
the  Hot  Potato. 


AN  influential  deputation  waited  upon  tiie  Postmaster- 
General  (Lord  Stanley)  at  St.  iVIartin's-le-Grand,  on 
Monday,  October  31,  to  protest  against  the  adoption 
of  the  cash-on-delivery  system.  Members  attended  from 
the  National  Chamber  of  Trade,  the  Association  of  Trade 
Protection  Societies  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  etc.  Sir  John  Rolleston,  M.P.,  who 
introduced  the  deputation,  said  it  was  composed  of 
representatives  of  those  who  conducted  a  large  part 
of  the  internal  commerce  of  this  country,  and  through 
whom  the  products  of  our  factories  and  workshops 
are  brought  within  reach  of  the  public.  The  proposals 
against  which  they  were  protesting  were  in  accordance 
with  the  tendency  of  the  age.  That  tendency  appeared  to 
be  to  collect  trade  into  fewer  hands,  and  to  crush  out 
the  small  and  support  the  larger  tradesman,  and  to  sub- 
ordinate the  interests  of  the  rural  and  provincial  shop- 
keepers to  those  of  the  great  foreign  and  Metropolitan 
emporiums  all  over  the  country.  (Applause.)  The  desire 
for  the  introduction  of  the  cash-on-delivery  system  came 
mainly  from  the  managers  of  these  great  combinations,  and 
if  carried  out  the  system  would  be  in  their  interests  only 
and  not  in  the  interests  of  the  individual  shopkeeper.  The 
deputation  wished  before  it  was  too  late  to  enter  a  protest 
against  these  proposals.  He  would  ask  the  Postmaster- 
General  not  to  assent  to  them  until  at  least  they  had  been 
submitted  to  and  discussed  in  the  Houses  of  Parliament. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Louis  Sinclair,  M.P.,  said  he  spoke  on  behalf  of 
the  Association  of  Trade  Protection  Societies  (as  honorary 
member)  which  represents  50,000  traders  throughout  the 
country.  The  proposed  adoption  of  the  C.O.D.  system 
had  given  them  the  greatest  an.xiety,  and  he  hoped  the 
matter  would  be  fully  discussed  in  the  Plouses  of  Parlia- 
ment. If  the  system  were  introduced,  the  Post  Office 
would  practically  be  in  opposition  to  the  retail  trader, 
especially  in  the  small  towns,  where  individuals  have  in- 
vested their  capital  in  businesses  which  have  been  handed 
down  from  father  to  son.  The  Post  Office  would  become 
a  storehouse  for  goods  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  adver- 
tised largely.  This  is  the  case,  he  said,  in  foreign  coun- 
tries under  this  system,  for  people  leave  their  goods  in  the 
Post  Office  until  they  can  pay  for  them.  The  innovation 
would  be  fraught  with  the  greatest  peril  to  the  country. 

Mr.  Walter  Clark  (Chairman  of  the  National  Chamber 
of  Trade)  said  he  had  received  letters  of  regret  at  their 
inability  to  be  present  from  Sir  F.  Milner,  M.P.,  and 
Mr.  W.  Field,  M.P. 

The  other  speakers  were  Mr.  T.  Donnelly  (National 
Chamber  of  Trade),  Mr.  A.  J.  Giles  (Secretary  of  the 
Federation  of  Grocers'  Associations  of  the  United  Kingdom). 
Mr.  J.  L.  Breeze  (Association  of  Trade  Protection  Societies), 
and  Mr.  C.  J.  Cxaribaldi  Bunker,  representing,  with  Mr, 
William  Johnston,  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association.  Mr. 
Bunker,  in  the  course  of  a  short  speech,  pointed  out  that 
the  scheme  would  give  a  large  impetus  to  the  sale  of  nos- 
trums which  are  much  advertised  in  the  daily  newspapers 
and  magazines.  As  it  is  now,  chemists  are  often  consulted 
by  customers  in  regard  to  the  purchase  of  these  nostrums, 
and  in  many  instances  they  are  enabled  to  stop  the  public 
from  wasting  their  money  on  such  stuff,  which  in  the 
chemist's  experience  is  none  other  than  fraudulent  adver- 
tising. The  cash-on-delivery  scheme,  by  means  ol',  say,  a 
halfpenny  postcard,  would  induce  the  public  to  send  their 
money  direct  to  the  maker  of  these  nostrums.  Moreover, 
there  is  the  Poisons  Act  to  consider.  It  is  true  that  the 
Post  Office  would  not,  as  carriers,  come  under  that  Act, 
but  the  person  who  is  not  a  qualified  seller  may  be  selling 
poisons,  and  this  would  be  very  detrimental  to  the  com- 
munity, as  the  retailer  must  be  a  qualified  man.  which  he 
would  not  be  in  many  instances  under  the  cash-on-delivery 
scheme. 

Lord  Stanley,  in  reply,  said  he  had  received  volumes  of 
letters  on  the  subject,  and  most  of  them  described  it  as 
"  my  fad."  It  was  absolutely  nothing  of  the  kind.  More- 
over, his  predecessor  had  taken  exactly  the  same  line  as  he 


had  done.  A  year  ago  he  very  distinctly  stated  what  his 
opinion  was.  and  it  was  now  asked  that  lie  should  wait  for 
discussion  in  Parliament.  There  was  plenty  of  oppoftunity 
for  discussion  in  Parliament  last  year,  and" yet  not  a  single 
word  was  said  for  or  against  the'system.  He  felt  that  on 
the  second  occasion  on  which  his  estimates  came  up,  there 
were  other  and  more  weighty  matters  to  be  discussed,  and 
he  did  not  expect  anything  "of  that  kind  would  be  raised. 
The  paragraph  on  the  matter  in  his  annual  report  gave, 
so  to  speak,  his  opinion,  and  gave  the  country, 
if  they  disagreed  with  it,  the  opportunity  of  pro- 
testing against  the  imposition,  as  some  of  them 
called  it,  of  the  cash-on-delivery  system.  He  would 
have  been  perfectly  justified,  "afte'r  putting  it  into 
his  report,  to  have  carried  it  into  execution  this 
autumn,  but  he  had  no  wish  whatever  to  do  anything 
against  the  will  or  the  wish  of  this  country — (hear,"  hear) 
— but,  if  they  would  allow  him  to  say  so,  tradespeople 
must  not  imagine  that  they  are  the  whole  of  the  people. 
The  Post  Office,  whose  business  it  is  to  do  the  work  of 
the  country  as  a  whole,  had  to  do  what  they  thought 
best  for  the  majority  without  considering  the  feelings  of 
what  were,  after  all,  a  certain  minority.  That  being  so, 
he  felt  he  would  have  been  justified  in  putting  the  scheme 
into  execution  at  the  present  moment.  He  wished  to  point 
out  that  there  is  a  certain  Continental  nation  which  wishes 
to  start  the  cash-on-delivery  system  with  our  various 
Colonies,  and  with  one  Colony  in  particular.  The  Govern- 
ment had  asked  that  Colony  not  to  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment, at  all  events  for  the  moment.  They  would  agree 
with  him  that  if  one  of  our  big  Colonies  wished  to  enter 
into  such  an  agreement  with  a  Continental  nation  we  could 
not  gainsay  her.  They  could  not  get  away  from  the  fact 
that  Lord  Cromer,  in  his  report  on  Egypt,  said  that, 
according  to  the  returns  of  the  Egyptian  Post  Office  for 
1900,  the  traffic  carried  between  it  and  Austria-Hungary 
had  quadrupled,  that  with  France  had  doubled,  and  that 
with  Germany  and  Italy  had  largely  increased ;  and  those 
were  the  countries  with  which  Egypt  had  a  cash-on- 
delivery  system.  Out  of  309,000  parcels  exchanged 
between  foreign  countries  and  Egypt  only  55,000  were 
with  England.  One  of  the  speakers  had  said  that  in 
France  the  demand  for  the  system  came  from  the  big 
shopkeepers,  but  since  it  had  been  in  force  had  any  objec- 
tion to  it  been  raised  by  the  small  tradespeople?  He 
thought  they  would  find  that  it  is  more  used  by  the  small 
shopkeepers  than  the  large  ones.  Another  speaker  had 
said  that  they  had  postal  orders  for  the  payment  of  small 
amounts.  He  replied  that  they  were  behind  the  time  in 
protesting  against  the  system.  They  should  have  protested 
against  the  parcel-post  and  against  postal  orders.  The 
parcel-post  gave  them  their  parcels  now,  and  with  the 
postal  orders  they  paid  for  them.  The  cash-on-delivery 
system  was  nothing  more  than  a  consolidation  of  the 
two  systems,  and,  instead  of  a  man  having  to  go  to 
a  post-office  for  a  postal  order  and  despatch  it,  he 
simply  gave  the  cash  to  the  postman.  That  was 
practically  his  case,  but,  the  Post  Office  being  for  the 
convenience  of  the  public,  it  had  no  right  to  go  directly 
in  the  teeth  of  the  bitter  opposition  of  a  great  number  of 
people.  It  was  with  a  view  to  giving  absolutely  fair  play 
to  the  opposition  that  he  had  deferred  taking  any  steps 
in  the  matter.  (Applause.)  He  did  not  intend  to  put  the 
cash-on-delivery  system  into  effect  in  this  country — (loud 
applause) — but,  at  the  same  time,  he  thought  they  must 
allow  him  to  do  what  he  could  with  regard  to  our  Colonies 
and  dependencies  to  prevent  what  undoubtedly  would 
happen  if  we  did  not  step  in  and  stop  some  of  our  trade 
going,  through  greater  facilities,  from  them  to  foreign 
countries  instead  of  to  us.  He  would  say  to  them  that 
he  believed  in  the  cash-on-delivery  system.  It  would  be 
of  advantage  to  most  of  the  community,  and  he  was 
icertain  that  sooner  or  later  they  would  have  it.  He  was 
'equally  certain  that  if  they  had  it  now,  when  the  trade 
iof  the'  country  is  not  collected  into  such  big  concerns  as  it 
lis  undoubtedly  becoming,  it  would  be  of  greater  value  to 
the  small  shopkeeper,  especially  in  the  way  of  preventing 
1  unpaid  accounts,  than  it  would  be  when  it  does,  as  it 
'undoubtedly  will,  come  into  force.  (Applause.) 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  had  been  passed  to  the  Postmaster- 
General,  the  deputation  withdrew.

Mr.  Harry  Miller,  of  Messrs.  Smart  &  Copley,  Bulawayo, 
was  also  spending  a  few  days  in  the  peninsula.  Mr.  Geo. 
Taylor,  of  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  was  in 
Cape  Town  cn  route  for  the  Transvaal,  and  in  course  of 
ionversation  with  our  representative  reported  business  as 
fair  and  on  the  up  grade. 

— Martiiius  Jacobus  Piepers  (39)  and  Lyn 
Lewis-  Whittle  (31)  were  charged,  at  Cape  Town  on  Octo- 
ber 6,  with  pretending  to  be,  and  taking  and  using  the 
title  of,  doctors,  they  not  being  licensed  as  medical  practi- 
tioners. Police  evidence  was  given  that  defendants  had 
consulting-rooms  at  Plein  Street,  with  "Dr.  Sanden's 
Electric  Herculex ;  consultations  free "  on  the  windows. 
Cape  newspapers  containing  advertisements  of  "Dr. 
Sanden's "  remedies  were  put  in,  and  the  accused  were 
committed  for  trial.

The  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  Natal  in  1905 
amounted  to  8,560,177/.,  compared  with  1,674,261^.  from 
the  United  States  and  746,884/.  from  Germany. 

Prescribing  of  Stimulants, — In  consequence  of  the  lax 
way  in  which  certain  alcoholic  stimulants  have  been 
obtained  by  coloured  people  in  the  country  districts,  under 
the  plea  of  medical  requisites,  the  Natal  Medical  Council 
has  taken  the  matter  up,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council  passed  the  following  pertinent  resolution  : 

That,  it  having  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Council  that  a  usage  obtains  among  medical  men  in  the 
country  districts  of  prescribing  stimulants  for  medical 
purposes  for  their  coloured  patients,  by  means  of  passes 
issued  to  public-house  keepers,  the  Medical  Council  con- 
siders that  medical  men  practising  in  this  Colony  should 
make  it  a  strict  rule  not  to  supply  stimulants  to  their 
patients  in  this  manner,  except  when  absolutely  unavoid- 
able, but  that  ill  all  cases  where  stimulants  aro  required 
they  should  be  prescribed  in  the  ordinary  way,  and  may 
be  disguised  by  some  flavouring-matter,  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  medical  man  this  should  seem  necessary ;  and  to  ask  the 
Colonial  Secretary  to  issue  this  resolution  in  circular  form 
to  the  medical  men  practising  in  the  Colony. 

It  is  understood  that  every  medical  practitioner  will  re- 
ceive a  copy  of  this  resolution,  the  result  of  which  cannot 
but  have  a  good  effect  in  the  way  of  indiscriminate  pre- 
scribing of  "  pusa  "  (drink). 

Transvaal. 

Comfulsohy  Vaccination. — A  Government  notice  which 
has  just  been  issued  in  the  Transvaal  makes  vaccination 
compulsory  in  the  municipalities  of  Christiana,  Pretoria, 
Volksrust,  Wakkerstroom,  and  Krngersdorp.  The  reason 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  notice  and  the  taking  of  this 
stringent  step  is  the  appearance  of  cases  of  small-pox  in 
the  places  indicated.  The  notice  is  to  be  served  on  every 
household,  and  within  seven  days  of  such  service  every 
person  is  required  to  undergo  the  necessary  operation.

Indigo  in  Burma. — According  to  the  "Rangoon  Times" 
there  is  a  small  amount  of  indigo  prodiued  in  Upper  Bm'ina, 
the  districts  of  Pakoku  and  Sagaing  being  the  chief  places, 
with  205  and  116  acres  respectively,  under  this  plant.  The 
total  amount  of  acreage  under  indigo  in  the  whole  province 
is  only  469  acres. 

An  Authoress's  Suicide. — At  Madras,  on  October  4,  Mrs. 
Nicolson,  widow  of  the  late  Major-General  Nicolson,  of  the 
Bombay  Army,  poisoned  herself  with  perchloride  of  mer- 
cury. Mrs.  NicoLson,  who  never  got  over  the  shock  of  her 
husband's  death,  was  the  authoress  of  "  The  Garden  of 
Kama.  "  "  Stars  of  the  Desert,"  and  other  poems  which  she 
wrote  under  the  name  of  Lawrence  Hope. 

Imtort-duty  on  Ground  Sulphur. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Committee  of  the  Indian  Tea  Association  held  on 
September  27  at  ^Madras,  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Bengal  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  (Officiating 
Collector  of  Customs  with  reference  to  the  levy  of  Customs- 
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duty  on  ground  sulphur  was  read.  In  the  letter  a  request 
was  made  that  the  5  per  cent,  duty  now  levied  should  be 
remitted,  for  the  reason  that  ground  sulphur  has  a  manurial 
value.  This  request  had  been  preferred  by  the  Gteneral 
Committee  of  the  Association  in  1902,  but  was  refused  by 
the  Collector  of  Customs,  whose  decision  was  supported  by 
the  Government  of  India. 

Indian  Quinink  in  Pice  Packets. — During  1903-4  there 
was  an  increase  of  1,500  lbs.  in  the  distribution  of  sulphate 
of  quinine  in  pice  packets  by  the  Bengal  Government 
Factory.  On  the  other  hand,  the  issue  of  cinchona  febri- 
fuge to  the  public  declined  by  nearly  500  lbs.,  and  the 
demand  from  South  Africa  for  this  article  ceased.  Medical 
Depots,  however,  took  an  increased  quantity.  The  cultiva- 
tion and  manufacture  of  quinine  in  1903-4,  without  taking 
into  account  the  amount  spent  on  non-recurring  charges, 
resulted  in  a  profit  of  Rs.  57.814.  The  total  number  of  living 
trees  on  the  plantations  at  Mungpoo  and  Sittong  amounted 
to  5.306,763.  The  crop  tal?en  d  uring  th-G  v^^i'  1903-4  froni 
Loth  plantations  was  316,757  lbs.  of  dry  bark.

Swiss  Apotheker-Verein.— At  the  annual  meeting  of 
this  body  a  resolution  was  passed  to  regulate  the  description 
of  patented  drugs.  Each  preparation  must  be  provided 
with  the  following  statements  :  The  patented  and  exact 
scientific  name  ;  typical  reactions  to  prove  its  identitv  :  melt- 
ing and  boiling  points;  solubility;  incompatibles";  dose; 
medicinal  properties ;  and  hints  as  to  storage. 
^Scientific  Instruments  Wanted.— The  Argentine 
Boletin  of  September  21  contains  the  text  of  a  decree 
authorising  the  "  Instituto  Superior  de  Agronomia  y  Vete- 
rinaria"  to  purchase  abroad,  without  the  formalities  of  a 
public  call  for  tenders,  scientific  instruments  to  the  value 
of  10.000  pesos  (about  875/.).  for  use  in  the  teaching  of 
physics.  ^ 

Indigo  in  Java. — Reports  concerning  the  indigo-crop 
state  that  the  second  cutting  in  the  Djocjacarta  Residencv 
has  turned  out  very  poor,  and  that  even  little  is  expected 
trom  the^  third  cutting.  The  indigo-plants  that  had  been 
left  growing  for  seeding  "  are  carrving  verv  spongy  fruits 
so  that  no  seed  can  be  expected  from  the  harvest.  Recently 
the  indigo-planters  have  been  able  to  furnish  themselves 
with  seed,  but  now  they  will  be  obliged  to  buy  it  elsewhere. 

Quinine  IN  Italy.— To  the  sale  of  quinine  in  powder  and 
tablets,  which  is  an  Italian  Government  monopoly  the 
Minister  of  Finance  has  added  solutions  of  quinine  for  hypo- 
dermic injection.  Tubes  containing  5  cgms.  of  quinine 
hydrochloride  m  1  c.c.  water,  and  others  with  5  conis  of 
qmnme  hydrochloride  and  25  mgms.  of  ethvl  urethane  in 
i  c.c  of  solution,  will  now  be  sold  to  the  public.  The  price 
tor  ten  tubes  each  containing  1  c.c.  of  solution  is  lUd.  and 
Is.  2^d.  respectively. 

Avoiding  THE  WAR.-The  "  Russ "  .savs  that  taking 
advantage  of  the  provision  in  the  conditions  of  military 
service  exempting  those  in  charge  of  private  pharmacies 
trom  being  called  up  to  the  colours,  manv  pharmacists 
evaded  tne  call  by  taking  the  places  of  those  in  charge  but 
^vho,  trom  age  or  other  good  legal  cause,  were  not  liable, 
ine  bt.  Petersburg  Government  medical  inspector  now 
proposes  to  put  the  pharmacists  into  the  same  boat  with 
medical  men,  who  are  not  exempt. 

pRA\vBACK  ON  Spirit  in  Holland.-A  Dutch  decree, 
dated  August  29  last,  provides  for  the  exemption  from 
Jixcise-duty,  subject  to  certain  restrictions,  of  (1)  spirit  for 
use  m  vmegar-factories  and  in  public,  national,  provincial 
or  communal  institutions  for  instruction  in  natural  sciences  • 
and  (^)  spirit,  of  a  strength  of  at  least  85  per  cent.,  which  bv 
mixture  with  pyroligneous  acid  is  rendered  unfit  for  the 
preparation  of  beverages.  The  decree  further  provides  that 
drawback  ot  the  Excise-duty  paid  on  the  spirit  contained  in 
sweet  liqueurs,  bitters,  or  other  similar  spirituous  liquors 
and  m  liquid  perfumes,  shall  be  allowed  on  the  exportation 
ot  these  articles  to  foreign  countries,  subject  to  compliance 
with  the  prescribed  formalities. 

Pharmacy  in  PERSiA.-Dr.  Philatoff,  a  Russian  who  has 
recently  visited  Persia,  tells  some  curious  stories  about 


practice  there.  Among  them  is  one  about  the  medi- 
cal attendants  on  the  heir  to  the  Persian  throne — 
an  old  Persian,  named  Loghman  ol  Mamalek.  and  a  young 
Frenchman,  named  Coppin.  These  two  thought  of  open- 
ing a  pharmacy,  and  feared  the  heavy  import-duties  would 
prove  a  bar  to  their  ambition.  They  therefore  suggested 
to  the  heir  that  he  could  have  his  attendance  free  if  he 
would  get  their  medicines  imported  free  of  duty.  He  did. 
The  pharmacy  was  called  "  The  Pharmacy  of  S.A.J,  the 
Valiadh,"  and  it  gets  duty  free  not  only  medicines,  but 
large  parcels  of  merchandise,  such  as  French  wines,  since 
his  Highness  might  require  them  to  fortify  his  health. 

AuSTRO-HtiNGARiAN  CiiEMiCALS. — According  to  a  British 
Consular  report  on  the  trade  of  Bosnia  and  Herzegovinii 
during  1903,  the  chemical- works  known  as  the  "  Elektri- 
citats  Aktien-Gesellschaft-Iajce  "  appears  to  be  still  suffer- 
ing from  the  general  over-production  of  carbide,  but  since 
the  works  have  taken  to  producing  chloride  of  lime  and 
"  aetz-natron  "  they  have  paid  a  small  dividend.  The  pro- 
duction in  1905  was  5,000  tons  of  calcium  carbide,  of 
which  4,500  tons  was  exported,  and  3,000  tons  of  chloride 
of  lime  and  "  aetz-natron,"  the  virhole  of  which  was  exported. 
The  "  Holz-Verwerthungs-Gesellschaft  "  at  Teslic  in  1903 
produced  about  9.000  tons  of  methylated  spirit  and 
"  Essigsauren  kalk "  (acetate  of  lime),  all  of  which  was 
exported  to  Austria-Hungary.  The  sal-ammoniac  factory 
at  Lukavac,  near  Tuzla,  gave,  as  usual,  a  high  interest  on 
the  capital  engaged.  The  production  during  the  past  year 
was  about  18.000  tons,  of  which  17,000  tons  was  sent  to 
various  places  in  Austria-Hungary  and  the  Balkan  States.

Prtjritis  Axi. 

This  trouble  is  one  of  the  most  irritating  afflictions  that 
man  is  heir  to.  It  was  v.'ell  discussed  at  the  recent  meeting 
of  the  British  Medical  Association  at  Oxford,  Mr.  Malcolm 
Morris,  F.R.C.S.E.,  opening  with  a  useful  paper  now 
printed  in  the  "B.M.J."  (1904,  980).  He  first  dealt  with 
the  etiology  of  the  ailment,  then  the  treatment,  suggesting 
in  regard  to  internal  medication  thorough  antisepsis  of 
"the  intestinal  cesspool"  by  giving  ichthyol  (gr.  v.)  on 
an  empty  stomach  morning  and  evening,  or  a  dose  of  salol. 
The  bowels  must  be  kept  regular  (the  pruritis  is  always 
worst  when  there  is  constipation  or  the  usual  time  for  a 
motion  approaches  or  is  passed).  Cascara  sagrada  is  a 
good  laxative,  but  aloes  is  contra-indicated.  At  night  the 
anal  region  should  be  washed  with  sapo  carbonis  detergens 
and  warm  water.  Mr.  Morris  gives  a  number  of  prescrip- 
tions, with  a  caution  that  "  the  substitution  of  the  cocaine- 
habit  for  pruritis  ani  would  be  expelling  a  devil  to  bring  in 
a  worse  one."    We  select  the  following  : —

Radio-activity  ix  General  Paralysis. 

Few  diseases  are  more  horrible  than  general  paralysis  of 
the  insane.  There  is  practically  no  remedy  for  it,  and  "a 
quick  death "  is  the  hope  of  the  friends  of  the  afflicted. 
Dr.  Robert  Jones,  of  Claybury,  appears  to  have  found  some 
hope  for  the  future.  We  quote  the  following  from  a  letter 
by  him  in  the  "  Lancet"  (1904,  1106)  : 

I  selected  A.B.,  a  general  paralytic  admitted  on 
March  16,  1904,  aged  twenty-eight  years,  a  policeman,  with 
the  usual  previous  history  of  such  cases,  and  had  a  specially 
devised  cap  made,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  J.  Mackenzie  David- 
son, into  the  closely  cjuilted  seams  of  which  about  500  c.c 
of  thorium  hydroxide  was  placed,  and  this  cap  was  worn 
night  and  day.  The  patient  was  of  the  melancholy  type, 
an  unpromising  enough  specimen,  whose  pupils  were  in- 
active to  light,  whose  knee  reflexes  were  increased,  and 
whose  habits— as  occurs  with  the  onset  of  dementia— were 
defective.  The  case  was  looked  upon  as  unfavourable  from 
the  outset,  but  he  was  discharged  "  recovered  "  on  June  23, 
1904,  and  subsequent  reports  of  him  have  been  most  favour- 
able. He  himself  dates  the  commencement  of  his  progress 
from  the  tmie,  soon  after  admission,  when  he  wore  the 
thorium-hydroxide  cap.  which  he  felt  very  disinclined  to 
leave  behind  him  on  his  departure  from  the  asylum,  and  to 
which  he  attributes  his  recovery." 

Dr.  Jones  expressly  says  that  he  does  not  advance  this 
case  as  furnishing  any  definite  evidence  of  the  curabilitv 
of  general  paralysis  of  the  insane,  but  it  is  at  least  the  mos"t 
hopeful  demonstration  of  benefit  from  radio-activity  which 
has  yet  been  brought  to  light.

LlXlMENTTM  SaPONIS. 

The  B.P.  directs  the  soap  to  be  dissolved  in  the  water 
and  the  product  to  be  mixed  with  a  solution  of  the  oil  and 
camphor  in  the  alcohol.  By  this  method,  especially  if  the 
water  be  warm,  a  quantity  of  slimy  matter  is  deposited  froiu 
the  liniment,  entailing  a  notable  loss  on  filtering.  This  is. 
almost  entirely  avoided  by  dissolving  the  soap,  oil,  and 
camphor  in  most  of  the  alcohol,  and  then  adding  the  remain- 
ing alcohol  previously  mixed  with  the  water. 

Ext.  Cinchox.i;  Liq. 
When  made  according  to  the  official  formula  this  prepara- 
tion frequently  possesses  very  little  aroma.  By  adding  some- 
official,  or  preferably  concentrated,  tincture  of  cinchona  of 
good  aroma,  and  allowing  for  the  alcohol  and  alkaloid  iS 
contains,  an  extract  of  improved  colour  and  aroma  is- 
obtained  which  compares  well  with  that  supplied  by  one- 
well-known  manufacturer. 

SpiRiTrs  Ammoni.e  AROMATICrS. 
The  British  Pharmacopceia  does  not  say  what  should  be 
the  product  obtained  from  the  prescribed  quantities.  For 
the  sake  of  uniformity  it  would  be  desirable  to  dilute  the 
distillate  to  exactly  1  gal.  As  the  result  of  making  a  con- 
siderable number  of  16-gal.  batches  on  these  lines,  the- 
following  figures  have  been  obtained  :  Sp.  gr.,  0.895-0.896; 
alcoholic  strength,  17.78  o.p.  (usually  varying  between  17.60 
and  18.10  o.p.,  the  extreme  values  being  16.7  and  18.6  o.p.). 
When  only  8  gals,  was  made  a  somewhat  lower  strength 
was  obtained.  It  should  be  remarked  that  in  order  to  get 
this  average  the  last  ruimings  of  the  previous  batch  were' 
added  in  place  of  so  much  water,  and  a  very  efficient  con- 
denser was  used. 

Copaiba. 

To  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  1900,  Mr.  E.. 
Wightman  Bell  communicated  a  paper  on  copaiba  and! 
described  what  he  called  a  "resin-factor."  "obtained  by- 
dividing  the  resin-percentage  by  the  saponification-number  " 
of  the  balsam.  The  relation  may  be  more  satisfactorily  ex- 
pressed by  dividing  the  saponification-number  by  the  resin- 
percentage  and  multiplying  by  100.  Neglecting  the  smalL 
saponification-number  of  the  volatile  oil.  the  number  so 
obtained  is  the  saponification-number  of  the  resin.  Three 
oleo-resins  were  examined  with  the  object  of  demonstrating, 
this  practically,  but,  unfortunately,  no  opportunity  of  con- 
tinuing the  e.xperinients  for  some  time  to  come  is  antici- 
pated. Although  the  results  were  not  conclusive,  Sample  A 
holds  out  some  hope ;  and  they  are  instructive  to  this- 
e-xtent,  that  the  relative  genuineness  of  the  samples  as 
shown  by  other  considerations  is  borne  out  by  the  more 
or  less  close  agreement  of  the  saponification-numbers  ob- 
tained by  Method  (a)  with  those  obtained  by  Method  (b). 
Sample  A  is  genuine.  Sample  B  probably  not  genuine. 
Sample  C  undoubtedly  sophisticated.
